WEDNESDAY,  January  14,  1920. 

The  Senate  met  at  12  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor B.  Frank  Buchanan. 

Prayer  by  Eev.  F.  T.  McFaden.

E.  Lee 
Trixkle,  J.  E.  West  and  J.  Belmoxt  Woodsox,  having  previously 
filed  in  tlie  oflice  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  certificates  of  their 
election,  ciime  forward  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  administered 
to  each  of  them  the  oath  prescribed  by  law. 

Senator-elect  F.  Percy  Loth  had  previously' taken  the  oath  of 
office,  as  Senator  for  the  Ninth  Senatorial  District,  and  filed  the 
same  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  West  presented  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  the  rules  adopted  at  the  session  of  1918. 
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Mr.  RisoN  offered  the  following  amendments : 

Amend  rides  of  the  Senate  as  follows:  Article  II,  strike  out 
section  6,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  Section  6.  At 
the  commencement  of  each  session  the  Senate  shall  elect  six  pages, 
who  shall  receive  for  their  services  four  dollars  per  day  each. 

Article  III.  Strike  out  all  of  sections  7,  8  and  9,  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following:  Section  7.  A  clerk  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Senate  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  con- 
tinue in  office  until  another  is  chosen.  The  Clerk  shall  not  suffer 
any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken  from  the  table  or  out  of  his  cus- 
tody by  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a  committee ;  but  he  may 
deliver  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed,  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Printing,  or  to  any  Senator,  on  taking  his  re- 
ceipt for  the  same. 

Section  8.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  daily  drawn  up 
by  the  Clerk,  and  shall  be  read  the  succeeding  day;  it  shall  be 
printed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Clerk  and  delivered  to  the 
Senators  without  delay. 

Section  9.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  first  as- 
sistant alerk,  a  journal  clerk,  a  reading  clerk  and 'seven  committee 
clerks,  not  more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  the 
same  congressional  district,  and  an  expert  typist,  said  typist  to 
receive  the  same  compensation  as  the  desk  clerks.  The  clerks  so 
appointed  shall  remain  in  the  Capitol  during  the  session  of  the 
Senate,  and  the  committee  clerks  shall  he  assigned  by  the  Clerk 
for  duty  with  the  various  standing  committees,  and  shall  perform 
any  duties  that  the  other  committees  may  re(|uire,  when  not  em- 
ployed by  their  respective  committee*;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Sen- 
ate may  also  require  said  clerks,  when  not  employed  by  the  stand- 
ing committees,  to  assist  in  engrossing  bills  or  aid  him  in  the  Sen- 
ate chamber  when  necessary.  The  said  clerks  shall  be  removable 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  or  by  the  committee  of  which  they  are 
cierks.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  the  janitors  for  the 
chamber  and  committee  rooms;  said  janitors  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall  also  appoint  a  postmaster, 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  cloak-room,  who  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  as  a  committee  clerk. 

When  the  Senate  is  not  in  session  the  Clerk  shall  have  super- 
vision over  the  pages  of  the  Senate. 

Tlie  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  also  appoint  a  document  clerk 
and  librarian  of  the  Senate,  whose  duties  and  compensation  shall 
be  as  fixed  by  law. 

Strike  out  paragraph  two  of  section  1*2,  Article  111,  as  follows: 
The  Clerk  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Senate  for  a  term  of 
four  years. 

Article  V.  section  16,  sub-section  V,  strike  out  entire  section. 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

''V.    A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 
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nor  more  than  thirteen  Senators,  at  least  one  member  of  which  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  minority  party  of  the  Senate;"  which  were 
adopted. 

The  rules,  as  amended,  were  then  adopted,  and  are  as  follows: 

I.  ATTENDANCE  AND  ADJOURNMENT. 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  with- 
out leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

2.  A  majority  of  Senators  shall  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  business; 
five  may  adjourn,  and  nine  may  order  a  call  of  the  Senate,  send  for  absentees, 
and  make  any  order  for  their  censure  or  discharge.  On  a  call  of  the  Senate, 
the  doors  shall  not  be  closed  against  any  Senator  until  his  name  shall  have 
been  once  enrolled. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  d^y  precisely  at  the  l\our 
to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  precedlrir  day;  j^hall  im- 
mediately call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  cause 
the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read.  Any  mistake  in  the  entries 
shall,  upon  motion,  then  be  corrected,  and  being  found  correct,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  and  Clerk,  and  upon  the  last  day  of  the  session,  the 
Journal  for  that  day  being  examined  and  found  correct,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  the  Clerk,  and  the  said  Journals,  when  so  signed,  shall  be 
the  authentic  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate. 

When  the  Senate  adjourns  each  day  every  Senator  shall  keep  his  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  his  seat. 

II.     THE  PRESIDENT, 

4.  If  any  question  be  put  upon  a  bill  or  resolution,  the  President  shall 
state  the  same  without  argument.  « 

5.  The  President  may  call  any  Senator  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise 
its  functions  for  the  time;  but  no  Senator,  by  virtue  of  such  appointment, 
shall  preside  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days. 

6.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  Senate  shall  elect  six  pages 
who  shall  receive  for  their  services  four  dollars  per  day  each. 

III.     THE  CLERK. 

7.  A  Clerk  Khali  bo  elected  by  the  Sei^ite  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and 
shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  office  until  another  is  chosen.  The  Clerk  shall 
not  suffer  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken  from  the  table  or  out  of  his 
custody  by  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a  committer;  but  he  may 
deliver  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed,  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Printing,  or  to  any  Senator,  on  taking  his  receipt  for  the  fame. 

8.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  daily  drawn  up  by  the  Clerk 
and  shall  be  read  the  succeeding  day;  it  shall  be  l)rinted  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Clerk  and  delivered  to  the  Senators  without  delay. 

9.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  First  Assistant  Clerk,  a 
Journal  Clerk,  a  Reading:  Clerk  and  seven  committee  clerks,  not  more  than 
one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  the  same  Congressional  District, 
and  an  expert  typist,  said  typist  to  receive  the  same  compensation  as  the 
desk  clerks.  The  clerks  so  appointed  shall  remain  in  the  Capitol  during 
the  session  of  the  Senate  and  the  committee  clerks  shall  be  assigned  by 
the  Clerk  for  duty  with  the  various  standing  committees,  and  shall  per- 
form any  duties  that  the  other  committees  may  require,  when  not  em- 
ployed by  their  respective  committees;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  may 
also  require  said  clerks,  when  not  employed  by  the  standing  committees, 
to  assist  in  engrossing  bills  or  aid  him  in  the  Senate  Chamber  when  nec- 
essary.    The  said  clerks  shall  be   removable  by  the  Clerk  of  the   Senate 
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or  by  the  committee  of  which  they  are  clerks.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
fhall  appoint  the  janitors  for  the  Chamber  and  committee  rooms,  said 
janitors  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall  also 
appoint  a  Postmaster  who  shall  have  (iiarge  of  the  cloak-room,  who  shall 
receive  the  same  compensation  as  a  committee  clerk. 

When  the  Senate  is  not  in  session  the  Clerk  shall  have  supervision 
over  the  pages  of  the  Senate. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  also  appoint  a  Document  Clerk  and 
Librarian  of  the  Senate,  whose  duties  and  compensation  shall  be  as  fixed 
by  law. 

10.  Before  reading  each  bill,  the  Clerk  shall  announce  whether  it  is 
the  first,  second  or  third  time  of  the  reading  of  the  bill. 

11.  The  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  may  inter- 
change messages  at  such  time  between  the  hour  of  adjournment  and  that 
of  the  meeting  on  the  following  day,  so  that  the  said  messages  may  be 
read  immediately  after  the  orders  of  the  day. 

12.  The  Clork  of  the  Senate  shall,  at  each  session,  have  printed  and 
bound  with  the  Manual  and  Rules,  etc.,  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  for 
the  use  of  the  Senators. 

IV.     SERGEANT-AT-ARMS  AND  DOORKEEPER. 

13.  No  Senator  shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  sergeant-at-arms 
on  any  complaint  or  breech  of  privileges  until  the  matter  is  examined  by 
the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  and  reported  to  the  Senate, 
unless  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeerer  of  the  Senate  to  preserve, 
in  chronological  or  numerical  order,  a  copy  of  every  printed  document 
distributed  in  the  Senate,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  close  of  the 
session  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  them 
bound  and  preserved  in  his  office  for  the  use  of  this  body. 

15.  The  doorkeeper,  or  his  assistant,  shall  be  constantly  at  his  post 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate  and  shall  permit  no  one  to  enter  or 
remain  upon  the  floor  of  the  Senate  during  the  session  thereof,  except 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  ex-members  thereof,  meml^ers  and  ex- 
members  of  Congress,  State  officers,  ex-State  officers  and' judges,  officers 
and  employees  of  the  General  Assembly,  members  of  the  late  Constitu- 
tional Convention,  reporters  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  members  of 
the  families  of  the  Senators  and  such  persons  as  the  presiding  officer  may 
deem  worthy  of  such  distinction  and  invite  to  a  seat  near  the  chair;  pro- 
vided, that  the  privilege  hereby  extended  shall  in  no  case  bo  used  to  in- 
fluence legislation  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

Whenever  any  person  dcisires  an  interview  with  ^  Senator  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate,  the  doorkeeper  shall  send  a  messenger  to  him. 

The  doorkeeper,  or  his  assistant,  shall  show  all  persons,  not  entitled 
to  seats  on  the  floor,  to  the  gallery. 

All  seats  on  the  north  side  of  the  door  of  the  gallery,  and  the  northern 
half  of  the  seats  on  the  south  side  of  such  doors  shall  be  set  aside  and 
used  for  whites,  and  the  remainder  by  colored  people.  The  front  rows  of 
the  portions  assigned  to  whites  shall  be  especially  reserved  to  ladies  and 
their  escorts,  and  the  doorkeeper,  or  his  assistant,  shall  see  that  this  is 
done. 

The  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeeper  and  assistant  doorkeepers  shall 
hereafter  be  elected  by  the  Senate  for  a  term  of  four  years. 

V.     COMMITTEES. 

16.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  committees 
shall  be  elected: 

L  A  Committee  of  Privilege's  and  Elections,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  eleven  Senators. 
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II.  A  Committee  of  Courts  of  Justice,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  thirteen  Senators. 

III.  A  Committee  on  General  Law^,  to  consist  of  not  lessi  than 
seven  nor  more  than  thirteen  Senators. 

IV.  A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Internal  Navigation,  to  consist  of  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  Senators. 

V.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  Senators,  at  least  one  member  of  which  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  minority  party  of  the  Senate. 

VI.  A  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Education,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  Senators. 

VII.  A  Committee  on  County,  City  and  Town  Organizations,  to  con- 
sist of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  eleven  Senators. 

VIII.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Mining  and  Manufacturing,  to 
consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  Senators. 

IX.  A  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  eleven  Senators. 

X.  A  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 
nor  more  than  eleven  Senators. 

XI.  A  Committee  on  Insurance  and  Banking,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  eleven  Senators.  To  the  Committee  on  Insurance  and 
Banking  shall  be  referred  all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  in- 
surance and  banking. 

XII.  A  Committee  on  Executive  Nominations,  to  consist  of  tive  Sena- 
tors, to  which  shall  be  reported  all  nominations  made  by  the  Governor,  which 
are  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate,  and  which  Committee  on  Executive 
Nominations  shall  also  act  as  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  of  the 
standing  committee  to  consijier  nominations  requiring  the  confirmation  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

XIII.  There  shall  also  be  appointed  a  Committee  on  Moral  and  Social 
Welfare,  to  consist  of  eleven  members. 

The  following  committees  shall  consist  of  three  Senators,  viz.: 

To  Examine  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

On  Rules. 

On  the  Library. 

On  Executive  Expenditures. 

To  Examine  the  Office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office. 

To  Examine  the  Bonds  of  Public  Officers. 

On  the  Public  Printing. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  five  members  to  serve  upon 
the  joint  standing  Committee  on  Special,  Private  and  Local  Legislation,  and 
two  members  to  serve  upon  the  joint  standing  auditing  committee. 

17.  Regular  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  and  its  members  upon 
the  joint  standing  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  unless  the 
Senate  direct  otherwise,  and  the  Senator  first  named  shall  be  the  chairman, 
unless  the  committee  direct  otherwise.  The  majority  of  any  committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

18.  The  several  committees  shall,  in  all  cases  report  whether  other 
cases  comprised  within  the  principle  of  the  matter  referred  may  arise;  and 
if  a  bill  be  ordered,  it  shall  provide  for  all  such  cases,  and  upon  any  matter 
referred,  the  committee  shall  have  power  to  report  by  bill. 

19.  Select  committees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
nine  Senators,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

20.  The  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  shall  examine  the  oaths 
taken  by  each  Senator  and  the  certificate  of  election  furnished  by  the  proper 
officer,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Senate. 
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The  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  shall  report  in  all  cases  of 
privileges  or  contested  elections  the  principles  and  reasons  on  which  their 
resolutions' are  founded. 

21.  The  Committee  on  Courts  of  Justice  shall  take  into  consideration 
such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  touching  wrongs  and  remedies  and 
judicial  proceedings  concerning  the  same  as  shall  be  presented  or  may  come 
in  question  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and  report  thereon,  to- 
gether with  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedi- 
ent. 

22.  To  the  Committee  on  General  Laws  shall  be  referred  all  resolutions 
and  bills  concerning  the  militia,  private  claims,  propositions  and  grievances, 
and  other  matters  of  a  general  nature  not  properly  referable  to  any  other 
standing  committee. 

23.  The  Committee  on  Roads  and  Internal  Navigation  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  petitions  and  matters  or  things  relating  to  highways, 
public  roads,  railways,  canals  and  waterways  as  shall  be  presented  or  may 
come  in  question  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Senate,  and  report  thereon, 
together  with  such  propositions  relative  thereto  as  to  them  shall  seem 
expedient. 

24.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the 
indebtedness  of  the.  Commonwealth,  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  succeeding 
year,  and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  shall  also 
examine  into  the  state  and  manner  of  administration  of  the  literary  fund, 
and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

25.  To  Che  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Education  shall  be 
referred  all  bills*  and  resolutions  concerning  education,  the  penitentiary, 
lunatic  asylums,  the  institution  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  the  armory 
and  other  public  property  at  the  seat  of  government.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  committee  to  examine  at  each  session  into  the  condition  of 
the  penitentiary,  and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper.  • 
Neither  said  committee  nor  a  sub-committee  thereof  shall  visit  any  public 
institution  outside  the  city  of  Richmond  without  leave  of  the  Senate  Urst 
authorized  and  obtained. 

26.  To  the  Committee  on  County,  City  and  Town  Organizations  shall  be 
referred  all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  the  formation  of  any 
new  county,  or  the  organization  of  any  city  or  town. 

27.  To  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Mining  "and  Manufacturing,  shall 
be  referred  all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  agriculture,  manu- 
facturing and  mining,  commerce  and  the  mechanic  arts,  and  also  all  matters 
relating  to  the  Department  of  Labor. 

28.  To  the  Committee  on  Pish  and  Game  shall  be  referred  all  bills, 
resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  the  oyster  industry  of  the  State,  surveys 
of  the  public  waters  of  the  State  affecting  said  industry,  and  all  matters 
relating  to  fish  and  game. 

29.  To  the  Committee  on  Insurance  and  Banking  shall  be  referred  all 
bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  insurance  and  banking. 

29 H.  To  the  Committee  on  Moral  and  Social  Welfare  shall  be  referred 
all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  prohibition,  alcoholic  liquors, 
ardent  spirits,  wine,  beer,  cider  and  all  mixtures  thereof,  ^amoling  anit 
commercialized  vice. 

30.  The  Committee  to  Examine  the  CleikK  Office  sliall  see  that  all  pa- 
peri*  belonging  thereto  are  properly  filed,  labellod  and  put  away  in  the 
presf^s,  and  that  the  books  belonging  to  the  oJice  are  chronologically  jir- 
r^iigei.  and  shall  Tbake  an  annual  report  ther«.»of  to  the  Senate. 

31.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  the  President  pro  tempore,  and  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  shall  constitute  a  stand- 
ing committee  on  rules,  to  whom  all  resolutions  amending  or  altering  the 
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rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  referred;  and  said  committee  shall  report  such 
amendments  to  said  rules  as  in  their  judgment  .ire  necessary  and  proper. 

VI.     ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

32.  After  reading  the  Journal,  one  hour,  to  be  called  ihe  "morniug 
hour,"  shall  be  devoted  as  follows: 

I.  To  dispose  of  communications  from  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the 
executive. 

II.  To  receive  reports  from  standing  committees  (for  which  purpose 
they  shall  be  called  by  the  Clerk). 

III.  To  receive  reports  from  select  committees. 

IV.  To  receive  resolutions,  petitions  and  bills,  on  leav". 

33.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to 
the  consideration  of  the  calendar,  as  follows: 

I.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

II.  Bills  and  resolutions  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  on  the 
calendar. 

34.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates  is  passed  or 
rejected  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  Senate  for 
the  space  of  two  days,  and  the  fact  of  the  passage  or  rejection,  with  the  bill 
or  resolution,  shall  then  be  communicated  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  imle.ss 
otherwise  ordered. 

35.  All  bills  or  other  business  originating  in  the  Seniit*^  shall  be  dis- 
patched in  the  order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  all  ])ills  and  lej^olu- 
tions  sent  from  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  sent,  unless  in  either  case  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

36.  No  law  shall  be  enacted  except  by  bill.  Every  bill,  upon  its  intro- 
duction, shall  be  re^'^^rred  to  the  appropriate  ccnnnittce,  and  no  Dill  shall 
become  a  law  until  it  has  been: 

First.  Referred  to  a  conmiittee  of  the  Senate,  considered  by  such  com 
mittee  in  session,  and  reported; 

Second.     Printed  by  the  house  in  which  it  originated  prior  to  its  passage; 

Third.  Read  at  length  on  three  different  calendar  days  iii  each  house; 
and 

Fourth.  A  yea  and  itay  vote  has  been  taken  in  each  house  upon  its  final 
passage,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entorod  on  the 
Journal,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting,  which  shall  include  at  least  two- 
fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  has  been  recorded  in  rhe  affirma- 
tive. 

And  only  in  the  manner  required  in  sub-division  four  of  this  section  shall 
an  amendment  to  a  bill  by  the  HouSe  of  Delegates  be  concurred  in  by  the 
Senate,  or  a  conference  report  be  adopted  by  the  Senate,  or  a  committee  dis- 
charged from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  for  the  Senate  to  consider  the  same 
as  if  reported;  provided,  that  the  printing  and  reading,  or  either,  required  in 
sub-divisions  two  and  three  of  this  section,  may  be  dispensed  with  in  a  bill  to 
codify  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  any  case  of  emergency  by  a  vote  of  four- 
fifths  of  the  members  voting,  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  the  names  of  the 
members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  Journal;  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  no  bill  which  creates  or  establish-es  a  new  office  or  which  creates, 
continues  or  revives  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  revives  any 
appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money,  or  property,  or  releases,  discharges 
or  commutes  any  claim  or  demand  of  the  State,  or  which  imposes,  continues 
or  revives  a  tax.  shall  be  passed  except  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  the  vote  to  be  by  the  yeas  and  nays, 
and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  entered  on  the  Journal. 
Every  law  imposing,  continuing  or  reviving  a  tax  shall  specilicaliv  state  such 
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tax,  and  no  law  shall  be  construed  as  so  stating  such  tax  where  it  requires 
a  reference  to  any  other  law  or  any  other  tax.  The  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  session,  sign  every  bill 
that  has  been  passed  by  both  houses  and  duly  enrolled.  Immediately  before 
this  is  done,  all  other  business  being  suspended,  the  title  of  the  bill  shall  be 
publicly  read.  The  fact  of  signing  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  Before 
reference  to  a  committee,  any  special,  private  or  local  bill  shall  be  referred 
to  and  considered  by  the  joint  standing  committee  on  special,  private  and 
local  legislation,  and  returned  to  the  Senate  with  a  statement  in  writing 
whether  the  object  of  the  bill  can  be  accomplished  under  general  law  or  by 
court  proceeding;  whereupon  the  bill,  with  the  accompanying  statement, 
shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  take 
the  course  provided  by  section  fifty  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia.  The 
joint  committee  may  be  discharged  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill  by  the 
Senate,  when  said  bill  originated  in  the  Senate,  in  the  manner  provided  in 
section  fifty  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  for  the  discharge  of  other  com- 
mittees. 

37.  Bills  and  resolutions  originating  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not 
requiring  immediate  action,  shall  be  read  at  length  the  first  time  when 
received  and  referred  to  their  appropriate  committees,  unless  the  Senate 
direct  otherwise. 

38.  No  bill  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  Senate  shall  be  recom- 
mitted or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read,  nor  shall  any  bill  be  amended 
after  its  third  reading,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

39.  Joint  resolutions  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  lie  on  the  table  one 
day  at  least,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

40.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  ouestfon  shall,  at  the  desire  of  five  Sena- 
tors, be  entered  on  the  Journal.  After  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  have  been 
taken,  and  before  they  are  counted  or  entered  on  the  Journal,  the  Clerk 
shall  read  over  the  names  of  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  of  those 
who  voted  in  the  negative,  at  which  time  any  Senaior  .shall  have  the  right 
to  correct  any  mistake  committed  in  enrolling  his  name. 

41.  Upon  the  determination  of  a  qucsiion.  any  Senator  may  enter  hii^ 
protest  upon  the  Journal,  with  the  consent  qX  oJie-thirrl  of  iho  Senators  nres 
erM  and  on  the  question,  "Shall  the  protest  be  entered  on  the  Journal?"  no 
privileged  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  to  adjourn. 

4?.  "?'h^never  the  Senate  proceeds  to  rons'fler  any  nominpiinn«  of  ihe 
Governor  which  are  subject  to  the  choice  nr  raiiCcMion  of  the  Senate,  liie 
ki'iwc  Fball  be  considered  in  executive  ses-;fc!i,  with  closed  ^loor^i.  and  I'le 
procoedinps  thereon  shall  be  in  secret,  unless  the  injunction  of  secrecy  he 
vemoved  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate. 

4S.  \  motion  to  take  from  the  table  shall  not  be  in  r»r*i(»r  unl^^ss  the 
bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  proposed  to  be  tnken  np  would  be  appronriale 
for  consideration  under  the  order  of  business  then  in  hand,  as  presf^rihid  by 
Rules  31  and  32. 

VII.     ORDER  AND  DECORUM. 

44.  While  the  President  is  reporting  or  putting  any  question,  or  the 
Clerk  is  reporting  a  bill  or  calling  the  roll,  or  a  Senator  is  addressing  the 
Chair,  strict  order  shall  be  observed. 

45.  If  words  be  spoken  in  debate  that  give  offense,  exception  thereto 
shall  be  taken  the  same  day  and  be  stated  in  writing;  and  in  such  case,  if 
the  words  be  decided  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Senate,  upon  an  appeal,  to 
be  offensive,  and  they  be  not  explained  or  retracted  by  the  Senator  who 
uttered  them,  he  shall  be  subject  to  such  action  as  the  Senate  may  deem 
necessary. 
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VIII.     ASCERTAINING  THE  QUESTION. 

46.  A  motion  for  a  second  reading,  and  a  motion  for  committing  the 
bill,  may  be  submitted  at  the  same  time;  but  the  question  upon  these  mo- 
tions shall  be  put  separately  if  required  by  any  Senator. 

47.  Any  Senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be 
divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions  so  distinct  in  substance  that,  one  being 
taken  away,  a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the 
Senate;  and  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amend- 
ment nor  a  motion  to  insert,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  Insert. 

48.  When  a  question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to 
adjourn,  to  pass  by,  for  the  pending  question,  for  the  previous  question,  to 
lie  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  to  a  differ- 
ent day,  to  commit  or  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

IX.  THE  PENDING  AND  PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

49.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  pending  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of 
the  Senators  present,  indicated  by  a  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  immediately  put  the  pending  question;  and  all  incidental  ques- 
tions of  order  arising  after  a  motion  for  the  pending  question  is  made,  and 
pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  with- 
out debate. 

50.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  seconded  by  a  majority 
of  the  Senators  present,  indicated  by  a  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the 
President  shall  immediately  put  the  question,  first  upon  amendments  in 
the  order  prescribed  in  the  rules,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  If 
the  previous  question  be  not  ordered,  debate  may  continue  as  if  the  motion 
had  not  been  made. 

X.     TAKING  THE  VOTE. 

51.  Every  Senator  present,  when  any  question  is  put  or  vote  taken, 
shall  vote  or  be  counted  as  voting  on  one  side  or  the  other,  except  In  case 
of  pairs,  as  hereinafter  provided  for;  but  no  Senator  shall  vote  on  a  question 
in  the  event  he  is  immediately  or  personally  interested.  Pairs  upon  any 
question  pending  may  be  made  and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  and  in  such 
cases  shall  be  announced  immediately  upon  completion  of  the  roll-call,  and 
before  the  announcement  of  its  result.  Pairs  may  be  general  or  special. 
General  pairs  shall  extend  to  and  Include  all  motions,^  amendments  or  other 
proceedings  in  aid  of  or  against  the  question  pending,  and  which  is  the 
subject  of  the  pairs.  Special  pairs  shall  depend  in  their  scope  upon  the 
agreement  between  the  Senators  making  the  same,  but  in  the  absence  of  a 
specific  agreement,  the  presumption  shall  be  conclusive  that  the  pairs  are 
general.  The  Senator  announcing  a  pair  shall  be  counted  as  present  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  quorum. 

52.  Every  question  shall  be  first  put  in  the  aflBrmative,  and  then  in  the 
negative,  and  the  President  shall  declare  whether  the  yeas  or  nays  have  it; 
which  declaration  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  unless  a  Sena- 
tor calls  for  a  division,  in  which  event  the  President  shall  divide  the  Senate. 

53.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordered,  or  a  call  of  the  Senate  is 
directed,  the  names  of  the  Senators  Shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 

54.  No  Senator  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be  present  in  the 
chamber  at  the  time  the  Senate  is  being  divided,  or  before  a  determination 
of  the  question  upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

XI.     DEBATE. 

55.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  tny  matter 
to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  with  due 
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respect,  address  "Mr.  President,"  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  all  disrespectful  language. 

56.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  with- 
out leave  of  the  Senate;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing 
to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

57.  No  question  shall  be  debated  until  it  has  been  propounded  by  the 
President,  and  then  the  mover  shall  have  a  right  to  explain  his  views  in 
preference  to  any  Senator. 

58.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  any  Senator  who  has  not 
spoken  before  to  the  matter  may  speak  to  the  question  before  the  negative  is 
put. 

59.  During  any  debate  any  Senator,  though  he  has  spoken  to  the  matter, 
may  rise  and  speak  to  the  orders  of  the  Senate  if  they  be  transgressed,  in 
case  the  President  does  not;  but  if  the  President  stand  up  at  any  time,  he 
is  first  to  be  heard,  and  while  he  is  up  Senators  must  keep  their  seats. 

60.  No  Senator  shall  be  allowed  to  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  ex- 
cept on  points  of  order,  to  correct  erroneous  statements  or  to  answer  any 
questions  that  may  be  propounded  by  the  Senator  speaking. 

61.  Motion  to  adjourn;  lay  on  the  table;  for  the  pending  question;  for 
the  previous  question;  to  suspend  the  rules;  to  take  from  the  table;  to  take 
up  orders  of  the  day;  to  close  debate;  to  limit  debate;  to  extend  limit  of 
debate;  to  read  papers;  to  reconsider  questions  not  debatable,  shall  not  be 
debated;  but  upon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule,  or  to  take  from  the  table,  to 
lay  on  the  table,  or  to  take  up  orders  of  the  day,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed 
five  minutes  to  state  the  reasons  for  his  motion,  and  one  member  opposed 
to  the  motion  shall  be  allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  And  when  a  question 
not  debatable  is  before  the  Senate,  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  it 
is  stated  shall  be  decided  and  settled,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  with- 
out debate;  and  the  same  rule  shall  apply  to  all  incidental  questions  arising 
after  any  question  Is  put  to  the  house. 

XI  I.     RECONS I  DERATION. 

62.  A  question  being  once  determined  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Senate,  and  cannot  during  the  same  session  be  drawn  again  into  debate. 
No  motion  to  reconsider  a  question  which  has  been  decided,  shall  be  enter- 
tained, unless  it  be  made  by  a  Senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side,  nor 
unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken  or  within  the  next 
two  days  of  actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter;  provided,  howevor,  that 
when  any  question  is  decided  in  the  negative  simply  for  the  want  of  a  ?na- 
jority  of  the  whole  Senate,  any  Senator  who  was  absent  from  the  city  of 
Richmond  or  detained  fmm  his  seat  by  sickness  at  the  time  of  the  vote  f-ought 
to  be  reconsidered  may  move  its  reconsideration. 

XIII.     PETITIONS. 

63.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature,  having  been  once  rejected,  shall  be 
acted  on  a  second  time,  unless  it  be  supported  by  new  evidence;  nor  shall  any 
such  petition,  after  a  third  disallowance  be  again  acted  on.  The  several 
clerks  of  committees  shall  keep  alphabetical  lists  of  all  such  petitions,  speci- 
fying the  sessions  at  which  they  were  presented  and  the  determination  of  the 
Senate  thereon,  and  shall  deliver  the  original  petition  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  to  be  preserved  In  his  oflftce. 

64.  No  petition  shall  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying 
the  settlement  of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied  with  the 
certificate  of  disallowance  from  the  executive  or  auditor  containing  the  rea- 
son why  it  was  rejected. 

65.  When  any  such  petition,  or  bill  founded  on  one.  is  rejected,  such 
petition  shall  not  be  withdrawn;  but  the  petitioner,  or  Senator  presenting 
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his  petition,  or  any  Senator  from  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  the 
petitioner  resides,  may,  without  leave,  withdraw  any  document  filed  there- 
with; and  a  list  of  all  documents  so  withdrawn  shall  be  preserved  by  the 
Clerk.  All  petitions  not  finally  acted  on  may,  with  the  accompanying  docu- 
ments, be  in  like  manner  withdrawn  after  the  expiration  of  the  session  at 
which  they  were  presented. 

66.  No  petition  shall  be  read  in  the  Senate  unless  particularly  requested 
by  some  Senator,  but  every  Senator  presenting  one  shall  announce  the  name 
of  the  petitioner,  nature  of  the  application,  and  whether,  in  his  opinion,  a 
similar  application  had  been  before  made  by  said  petitioner.  He  shall  also 
endorse  on  the  back  of  the  petition  his  own  name  as  a  pledge  it  is  drawn  in 
respectful  language;  whereupon  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  by  whom 
it  shall  be  laid  before  the  proper  committee. 

XIV.     SUSPENSION  OP  RULES. 

67.  Any  rules  of  the  Senate  may,  except  where  otherwise  provided  by 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members-elect. 

XV.     CONSTRUCTION  OF  RULES. 

68.  In  the  construction  of  the  foregoing  rules,  reference  shall  first  be 
had  to  Jefferson's  Manual  and  the  Digest  of  the  Rules  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 

XVI.     COMMITTEE  MEETINGS. 

69.  All  committee  meetings  shall  be  held  in  public  and  a  recorded  vote 
of  members  upon  each  measure  shall  be  taken  and  the  number  voting  for  or 
against  reported  on  the  bill;  provided,  however,  that  executive  sessions  may 
be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  committee  upon  a  recorded  vote. 

The  President  annoiineed  tliat  the  next  business  in  order  was 
the  election  of  officers  of  the  Senate;  whereupon  Mr.  Rison  nomi- 
nated as  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  Saxon  W.  Holt.  There 
bein^  no  further  nominations,  the  roll  was  called  with  the  follow- 
ing results:

The  next  business  in  order  being  the  election  of  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arnis  of  tlie  Senate.  Mr.  West  nominated  for  that  office,  Frank,  ii.

Stephenson,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  the  House  of  Delegates 
had  passed  the  following  joint  resolution,  in  which  they  request  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate : 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurrini;). 
That  the  General  Assembly  meet  this  day  at  1 :30  o'clock  in  joint 
session  to  receive  the  Governor  of  Virginia  and  such  communications 
as  he  may  desire  to  make,  and  that  the  rules  for  the  government 
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of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  when  convened  in  joint  assem- 
bh'^  for  such  purposes  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly^ 
acx^ompanied  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  the  Senators 
shall  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  shall  be 
received  by  the  delegates  standing.  Appropriate  seats  shall  be  as- 
signed to  the  Senators  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House.  The 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  assign  an  appropriate  seat  for  the 
Prej^ident  of  the  Senate. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  president  of  the  joint 
assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessarj^  for  him  to  vacate  his  chair, 
his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  such  member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the  Speaker  may 
designate. 

3.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly, and  shall  be  assisted  ])v  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  en- 
ter the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the  Journal  of  the 
House  and  shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Sen- 
ate, who  shall  enter  the  same  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  the  doorkeepers  and  pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  Hous-e  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  practicable 
shall  be  the  rules  for  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the 
Senators  shall  be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  then  the  nanie*- 
of  the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

7.  If.  vrhen  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained 
that  a  majority  of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  will 
take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn  to  a 
succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  those  present  may  determine. 

8  When  the  joint  assemblv  adiourns.  the  Ser'^tors,  accom- 
panied by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return  to 
their  chamber,  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be  proceeded 
witli  in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted  by  the  entrance 
of  the  Senators. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to.  and  Mu.  Hor.T  was  ordered  to  in- 
form the  House  of  Delegates  thereof.

Pursuant  to  a  joint  Senate  resolution,  adopted  at  the  extra  session,  the 
following  commission  was  appointed  to  consider  and  to  recommend  to  this 
General  Assembly  a  suitable  State  memorial  to  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of 
Virginia  who  lost  their  lives  In  the  World  War;  Senators  Addison  and 
Drewby,  and  Delegates  Fuli.er,  Dodson  and  Hunter. 

The  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted: 

Pirst.  The  commission  recommends  that  the  General  Assembly  shall 
lieartily  endorse  the  national  movement  having  in  view  the  erection  of  a 
Brotherhood  Monument  on  Fort  Wool  (Rip  Raps)  in  Hampton  Roads. 

Second.  (A)  For  a  State  memorial  the  committee  recommends  the 
erection  of  a  State  library  building,  to  be  designated  and  known  as  the 
Memorial  Library,  adequately  equipped,  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond and  to  be  in  lieu  of  and  to  answer  the  library  purposes  of  the  building 
now  used  as  a  State  Library;  and  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made 
Accordingly. 

(B)  In  the  design  of  this  building  adequate  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  placing  of  separate  bronze  tablets,  upon  which  the  names  of  soldiers 
and  sailors  from  each  county  and  city  may  be  inscribed,  according  to  the 
duly  expressed  directions  of  the  authorities  of  such  cities  and  counties. 

(C)  But  in  presenting  this  recommendation  the  commission  recog- 
nizes that  the  larger  and  more  immediate  beneficiaries  of  the  proposed 
Memorial  Library  will  be  citizens  of  Richmond;  and,  therefore,  it  occurs  to 
the  commission,  and  it  is  respectfully  urged  aa  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
adoption  of  this  plan,  that  the  city  of  Richmond  donate  to  the  State  as  a 
contribution  for  such  memorial  and  as  the  site  thereof,  the  parcel  of  land, 
owned  by  the  city,  known  as  the  Ford  lot,  located  adjacent  to  the  Capitol 
grounds,  between  Capitol  and  Broad  streets. 

In  the  event  that  these  or  similar  recommendations  are  approved  by  the 
General  Assembly,  this  commission  ventures  to  suggest  the  appointment  of 
a  like  commission  charged  with  the  duty  of  putting  into  effect  the  general 
purpose.

7.  If  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained 
that  a  majority  of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  may 
take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn  to 
a  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  those  present  may  determine. 

8.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns  the  Senators,  accom- 
panied by  the  President  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return 
to  their  chamber,  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be  proceeded 
with  in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted  by  the  entrance 
of  the  Senators.

ing procedure  for  search  therefor  and  forfeiture  thereof;  to  prohibit 
advertisement  of  such  ardent  spirits;  to  prescribe  the  jurisdiction 
for  trial  and  apneals  of  cases  arising  under  this  act;  to  prescribe 
the  force  and  enect  of  certain  evidence  and  prosecutions  for  vio- 
lation of  this  act;  to  create  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Prohi- 
bition and  to  define  his  duties  and  powers  and  compensation; 
defining  intoxication  and  who  is  a  person  of  intemperate  habits 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act;  prescribing  a  penalty  for  intox-- 
ication;  prescribing  certain  rules  of  evidence  in  certain  prosecu- 
tions under  this  act;  defining  soft  drinks,  providing  how  they 
may  be  sold,  regulating  the  sale  of  toilet,  antiseptic  prepariitions, 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines,  and  flavoring  extracts;  exempt- 
ing certain  counties  and  cities  from  certain  provisions  of  this  act 
and  authorizing  additional  restrictions  and  limitations  beyond  the 
provisions  of  this  act  as  to  sale,  manufacture  or  delivery  of  ardent 
spirits  in  certain  counties  and  cities:  to  provide  for  tiie  enforcement 
of  this  act  and  to  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  act: 
to  appropriate  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  State  neca^^sary  moneys 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  act ;  and  to  repeal  chapter  146  of  Acts 
of  Assembly.  1910,  approved  March  10,  1916,  and  all  other  acts 
or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act,  approved  March  19,  1918, 
and  to  abolish  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Prohibition,  No.  73; 
in  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.

The  Attorney-General  is  hereby  requested  to  report  to  the  Sen- 
ate, as  early  as  practicable,  his  findings,  together  with  a  full  dis- 
cussion of  the  constitutional  questions  involved,  with  the  authori- 
ties on  which  said  opinion  is  based.

Whereas,  the  proposed  amendment  to  section  136  of  article  IX 
of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  hereinafter  fully  set  forth,  was 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  two  houses 
of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  session  of  1918,  and  referred  to  this, 
the  next  General  Assembly,  and  published  for  three  months,  as  re- 
quired by  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  as  shown  by  report  of 
such  publication  by  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates:  Now, 
therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Delegates  concurring  (a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  agreeing  thereto). 
That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  proposed  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  section  196  of  article  XV  of  said  Constitution,  namely : 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  136,  which 
is  in  the  following  words : 

Section  136.  Each  county,  city,  town,  if  the  same  be  a  separate 
school  district,  and  school  district  is  authorized  to  raise  additional 
siuns  by  a  tax  on  property,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  five  mills 
on  the  dollar  in  any  one  year,  to  be  apportioned  and  expended  by 
the  local  school  authorities  of  said  counties,  cities,  towns  and  dis- 
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tricts  in  establishing  and  maintaining  such  schools  as  in  their  judg- 
ment the  public  welfare  may  require ;  provided,  that  such  primary 
schools  as  may  be  established  in  any  school  year,  shall  be  main- 
tained at  least  four  months  of  that  school  year,  before  any  part  of 
the  fund  assessed  and  collected  may  be  devoted  to  the  establishment 
of  schools  of  higher  grade.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  sev- 
eral counties,  and  the  coimcils  of  the  several  cities,  and  towns,  if 
the  same  be  separate  school  districts,  shall  provide  for  the  levy 
and  collection  of  such  local  school  taxes. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  136.  Each  coimty,  city,  town,  if  the  same  be  a  separate 
school  district,  and  school  district  is  authorized  to  raise  additional 
sums  by  a  tax  on  property,  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  in  any 
one  year  a  rate  of  levy  to  be  fixed  by  law,  to  be  apportioned  and 
expended  by  the  local  school  authorities  of  said  counties,  cities, 
towns  and  districts  in  establishing  and  maintaining  such  schools  as 
in  their  judgment  the  public  welfare  may  require;  provided,  that 
such  primary  schools  as  may  be  established  in  any  school  yfear, 
shall  be  maintained  at  least  lour  months  of  that  school  year,  before 
any  part  of  the  fund  assessed  and  collected  may  be  devoted  to  the 
establishment  of  schools  of  higher  grade.  The  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  several  counties,  and  the  councils  of  the  several  cities,  and 
towns  if  the  same  be  separate  school  districts,  shall  provide  for  the 
levy  and  collection  of  such  local  school  taxes ;  being  the  special  and 
continuing  order  for  the  hour,  was  taken  up. 

The  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  and  being  forth- 
witJi  engrossed,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mapp,  passed  with  its  title 
by  the  following  vote — ^yeas,  24 ;  nays,  2.

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk, 
was. received  and  read,  as  follows: 

In  House  of  Delegates^  February  16, 1920. 

The  House  of  Delegates  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an 
act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  3408  of  the  Code  of  Virginia, 
prescribing  who  may  practice  law  in  this  State,  Xo.  89;  an  act  to 
authorize  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Henry  county  to  appropriate 
annually  from  the  general  county  levy  fund  a  sufficient  amount  of 
money  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  public  roads  in 
any  and  all  the  districts  of  said  county,  and  to  borrow  money  at 
any  time  not  to  exceed  $25,000.00  annually  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  said  roads,  Xo.  246;  an  act  to  amend  and  re- 
enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  conveyance  by  the 
Prison  Association  of  Virginia  of  the  Laurel  Industrial  School, 
its  property,  real  and  personal,  located  in  the  county  of  Henrico 
and  the  State  of  Virginia;  that  the  State  will  assuipe  the  control, 
operation  and  management  of  the  same  in  accordance  with  the 
charter  of  the  said  association,  approved  March  16,  1918,  Xo.  30.; 
an  act  to  provide  for  the  conveyance  by  the  Industrial  Home  School 
for  Wayward  Colored  Girls  of  its  property,  real  and  personal,  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia;  that  the  Commonwealth  will  as- 
sume control,  operation  and  management  of  the  same.  No.  27;  and 
an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  2551  of  the  Code  of  Virginia, 
No.  151. 

They  have  passed  house  bills  entitled  an  act  to  provide  a  new 
charter  for  the  city  of  Bristol,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  therewith,  and  to  declare  all  contracts  and  obliga- 
tions heretofore  or  hereafter  made  by  the  present  council  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  city  of  Bristol  and  all  powers  heretofore  or  here- 
after exercised  by  them,  while  in  office,  to  be  legal  and  valid,  Xo.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House' of  Delegates  (the  Senate  con- 
curring), That  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  does  respectfully 
urge  upon  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  defer  the  proposed 
sale  of  the  Grerman  merchant  fleet  taken  by  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  late  war,  for  a  sum  much  less  than  the  actual  value  to  the 
international  mercantile  marine  or  any  like  corporation,  or  organ- 
ization whose  ships  do  not  fly  the  American  flag. 

Further,  that  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  urges  upon 
the  President  a  consideration  of  the  expediency  of  operating  said 
ships  under  government  auspices,  thus  preventing  a  great  financial 
sacrifice  and  rendering  them  available  as  naval  auxiliaries  in  time 
of  war.

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suitable  appropriation  for  a  State  ofRce  building  in  the  budget  submitted  to 
your  honorable  body  on  January  14,  1920,  but  I  found,  in  view  of  the  high 
cost  of  labor  and  building  materials,  that  the  available  revenues  of  the 
State,  as  reported  to  me,  at  that  time,  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
would  not  justify  the  inclusion  of  such  an  item  in  the  budget  for  the  ensuing 
biennium. 

I  have  thought  that  the  information  contained  in  this  repoil  should  be 
placed  before  the  General  Assembly,  and  I  earnestly  urge  that  this  question 
of  providing  a  special  appropriation  for  the  much  needed  State  office  build- 
ing at  Richmond  be  given  most  careful  consideration  by  your  honorable  body 
at  this  session.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring) 
(a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  agreeing)*.  That 
the  following  amendments  to  sections  18,  20,  21  and  173  of  the 
Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  proposed 
and  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  *it  the  next 
general  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  its 
concurrence,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  seHion  196  of 
the  said  Contitution,  namely: 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  18,  which 
is  in  the  following  words: 

Section  18.    Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty- 
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one  years  of  age,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  State  two  years, 
of  the  county,  city,  or  town  one  year,  and  of  the  precinct  in  which 
he  offers  to  vote  thirty  days,  next  preceding  the  election  in  which 
he  offers  to  vote,  has  been  registered,  and  has  paid  his  State  poll 
taxes  as  hereinafter  required,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  elective  by  the  peo- 
ple ;  but  removal  from  one  precinct  to  another,  in  the  same  county, 
city,  or  town,  shall  not  deprive  any  person  of  his  right  to  vote 
in  the  precinct  from  which  he  has  moved,  until  the  expiration  of 
thirty  days  after  such  removal. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  18.  Every  citizen  of  the  United  States,  male  or  fe- 
male, twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  the 
State  two  years,  of  the  county,  city,  or  town  one  year,  and  of  the 
precinct  in  which  he  or  she  offers  to  vote  thirty  days,  next  pre- 
ceding the  elation  in  which  he  or  she  offers  to  vote,  has  been  reg- 
istered, and  has  paid  his  or  her  State  poll  taxes^  as  hereinafter 
required,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly and  all  officers  elective  by  the  people;  but  removal  from 
one  precinct  to  another,  in  the  same  county,  city,  or  town,  shall 
'  not  deprive  any  person  of  his  or  her  right  to  vote  in  the  precinct 
from  which  he  or  she  has  moved,  until  the  expiration  of  thirty  days 
after  such  removal. 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  20,  which 
is  in  the  following  words: 

Section  20.  After  the  first  day  of  Januanr,  1904,  every  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  having  the  qualifications  of  age  and 
residence  required  in  section  18,  shall  be  entitled  to  register,  pro- 
vided: 

First.  That  he  has  personally  paid  to  the  proper  officer  all 
State  poll  taxes  assessed  or  assessable  against  him,  under  this  or 
the  former  Constitution,  for  the  three  years  next  preccTding  that 
in  which  he  offers  to  register;  or,  if  he  come  of  age  at  such  time 
that  no  poll  tax  shall  have  been  assessable  against  him  for  the 
year  preceding  the  year  in  which  he  offers  to  register,  has  paid 
$1.50,  in  satisfaction  of  the  first  year's  poll  tax  assessable  against 
him;  and, 

Second.  That,  unless  physically  unable,  he  make  application 
to  register  in  his  own  handwriting,  without  aid,  suggestion,  or 
memorandiun,  in  the  presence  of  the  registration  officers,  stating 
therein  his  name,  age,  date  and  place  of  birth,  residence  and  occu- 
pation at  the  time  and  for  the  two  years  next  preceding,  and 
whether  he  has  previously  voted,  and,  if  so,  the  State,  county,  and 
precinct  in  which  he  voted  last;  and, 

Third.  That  he  answer  on  oath  any  and  all  questions  affect- 
ing his  qualifications  as  an  elector,  submitted  to  him  by  the  offi- 
cers of  registration,  which  questions,  and  his  answer?  thereto,  shall 
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be  reduced  to  writing,  certified  by  the    said  officers,  and  preserved 
as  a  part  of  their  omcial  record. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  20.  After  the  first  day  of  January,  1923,  every  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  male  or  female,  having  the  qualifications  of 
age  and  residence  required  in  section  18  shall  be  entitled  to  reg- 
ister, provided: 

First.  If  a  man,  that  he  has  personally  paid  to  the  proper 
officer  all  State  poll  taxes  assessed  or  assessable  against  him  under 
this  Constitution,  for  the  three  years  next  preceding  that  in  which 
he  offers  to  register;  or,  if  a  woman,  and  she  offers  to  register  in 
the  year  1923,  has  personally  paid  to  the  proper  officer  $1.50  in 
satisfaction  of  the  poll  tax  lor  that  year,  or  if  she  offers  to  reg- 
ister in  the  year  1924  has  personally  paid  the  State  poll  tax  as- 
sessed or  assessable  against  her  for  the  year  1923,  or  if  she  offers 
to  register  in  the  year  1925  has  personally  paid  all  State  poll  taxes 
asisessed  or  assessable  against  her  for  the  two  years  next  preceding 
that  year,  or  if  she  offers  to  register  in  the  year  1926  or  thereafter 
lias  personally  paid  all  State  poll  taxes  assessed  or  assessable 
against  her  under  this  Constitution  for  the  years  next  preceding 
that  in  which  she  offers  to  regi^r ;  or,  if  he  or  she  come  of  age  at 
such  time  that  no  poll  tax  shall  have  been  assessable  against  him 
or  her  for  the  year  preceding  the  year  in  which  he  or  she  offers  to 
register,  has  personally  paid  $1.50,  in  satisfai^tion  of  the  first  year's 
poll  tax  assessable  against  him  or  her;  and 

Second.  That,  unless  physically  unable,  he  or  she  make  ap- 
plication to  register  in  his  or  her  own  handwriting,  without  aid, 
suggestion,  or  memorandum,  in  the  presence  of  the  registration  offi- 
cers, stating  therein  his  or  her  name,  age,  date  and  place  of  birth, 
residence  and  occupation  at  the  time  and  for  the  two  years  next 
preceding,  and  whether  he  or  she  has  previously  voted,  and,  if  so, 
the  State,  coimty,  and  precinct  in  which  he  or  she  voted  last;  and, 

Third.  That  he  or  she  answer  on  oath  any  and  all  questions 
affecting  his  or  her  qualifications  as  an  elector,  submitted  to  him 
or  her  by  the  officers  of  registration,  which  questions,  and  his  or 
her  answers  thereto,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  certified  by  the 
said  officers,  and  preserved  as  a  part  of  their  official  record. 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  21,  which 
is  in  the  following  words: 

Section  21.  Any  person  registered  under  either  of  the  last 
two  sections,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  all  officers  elective  by  the  people,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

That  he,  unless  exempted  by  section  22,  shall,  as  a  prerequi- 
site to  the  right  to  vote  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  per- 
sonally pay,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  election,  all  State  poll 
taxes  assessed  6r  assessable  against  him,  under  this  Constitution, 
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(luring  the  three  years  next  precediotg  that  in  which  he  offers  to 
vote;  provided  that,  if  he  registers  arter  the  first  day  of  January, 
1904,  he  shall,  unless  physically  unable,  prepare  and  deposit  his 
ballot  without  aid,  on  such  printed  form  as  the  law  may  prescribe; 
but  any  voter  registered  prior  to  that  date  may  be  aided  in  the 
preparation  of  his  ballot  by  such  officer  of  election  as  he  himself 
may  designate. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  21.  Any  person  registered  under  either  of  the  last 
two  sections,  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  all  officers  elective  by  the  people,  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

That  he  or  she,  imless  exempted  by  section  22,  shall,  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  the  right  to  vote  after  the  first  day  of  January,  192S, 
personally  pay,  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  election,  all  State 
poll  taxes  assessed  or  assessable  againt  him  or  her,  under  this 
Constitution,  during  the  three  years  next  preceding  that  in  which 
lie  or  she  offers  to  vote;  provided  that,  any  person  registered  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  shall,  unless  physically  unable, 
prepare  and  deposit  his  or  her  ballot  without  aid,  on  such  printed 
form  as  the  law  may  prescribe;  but  any  voter  registered  prior  to 
that  date  may  be  aided  in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot  by  such 
officer  of  election  as  he  himself  may  designate. 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  173, 
Avhich  is  in  the  following  words: 

Section  173.  The  General  Assembly  shall  levy. a  State  capi- 
tation tax  of,  and  not  exceeding,  $1.50  per  annum  on  every  male 
resident  of  the  State  not  less  than  twenty -one  years  of  age,  except 
those  pensioned  by  this  State  for  military  services:  $1.00  of  which 
shall  be  applied  exclusively  in  aid  of  the  public  free  schools,  in 
proportion  to  the  school  poulation,  and  the  residue  shall  be  re- 
turned and  paid  by  the  State  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  or 
city  in  which  it  was  collected,  to  be  appropriated  by  the  proper 
county  or  city  authorities  to  such  county  or  city  purposes  as  they 
shall  respectively  determine;  but  said  State  capitation  tax  shall  not 
he  a  lien  upon,  nor  collected  by  legal  process  from  the  personal 
property  which  may  be  exempt  from  levy  or  distress  under  the 
poor  debtor's  law.  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  any  county,  or  the  council  of  any  city  or  town, 
to  levy  an  additional  capitation  tax  not  exceeding  $1.00  per  an- 
num on  every  such  resident  within  its  limits,  whicn  shall  be  ap- 
plied in  aid  of  the  public  schools  of  such  county,  city  or  town, 
or  for  such  other  county,  city  or  town  purposes  as  they  shall  de- 
termine. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  173.  There  is  hereby  levied  for  the  year.  1023  and 
for  every  year  thereafter,  a  State  capitation  tax  of  $1.50  on  eyery 
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male  and  female  resident  of  the  State  of  not  less  than  twenty -one 
years  of  age,  except  those  pensioned  by  this  State  for  military 
services:  $1.00  of  which  shall  be  applied  exclusively  in  aid  of  the 
public  Tree  schools,  in  proportion  to  the  school  population,  and 
the  residue  shall  be  returned  and  paid  by  the  State  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  or  city  in  which  it  was  collected,  to  Ih»  appor- 
tioned by  the  proper  county  or  city  authorities  .to  such  county  or 
city  purposes  as  they  shall  respectively  determine;  but  said  otate 
capitation  tax  shall  not  be  a  lien  upon,  nor  collected  by  legal  pro- 
cess from,  the  personal  property  which  may  be  exempt  from  levy 
or  distress  under  the  poor  debtor's  law.  The  General  Assembly 
shall  not  levy  any  State  capitation  tax  in  addition  to  thtt  levied 
by  this  Constitution,  but  may  authorize  the  board  of.  supervisors 
of  any  county,  or  the  council  of  any  city  or  town,  to  levy  an  ad- 
ditional capitation  tax  not  exceeding  $1.00  per  annum  on  every

Whereas,  Herbert  Hoover,  former  American  Food  Admin- 
istrator, says  that  "In  the  Near  East  is  the  most  desperate  condi-' 
tion  in  the  world;'' 

Whereas,  our  President  says  that,  "Men,  women  and  children 
are  thrown  into  a  commion  grave,  so  imperfectly  covered  up  that 
here  and  there  is  a  pitiful  arm  stretched  out  to  Heaven;  but,  is 
there  no  pity  in  the  world?" 

Whereas,  the  Near  East  Committee  has  endorsement  of  Pres- 
ident Wilson,  Josephus  Daniels,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Newton 
D.  Baker,  Secretary  of  War,  Hon.  William  H.  Taft,  Herbert 
Hoover,  William  Jennings  Bryan,  and  other  prominent  public 
spirited  men;  therefore  be  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Del^ates  (the  Senate  concur- 
ring) endorse  the  activities  of  the  Near  East  relief  campaign  that 
is  now  being  conducted  nationally.

He  shall 
enter  the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the  Journal  of  the 
House  and  shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  who  shall  enter  the  same  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  the  doorkeepers  and  pages  of  the 
House  shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  practicable, 
shall  be  the  rules  for  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly  the  names  of  the 
Senators  shall  be  called  first  in  alphabetical  order,  then  the  names 
of  the  Delegates  in  like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

7.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns  the  Senators,  accom-

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  present  to  you  on  this  occasion  one 
of  Virginia's  most  distinguished  sons,  a  man  who  represents  the 
very  highest  type  of  Virginia  citizenship,  a  distinguished  states- 
man and  scholar,  and  a  gentleman ;  a  man  who  is  temperamentally 
as  gentle  as  a  woman,  yet  in  the  affairs  of  state  is  as  firm  as  the 
rocks  of  Gibraltar;  a  man  who  iss  eminently  qualified  to  fill  any 
position  that  he  may  be  called  upon  to  fill  by  the  citizens  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

I  present  to  you  the  Honorable  B.  F.  Buchanan,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Virginia. 

By  Mr.  Buciianax: 

Governor  Davis,  Mr.  Speaker,  gentlemen  of  the  General  As- 
sembly :  I  am  honored  by  the  commission  assigned  me.  We  have 
as  our  guest  of  honor  today  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Amer- 
ican forces.  He  has  received  a  cordial  welcome  from  the  city  of 
Richmond,  and  today  we  desire  to  extend  that  welcome  and  make 
it  State-wide  by  the  generous  greeting  of  representatives  from 
every  city,  county  and  town  within  the  confines  of  our  old  Com- 
monwealth. 

General  Pershing  needs  no  eulogy;  his  achievements  are  his 
eulogy,  and  they  are  written  on  the  heart  of  a  grateful  world.  He 
needs  no  introduction;  his  name  is  a  household  word  and  is  on 
the  lips  of  every  loyal  American. 

Assuring  him  of  our  high  appreciation  of  his  presence  in  our 

legislative  halls  and  of  the  pleasure  we  have  in  hearing  him,  I 

now  present  to  you  General  John  J.  Pershing.

Address  before  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  by  General 
John  J.  Pershing: 

Your  Excellency,  gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia, ladies  and  gentlemen: 

You  have  conferred  upon  me  great  honor.  I  am  proud  to  be 
permitted  to  address  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  tU« 
great  State  of  Virginia,  the  birthplace  of  a  long  line  of  great 
Americans  from  the  incomparable  Washington  to  the  illustrious 
T.iee;  a  State  which  in  the  great  war  just  closed  made  such  an  en- 
viable record  for  service  and  patriotism.  This  occasion  also  gives 
me  the  opportunity  of  expressing  to  you  and  through  you  the  Ar- 
my's appreciation. 

The  State  of  Virginia  can  take  its  full  share  of  credit  for  the 
success  which  came  to  American  arms  in  the  campaigns  at  Chateau - 
Thierry,  Saint  Mihiel  and  the  Meuse-Argonne.  Your  sons  in 
France,  endowed  as  they  were  by  aggressive  and  patiix)tic  spirit, 
soon  reached  the  standard  of  our  best  trained  troops.  They  ap- 
peared on  every  battlefield,  and  the  memory  of  tticir  unfailin^r 
courage  and  heroism  fills  me  with  the  greatest  admiration.  Their 
L»yalty,  gallantry  and  sacrifice  and  the  aggressive  spirit  with  which 
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they  served  our  cause  fully  mamtained  every  standard  set  by  the 
iioted  men  of  your  State  in  the  past. 

The  impulse  of  armies  springs  from  the  pf^ople,  and  the  hififh 
morale  that  fired  your  men  to  great  achievement  was  foimded  upon 
tb<t  airgrcs-.rjvene&s  of  the  people  at  home.  Oar-?  w«s  «  crusade  for 
the  right,  which  inspired  our  soldiers  with  an  unselfish  and  zealous 
devcnou  to  the  cause. 

The  high  moral  standing  made  by  our  men  has  never  been 
equaled  by  any  army  in  the  world.  No  body  of  men,  engaged  in 
war  in  far  distant  field  beyond  the  influences  of  home,  were  ever 
inspired  by  more  patriotic  ideals.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to 
make  this  report  to  you,  and  to  bear  witness  of  the  success  achieved 
by  the  men  who  represented  yOu  so  splendidly. 

The  support  of  the  armies  abroad  involved  tremendou?  labors 
and  activities  at  home.  You  were  especially  fortunate  in  your  war 
governors,  who  with  unfailing  toil,  gave  direction  and  impetus  to 
the  patriotic  efforts  of  your  people.  In  all  war  work  the  people 
of  this  State  did  more  than  the  share  allotted  to  them. 

Special  honor  must  be  paid  to  the  women  of  America  who  with 
heroic  courage  bore  their  part  of  the  burden.  The  women  of  Vir- 
ginia and  the  South  displayed  a  type  of  patriotism  and  courage 
which  could  not  have  been  excelled.  Wherever  the  presence  of 
women  was  needed,  there  the  American  woman  was  foimd ;  in  hos- 
pitals tenderly  caring  for  their  brothers,  in  the  canteens  and  billets 
serving  and  cheering  them  and  administering  to  their  comfort  and 
on  the  actual  field  of  battle,  there  she  labor^  with  a  courage  thai 
filled  us  all  with  admiration. 

Our  people  hope  for  some  wise  adjustment  of  international 
affairs  that  will  reduce  the  probability  of  war.  With  the  achieve- 
ment of  victory,  the  spirit  of  co-operation  for  a  single  cause  which 
inspires  every  community  in  the  country,  has  temporarily  ceased 
to  be  with  us.  There  is  unrest  and  dissatisfaction  among  certain 
elements  in  our  country.  Largely  through  ignorance  of  the  mean- 
ing and  value  of  our  institutions,  certain  of  their  number  are  en- 
deavoring to  incite  class  antagonism.  Let  us  not  forget  the  greac 
lessons  of  the  war  which  taught  cordial  understanding  and  co- 
operation for  the  greatest  good  of  all.  Patriotic  men  and  women 
should  continue  actively  to  oppose  these  forces  of  evil.  Anarchy 
and  Bolshevism  cannot  live  in  this  country,  if  our  patriotic  people 
realize  the  danger,  and  act  accordingly,  as  they  did  during  the 
war. 

You  will  not  find  among  these  dangerous  elements  any  who 
wore  the  uniform.  They  have  returned  to  civil  life  better  men 
morally,  mentally  and  physically.  They  are  able  and  eager  to  as- 
sume their  full  share  in  the  duties  of  citizenship.  I  am  as  confi- 
dent that  they  will  become  leaders  in  the  fight  for  good  government 
and  Americanism  as  I  was  certain  that  they  would  drive  back  the 
enemy  when  ordered  into  battle. 

Another  important  lesson  of  the  war  is  that  some  system  of 
giving  all  young  men  military  training  is  the  only  course  of  wis- 
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dom.  No  other  means  for  national  defense  is  feasible  from  an  eco- 
nomic or  democratic  standpoint.  While  preparing  our  young  men 
for  their  obligations  under  the  Constitution  as  citizens  to  serve 
their  country  in  time  of  war,  a  brief  course  of  mil'tary  training 
would  bring  other  benefits  which  our  government  should  hasten 
to  provide  for  the  common  good.  It  would  develop  physical  vigor 
and  manliness  and  would  sharpen  the  mentality  of  our  youth.  It 
would  encourage  initiative  and  self-confidence. 

In  closing,  please  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  this  great  honor 
I  have  had  in  being  permitted  to  address  you  and  for  the  cordial 
reception  accorded  me  by  the  State  and  city.  These  honors  I  ac- 
cept, not  for  myself,  but  in  the  name  of  those  brave  sons  of  Vir- 
ginia who  represented  you  abroad  and  who  brought  back  the  vic- 
tory.

Prayer  by  Rev.  H.  D.  C.  Madachlan. 

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk, 
was  received,  and  read  as  follows: 

In  House  of  Delegates^  March  1,  1920. 
The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  the  amendments  pro- 
pose<l  by  the  Senate  to  the  following  House  bills  entitled  an  act 
lo  amend  and  re-enact  section  29riB  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in 
relation  to  annexation  of  ten^torj^  by  cities  and  towns,  No.  49; 
an  act  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  prohibit  the  hunting  or 
shooting  of  rabbHs  in  Mathews  anl  Middlesex  coimties,  approve  \ 
March  10,  191  (»,  No.  91 ;  an  act  to  authorize  and  empower  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Dickenson,  Virginia,  to  lay  a  spe- 
cial county  levy  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
the  construction  of  a  county  memorial,  industrial  and  high  school 
building,  to  be  built  in  the  town  of  Clintwood,  in  Dickenson  county, 
Virginia,  and  providing  for  the  securing  of  land  upon  which  to 
erect  said  building,  and  to  erect  and  equip  said  building,  and  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  said  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county  to  lay  a  special  district  levy  in  Clintwood  magisterial  dis-

cines, and  flavoring  extracts ;  exempting  certain  counties  and  cities 
from  certain  provisions  of  this  act  and  authorizing  additional  re- 
strictions and  limitations  beyond  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to 
sale,  manufacture  or  delivery  of  ardent  spirits  in  certain  counties 
and  cities;  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act  and  to  pre- 
scribe penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  act;  to  appropriate  out 
of  the  treasury  of  the  State  necessary  moneys  for  the  enforcement 
of  this  act;  and  to  repeal  chapter  140  of  Acts  of  Assembly,  1916, 
approved  March  10,  1910,  ana  all.  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  this  act,  approved  March  19,  1918,  No.  73.

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegated  of  Virginia  (the  Senate 
concurring) , 

First.  That  a  complete  investigation  be  had  of  the  said  De- 
partment of  Prohibition,  and  especially  the  accounts. 

Second.  That  for  this  purpose  there  is  hereby  created  a  com- 
mittee of  five,  consisting  oi  three  from  the  Hous^  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker,  and  two  from  the  Senate  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

Third.  That  the  State  Accountant  is  hereby  directed  and  au- 
thorized to  proceed  to  carry  out  the  intents  and  purposes  of  this 
resolution. 

Fourth.  That  the  aforesaid  committee  is  directed  to  proceed 
upon  its  duty  immediately  upon  appointment,  and  is  hereby  di- 
rected, authorized  and  empowered  to  examine  all  records,  books 
and  accounts  of  the  aforesaid  department,  and  to  summon  wit- 
nesses if  in  their  opinion  necessary,  and  they  shall  report  as  soon 
as  possible  their  findings  and  recommendations  under  this  resolu- 
tion to  the  General  Assembly  and  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia 
before  the  end  of  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly; 
was  taken  up.

to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  public  roads  of  the  Comm(Mi- 
'vealth  of  Virginia;  to  provide  for  license  tax  on  certain  vehicles 
other  than  those  driven  by  motor  or  steam  power ;  and  to  prescribe 
the  width  of  tires  to  be  used  on  same,  No.  288 ;  an  act  for  the  pro- 
tection of  persons  employed  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  rail- 
road cars  or  car  trucks  or  similar  equipment,  No.  340;  an  act  to 
amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  prevent  damage  and 
injuries  by  dogs,  and  to  provide  compensation  to  owners  or  stock 
so  injured;  to  provide  for  license  on  dogs,  and  to  provide  for  pen- 
alties for  violation  thereof;  to  provide  compensation  to  owners  of 
fowl  go  injured,  and  to  provide  funds  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
act  therefrom,  approved  March  20,  1918,  No.  342;  and  an  act  to 
amend  and  re-enact  section  2  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  regulate 
the  business  of  making  small  loans,  by  requiring  persons  charging,, 
directly  or  indirectly,  a  greater  rate  of  compensation  than  the 
conventional  legal  interest  rate  per  annum  on  loans  not  exceeding 
$300.00,  to  any  person,  to  obtain  a  license;  by  prescribing  the 
maximum  amount  of  compensation,  which  licensees  may  charge;

To  the  Senate  of  Virginia: 

Senate  Bill  No.  75.  I  approve  the  general  purpose  of  this  bill,  but  am 
returning  it  with  the  request  that  It  be  amended  by  adding  the  constitu- 
tional emergency  clause. 

By  virtue  of  this  act,  the  Commissioner  of  State  Hospitals  becomes  ex- 
officio  State  Purchasing  Agent.    The  contracts  for  coal  for  the  State  hospitals 
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for  the  Insane,  as  well  as  for  the  other  State  institutions,  expire  during 
this  month,  and  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Commissioner  of  State  Hos- 
pitals to  aid  the  several  State  institutions  in  making  their  contracts  for  the 
ensuing  year  it  is  necessary  that  this  bill  be  so  amended  that  it  will  be 
in  force  immediately.

COMMONWEALTH  OP  VIRGINIA, 
Office  of  State  Tax  Board, 

Richmond,  March  8,  1920. 
Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: 

Virginia  pilots,  who  enjoy  enormous  incomes  through  special  privileges 
granted  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  pay  but  $50.00  as  a  license  fee  per  year 
each.  The  State  of  Virginia  is  in  need  of  revenue  and  these  men  who 
profit  by  such  privileges  should  contribute  their  fair  share  to  the  support 
of  the  State  government. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  bill  which  provides  a  license  tax  upon 
pilots,  and  which  we  estimate  will  produce  for  the  State  revenue  approxi- 
mately $75,000.00  to  $100,000.00  per  year.  There  are  about  thirty  licensed 
Virginia  pilots. 

This  is  a  revenue  measure  and  the  State  Tax  Board  unanimously  recom- 
mends its  prompt  passage.

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Whereas,  for  more  Uian  twenty-five  years  of  unsurpassed  as- 
siduity and  matchless  achievement  in  the  service  of  Virginia,  "A 
tower  of  strength,  he  stood  four-square  to  every  wind  that  blew;"

Whereas,  through  his  absolute  frankness,  enduring  fidelity, 
profound  wisdom,  unerring  foresight,  indomitable  will  and  Spar- 
tan courage,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  to  his  country,  to  his 
State  and  to  his  fellow-men,  he  set  an  inspiring  example  to  every 
worthy  son  of  his  beloved  Virginia,  and  brought  a  lustre  to  his 
native  State  more  than  commensurate  with  the  honors  he  received 
at  her  hands;  and 

Whereas,  he  virtually  sacrificed  his  life  in  the  service  of  his 
State  and  of  his  country,  for  as  Democratic  floor  leader  of  the 
Senate  during  the  whole  of  the  World  War  he  was  in  charge  of 
practically  all  the  war  measures  before  Congress,  and  thus  the 
bounds  and  limitations  of  physical  endurance  were  broken  by  the 
strain  of  prodigous  mental  activity,  and  exhausted  nature  at  last 
fell  prone  upon  her  shield;  and 

Whereas,  it  was  through  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia  that  he  was  first  elected  to  the  high  position  he  filled  with 
such  marked  distinction,  the  only  office  he  ever  held,  it  is  meet 
that  this  body,  at  this  time,  render  some  token  of  respect  and  de- 
votion to  the  memory  of  this  illustrious  man;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring) : 

First.  As  has  been  so  well  said  by  one  of  his  colleagues,  that, 
in  the  death  of  Thomas  Staples  Martin,  the  Nation  haai  lost  one 
of  its  ablest  and  most  influential  statesmen;  his  native  State,  which 
he  served  with  such  marked  distinction  and  patriotic  fidelity  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  one  of  its  most  beloved  citizens 
and  its  best  best  beloved  public  official;  his  friends,  who  enjoyed 
his  confidence  and  the  intimacy  of  his  fellowship,  a  friend  always 
loyal,  and  in  whom  there  was  no  guile  or  deception;  and  his  peo- 
ple, a  representative  who  dealt  with  them  with  such  absolute  frank- 
ness and  sincerity  that  he  won  their  confidence,  admiration  and 
esteem. 

Second.  That  the  General  Assembly  as  the  representatives  of 
the  people*  of  Virginia  deplore  the  loss  of  the  great  services  which 
he  so  generally  and  unselfishly  rendered  his  State  and  Nation. 

Third.  That  the  sincere  sympathy  of  the  General  Assembly 
be  extended  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  in  their  great  bereave- 
ment. ,  • 

Fourth.  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  send  a  copy  of  this 
preamble  and  resolution  to  the  members  of  his  family. 

Fifth.  As  a  further  mark  of  esteem  and  respect,  we  direct 
that  when  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  adjourn  today 
it  be  entered  on  both  Journals  that  they  adjourned  in  honor  of 
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the  memory  of  Honorable  Thomas  Staples  Martin,  of  Albemarle 
county.

It  may,  in  its  discretion,  divide  the  State  into  appro- 
priate school  divisions,  comprising  not  le^  than  i^ne  county  or 
city  each,  but  no  coimty  or  city  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation 
of  such  division.  It  shall,  subject  to  confirmation  of  the  Senate, 
appoint  for  each  of  such  divisions,  one  superintendent  of  schools, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  four  years,  and  shall  prescribe  his  duties, 
and  may  remove  him  for  cause  and  upon  notice. 

It  shall  have,  regulated  by  law,  the  management  and 
investment  of  the  school  fund. 

Third.  It  shall  have  authority  to  make  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  management  and  conduct  of  the  schools,  which, 
when  published  and  distributed,  shall  have  the  force  and  effect 
of  law,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  General  Assembly  to  re- 
vise, amend  or  repeal  the  same. 

Fourth.  It  shall  select  text-books  and  educational  appliances 
for  use  in  the  schools  of  the  State,  exercising  such  discretion  as  it 
may  9e«  fit  in  the  selection  of  books  suitable  for  the  schools  in 
the  cities  and  counties,  respectively. 
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Fifth.  It  shall  appoint  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of 
five  members,  to  serve  without  compensation,  which  shall  have  the 
management  of  the  State  Library  and  the  appointment  of  a  libra- 
rian and  other  employees  thereof,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  the  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe;  but  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  management  of  th«  law  library 
find  the  appointment  of  the  librarian  and  other  employees  thereof

Sec.  132.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  State  BoarcJ  of  Edu- 
cation shall  be  prescribed  by  law;  was  taken  up  and  passed  with 
its  title  by  the  following  vote — yeas,  26;  nays,  3.

Eesolved  bv  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring), 
(a  majority  of  members  elected  to  each  House  agreeing),  That 
the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  proposed  and  referred  to  the  General  Assembly 
to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Delegates,  for  its  concurrence,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  sectix)n  196  of  Article  XV  of  said  Constitution, 
namely : 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  170,  which  • 
is  in  the  words  and  figures  following: 

Sec.  170.  The  General  Assembly  may  levy  a  tax  on  incomes 
in  excess  of  $600.00  per  annum;  may  levy  a  license  tax  upon  any 
business  which  cannot  be  reached  by  an  ad  valorem  system;  and 
may  impose  State  franchise  taxes,  and  in  imposing  a  franchise 
tax,  may,  in  its  discretix)n,  make  the  same  in  lieu  of  taxes  upon 
other  property,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  a  transportation,  industrial, 
<T  commercial  corporation.  Whenever  a  franchise  tax  shall  be 
imposed  upon  a  corporation  doing  business  in  this  State,  or  when- 
over  all  the  capital,  however  invested,  of  a  corporation  chartered 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  taxed,  and  shares  of  stock 
issued  by  any  such  corporation  shall  not  be  further  taxed.  No  city 
or  town  shall  impose  any  tax  or  assessment  upon  abutting  land 
owners  for  street  or  other  public  local  improvements,  except  for 
making  and  improving  the  walkways  upon  then  existing  streets, 
and  improving  and  paving  then  existing  alleys,  and  for  either  the 
construction,  or  for  the  use  of  sewers ;  and  the  same  when  impos- 
ed, shall  not  be  in  excess  of  the  peculiar  benefits  resulting  there- 
from to  such  abutting  landowners.  Except  in  cities  and  towns,' 
no  such  taxes  or  assessments,  for  local  public  improvementfe  shall  be 
imposed  on  abutting  landowners. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  170.  The  General  Assembly  may  levy  a  tax  on  incomes 
in  excess  of  $600.00  per  annum;  may  levy  a  license  tax  upon  any 
business  Which  cannot  be  reached  by  the  ad  valorem  system ;  and 
may  impose  State  franchise  taxes,  and  in  imposing  a  franchise 
tax,  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  the  same  in  lieu  of  taxes  upon 
other  property,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  a  transportation,  industrial, 
or  commercial  corporation.  \\Tienever  a  franchise  tax  shall  be 
imposed  upon  a  corporation  doing  business  in  this  State,  or  when- 
over  all  the  capital,  however  invested,  of  a  corporation  chartered  un- 
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der  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  taxed,  the  shares  of  stock  issued 
by  any  such  corporation,  diall  not  be  further  taxed.  Xo  city  or  town

ITie  rolls  then 
shall  be  called  for  the  election  of  each  in  the  order  named,  and 
when  the  rolls  shall  have  been  called  for  the  whole  number,  the 
presiding  oflScers  of  each  House  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  two. 
which  together  shall  constitute  a  joint  committee  to  count  the  joint 
vote  in  each  case  and  report  to  their  respective  Houses.

Whereas,  the  proposed  amendment  to  section  184  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  Virginia,  hereinafter  fully  set  forth,  was  agreed  to  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  two  Houses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  its  session  of  1918,  and  referred  to  this,  the  next 
General  Assembly,  and  published  for  three  months,  as  required 
by  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  as  shown  by  the  report  of 
such  publication  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates:  Now, 
therefore. 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring), 
(a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  agreeing  there- 
to), That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Vir- 
ginia be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  propjosed  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  section  196  of  Article  'XV  of  said  Constitution, 
namely: 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  184,  which 
is  in  the  following  words: 

Sec.  184.  No  debt  shall  be  contracted  by  the  State  except  to 
meet  casual  deficits  in  the  revenue,  to  redeem  a  previous  liability 
of  the  State,  to  suppress  insurrection,  repel  invasion,  or  defend 
the  State  in  time  of  war.  No  scrip,  certificate,  or  other  evidence 
of  State  indebtedness,  shall  be  issued,  except  for  the  transfer  or 
redemption  of  stock  previously  issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are 
expressly  authorized  in  this  Constitution. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  184    No  debt  shall  be  contracted  by  the  State  except  to 
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construct,  or  reconstruct,  public  roads,  to  meet  casual  deficits  in 
the  revenue,  to  redeem  a  previous  liability  of  the  State,  to  suppress 
insurrection,  repel  invasion,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war. 
No  scrip,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  State  indebtedness,  shall 
be  issued,  except  for  the  transfer  or  redemption  of  stock  previously 
issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized  in  this  Con- 
stitution; was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Epes  proposed  the  following  amendment  thereto : 
Page  2,  at  end  of  bill,  insert  the  following:  "But  no  bonds 
issued  for  construction  or  reconstruction  of  public  roads  shall  be 
made  payable  more  than  twenty  years  after  date  of  issue;  and  the 
General  Assembly  shall  provide  and  appropriate  a  yearly  sinking 
fund  amply  sufficient  to  retire  such  road  bonds  at  their  maturity."

Lieutenant-Governor  B.  Frank  Buchanan  presiding. 
The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  by  the  Clerk. 

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk, 
was  received,  and  read  as  follows:

issuance.  No.  339;  and  an  act  to  authorize  the  submission  to  the 
legal  voters  of  the  city  of  Winchester  the  question  whether  or  not 
they  will  favor  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $75,000.00  of  bonds 
for  the  construction  of  a  mimicipal  electric  light  and  power  plant 
and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  if  a  majority  of  those 
voting  vote  in  favor  of  such  issuance.  No.  340.

A  commimication  from  the  Grovemor,  by  his  Secretary,  was 
received  and  read  as  follows: 

COMMONWEALTH  OP  VIRGINIA, 
GovEBXOB's  Office, 

Richmond,  March  11,  1920. 
Oentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly: 

The  Budget  which  was  submitted  to  you  provided  for  appropriations  tot 
the  two  years  of  1920-1922  biennium  amounting  to  $22,143,546.70,  therein 
making  most  generous  provision  for  roads  and  schools  without  additional 
taxation.  The  appropriation  bill  (House  BiU  No.  318)  as  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  makes  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  two  years  amount- 
ing to  a  total  of  122,495,642.30. 

The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  has  submitted  an  increased  estimate  of 
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State  revenue,  including  the  unappropriated  balance  in  the  treasury  on 
March  1,  1920,  for  the  1920-1922  biennial  period,  amounting  to  a  total  of 
122,838,883.92  which  greatly  increases  the  estimate  had  of  him  upon  which 
the  Budget,  in  its  preparation,  was  based.  Accepting  this  new  estimate  of 
revenue,  your  appropriation  bill  of  $22,495,642.30  is  within  the  efstimated 
revenues  of  the  State  lor  the  next  two  years. 

In  1918  I  insisted  upon  a  reduction  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
General  Assembly  because  they  exceeded  the  estimated  revenues  of  the 
State  by  $1,238,286.00,  and  this  action  of  mine  was  justified,  as  the  actual 
balance  in  the  treasury  on  October  1,  1919,  after  having  reduced  the  pro- 
posed appropriation  bill  at  that  time  by  $1,017,000.00,  was  $212,728.91.  With- 
out such  reduction  there  would  have  been  a  large  deficit,  because  the 
emergency  appropriations  made  at  the  extra  session  in  August,  1919.  could 
not  be  paid  until  the  revenues  for  this  year  were  collected. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  bill,  which  has  just  come  to 
me  from  you,  is  within  the  revenue  of  the  State,  as  now  estimated  by  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  I  feel  that  I  should  accept  it,  although  I  am 
frank  to  say  that  I  am  not  in  accord  with  many  of  the  increases  made 
therein  over  my  budget  recommendations.  I  have,  however,  notwithstanding 
my  objections,  approved  House  Bill  No.  318. 

After  deducting  the  amount  of  your  appropriation  bill,  there  will  remain, 
according  to  the  estimate  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  subject  to 
special  appropriation  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  without  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  fact  that  a  reasonable  working  balance  should  be 
maintained  in  the  treasury,  the  sum  of  $343,241.62 — all  that  will  be  available 
for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

In  considering  further  appropriations  for  special  purposes  I  must  re- 
quest that  you  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  there  will  be  a  very  small  balance 
in  the  treasury  after  providing  for  the  appropriation  bill,  and  that  legisla- 
tion carrying  appropriations  may  be  so  ordered  and  restrained  that  pro- 
posed expenditures  will  not  exceed  the  estimated  revenue  of  the  State. 

You  are  to  be  congratulated  that  through  untiring  effort  you  have  suc- 
cessfully inaugurated  the  budget  system  in  Virginia  and  have  placed  the 
affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  upon  a  business  basis.  I  am  deeply  apprecia- 
tive of  the  spirit  of  co-operation  that  has  characterized  your  work  with  me 
in  this  great  undertaking,  now  happily  concluded.

That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Vir- 
ginia be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  proposed  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  section  106  of  Article  XV  of  said  Constitution, 
namely : 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  32,  which 
is  in  the  following  words: 

Sec.  32.  Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  be  eligible  to  any

Whereas,  the  proposed  amendment  to  section  117  of  Ar- 
ticle VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  hereinafter  fully  set 
forth,  was  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the 
two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  at  its  session  of  1918,  and 
referred  to  this,  t)je  next  General  Assembly,  and  published  for 
three  months,  as  required  by  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and 
as  shown  b}'^  rc'^ort  of  such  publication  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Delegates;  now,  therefore, 
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Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring), 
(a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  agreeing  there- 
to), That  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Vir- 
ginia be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  proposes!  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  section  196  of  Article  XV  of  said  Constitution, 
namely : 

Strike  out  from  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  section  117,  which 
is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to-wit: 

Sec.  117.  General  laws  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  cities  and  towns  shall  be  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  no  special  act  shall  be  passed  in  relation  thereto,  ex- 
cept in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  IV  of  this  Ccmlstitution, 
and  then  only  by  a  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  m^embers 
elected  to  each  House ;  and  except  also  in  the  case  of  cities  having 
more  than  50,000  inhabitants,  as  hereinafter  provided.  But  each 
of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  State  having  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  amendment  a  municipal  charter  may  retain  the 
same;  except  so  far  as  it  shall  be  repealed  or  amtended  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly ;  provided,  that  every  such  charter  is  hereby  amend- 
ed so  as  to  conform  to  all  the ;  provisions,  restrictions,  limitations 
and  powers  set  forth  in  this  article,  or  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Constitution. 

Notwithstanding,  however,  anything  in  this  article  contained 
the  General  Assembly  may,  by  general  law  or  by  special  act 
(passed  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV  of  this  Constitution),  depart 
in  any  respect  (except  as  otherwise  in  this  section  expressly  pro- 
vided) from  the  form  of  organization  and  government  prescribed 
by  this  article  for  cities  and  towns,  and  may  provide,  from  time 
to  time,  for  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth 
puch  form  or  forms  of  mimicipal  government  as  the  General  As- 
sembly may  deem  best;  but  no  form  or  forms  of  government  au- 
thorized by  the  second  paragraph  of  this  section  shall  become 
operative  except  as  to  such  cities  or  towns  as  may  thereafter  adopt 
the  same  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  qualified  electors  at  an  election 
to  be  held  as  may  be  prescribed  therefor  by  law.  All  the  limita- 
tions on  the  powers  of  the  councils  of  cities  and  towns  imposed 
by  this  article  shall  apply  irt  like  manner  to  the  principal  legis- 
lative authority  under  any  form  of  government  which  may  be 
authorized  hereunder.  The  term  "council"  as  used  in  sections  125 
and  127  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  construed  to  iiiclude  the  body 
which,  under  any  form  of  municipal  government,  shaU  be  vested 
with  the  principal  legislative  authority  of  such  mimicipality. 

The  General  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of  this  article,  may 
classify  cities  according  to  their  population,  but  the  maximum 
population  prescribed  for  any  class  shall  exceed  the  minimum 
population  for  the  same  class  by  at  least  ten  thousand.  TTie  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  at  the  request,  made  in  manner  which  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  of  any  city  having  a  population  of  over  50,000 
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mhabitants,  may  grant  a  special  form  of  govermnent  for  such  city. 
Any  laws  or  charters  enacted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 
relating  expressly  to  judges  and  clerks  of  courts,  attorneys  for  the 
Commonwealth,  commissioners  of  revenue,  city  treasurer  and  city 
sergeants. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Sec.  117.  (a)  General  laws  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  cities  and  towns  shall  be  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  no  special  act  shall  be  passed  in  relation  thereto,  ex- 
cept in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  IV  of  this  Constitution, 
and  then  only  by  a  recorded  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  House.  But  each  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  Ihe 
State  having  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  a 
municipal  charter  may  retain  the  same,  except  so  far  as  it  shall  be 
repealed  or  amended  by  the  General  Assembly;  provided,  that 
every  such  charter  is  hereby  amended  to  conform  to  all  the  pro- 
visions, restrictions,  limitations  and  powers  set  forth  in  this  ar- 
ticle, or  otherwise  pro^^ded  in  this  C/Onstitution. 

(b)  The  General  Assembly  may,  by  general  law  or  by  special 
act,  (passed  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  IV  of  this  Con- 
stitution), provide  for  the  organization  and  government  of  cities 
and  towns  without  regard  to,  and  unaffectd  by  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  tliis  article,  except  those  of  sections  124,  125,  (except  so 
lar  as  the  provisions  of  section  125  recognize  the  office  of  mayor 
and  the  power  of  veto),  126,  127  and  128  of  this  article,  and  ex- 
cept those  mentioned  in  sub-section  (d)  of  this  section.  The  term 
'council"  as  used  in  any  of  said  sections  shall  include  the  body 
exercising  legislative  authority  for  the  cityl  or  town,  and  all  or- 
dinances enacted  and  resolutions  adopted  by  such  body  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  for  all  purposes,  as  if  enacted  or  adopted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  123  of  this  article. 
But  such  organization  and  government  shall  apply  only  to  such 
cities  or  towns  as  may  thereafter  adopt  the  same  by  a  majority 
Aote  of  those  qualified  voters  of  any  such  city  or  town  voting  in 
an  election  to  be  held  for  the  purpose,  as  may  be  provided  by  Taw. 

(c)  The  General  Assembly,  at  the  request  of  any  city  or  town 
made  in  manner  provided  by  law,  may  grant  to  it  any  special 
form  of  organization  and  government  authorized  by  sub-section 
(b)  of  this  section,  and  subject  to  all  of  the  provisions  of  that 
sub-section,  except  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  sueh  city  or 
town  to  thereafter  adopt  the  same. 

(d)  Any  laws  or  charters  enacted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 
relating  expressly  to  judges  and  clerks  of  courts,  attorneys  for  the 
(  onmionwealth,  commissioners  of  revenue,  city  treasurer  and  city 
sergeants. 

(e)  Any  form  of  organization  and  government  authorized 
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by  any  provision  of  tliis  section  which  may  have  been  adopted 
heretofore  by  any  city  or  tonvn  pursuant  to  any  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  enacted  before  such  provision  became  effective,  and 
which  is  now  in  operation,  is  hereby  declared  legal  and  valid  ab 
initio,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been 
authorized  by  this  Constitution  at  the  time  of  its  adoption;  was 
taken  up  and  passed  with  its  title  by  the  following  vote — ^yeas,  30;

Whereas,  the  State  of  Virginia  should  seek  the  cheapest  in- 
surance commensurate  with  safety  and  protection ;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring). 
That  a  Legislative  committee  be  appointed  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, two  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and 
one  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  whose  duty » it  shall  be  to  in- 
vestigate the  advisability  of  the  State  of  Virginia  becoming  a 
self-insurer,  and  to  prepare  such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  ad- 
visable to  this  end,  reporting  back  to  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  General  Assembly;  was  taken  up  and  agreed  to.

aadgned  them,  and  that  the  Governor  requested  them  to  state  to 
the  General  Assembly  that  he  had  no  further  communication  to 
make. 

Mr.  Cannon  w^as  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of  Delegates 
that  the  Senate  was  ready  on  its  part  to  adjourn. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  Mr. 
H ADDON,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  the  Hoiiee  of  Delegates 
was  ready  on  its  part  to  adjourn. 

Mr.  Oliver  moved  that  the  Senate  adjourn ;  which  was  agreed 
to. 

The  President  then  annoimced  that  the  Senate  stood  adjourned 
until  the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  1922,  unless  sooner  calleil 
together  as  prescribed  by  law.

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ADDRESS 

of 

Governor  Westmoreland  Davis 

GerUleTnen  of  the  General  Assernhly: 

Two  years  ago  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  niv  duties  as 
Governor  of  Virginia.  At  that  time  the  world  was  at  war.  Great 
powers,  economic  and  social,  were  struggling  for  dominance.  Auto- 
cracy and  democracy  were  in  desperate  battle,  but  the  inevitable 
came  to  pass  and  the  will  of  allied  democracy  triumphed:  despotic 
power  of  man  in  government  has  become  a  thing  of  the  past.  Vir- 
ginia may  well  be  proud  of  the  part  she  took  in  the  great  conflict. 
She  contributed  of  her  sons  and  of  her  treasure  without  stint, 
and  her  sons  on  the  fields  of  France  showed  that  they  were  worthy 
descendants  of  the  heroes  of  Yorktown  and  of  Gettysburg. 

Returned  colors  of  army  units  composed  of  Virginians  have 
been  delivered  to  me  by  the  War  Department  for  safe  keeping,  and 
provision  should  be  made,  as  has  been  done  in  other  States,  for  the 
care  of  these  mementoes,  priceless  in  their  association. 

In  grateful  appreciation  of  the  valor  and  of  the  spirit  of  self- 
sacrifice  displayed  by  her  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  great  war, 
the  people  of  Virginia  will  desire  to  pay  tribute  to  her  heroes  so 
that  her  youth  may  emulate  their  patriotism,  and  future  genera- 
tions appreciate  their  achievement  for  mankind.  A  committee  of 
the  General  Assembly  should  continue  the  work  of  the  commission 
appointed  at  the  special  session  of  1919,  with  authority  to  secure 
designs  for  medals  to  be  awarded  to  our  soldiers  and  sailors  and  to 
secure  designs  and  make  recommendations  for  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  to  those  who  participated  in  the  great  war.  Memorials 
are  an  evidence  for  all  time  of  the  gratitude  of  a  people  and  should 
not  be  builded  in  haste,  but  after  mature  consideration.  In  their 
conception  they  should  be  ai)i)ropriate  as  well  as  beautiful  so  that 
they  may  be  a  joy  forever. 

Upon  my  inauguration,  in  aid  of  the  war  I  created  a  State 
Council  of  Defense,  appointing  thereto  the  heads  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  State  government  in  or4er  that  the  resources 
of  the  State  might  be  co-ordinated  and  centralized,  and  that  they 
might  be  the  more  readily  marshaled  in  our  national  undertaking. 
Subsequently  this  Council  of  Defense  was  legalized  by  statute  with 
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an  appropriation  of  $5,000  per  year,  upon  my  recommendation.  I 
deemed  it  best  that  the  appropriation  should  be  relatively  small 
for  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  was  composed  of  men  holding 
State  offices  and  receiving  regular  salaries;  the  act  of  creation 
authorized  the  State  officers  to  place  all  the  resources  of  their  de- 
partments in  aid  of  the  national  emergency.  I  felt  that  service, 
offered  in  a  spirit  of  patriotism,  would  prove  far  more  effective  than 
that  which  had  to  be  bought,  and  such  proved  the  case;  the  State 
Council  of  Defense  was  equal  to  every  demand  that  was  made 
upon  it  in  aid  of  the  war.  It  established  local  councils,  it  secured 
volunt4H»rs  for  the  medical  forces  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  for  the 
public  health  service;  it  aided  the  farmers  in  securing  labor,  the 
schools  in  the  matter  of  teachers,  and,  by  its  spirit  of  enthusiastic 
patriotism,  aided  every  endeavor  of  the  national  government.  It 
received  the  fullest  commendation  for  its  work  by  the  National 
Council  of  Defense.  The  services  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense 
since  the  Armistice  have  been  no  less  conspicuous  than  they  were 
during  the  period  of  the  war,  and  it  has  addressed  itself  to  the  prob- 
lems of  readjustment  with  energj'  and  ability. 

The  existence  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense  is  limited  by 
statute  to  a  period  expiring  six  months  after  the  conclusion  of 
peace:  it  asks  for  no  further  appropriation  for  its  support.  I  de- 
sire to  record  my  high  appreciation  of  the  great  work  that  it  has 
done.  The  great  service  it  has  rendered  the  State  and  the  Nation 
in  the  most  trying  period  of  its  history  has  been  characterized  by 
efficient  effort  to  accomplish  patriotic  purpose. 

STATE  TROOPS 

Before  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  3,  1916.  the  organized 
militia  of  the  State  were  known  as  Virginia  Volunteers;  under 
that  Act  they  were  designated  as  the  National  Guard. 

In  July,  1917.  all  of  the  National  Guard  was  called  into  Federal 
service  and  on  August  5.  1017,  it  was  drafted  into  that  service  so 
that  it  could  be  sent  overseas. 

This  draft  took  from  the  State  every  unit,  and  every  soldier 
then  in  service:  and  it  became  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
State  to  organize  State  troops:  thiity-one  companies  of  infantry 
were  formed  as  volunteers:  two  battalions  of  four  companies  each, 
one  at  Richmond,  one  at  Roanoke,  and  the  other  companies  were 
maintained  separately.  The  expense  of  these  State  troops  was 
borne  by  the  Militaly  Fund  provided  by  the  Legislature  with  some 
local  contributions  of  the  cities  and  towns  where  they  were  organ- 
ized. 
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These  volunteers  are  as  a  rule  men  of  large  affairs  and  of  the 
highest  standing  in  their  communities;  they  have  rendered  the  State 
a  signal  service  in  affording  to  our  people  at  home  protection  at 
great  personal  sacrifice  to  themselves  when  our  National  Giiard, 
forming  part  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  was  at  war. 

At  Woodstock,  at  Winchester,  at  Standardsville,  at  Martins- 
ville and  at  East  Radford  these  troops  were  in  part  used  in  aid  of 
the  civil  authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  order.  On  a  call  from 
St.  Charles  five  companies  of  infantry  and  a  machine  gun  com- 
pany, organized  as  part  of  the  National  Guard,  were  ordered  to  St. 
Charles,  in  Lee  county,  but  were  stopped  at  Roanoke,  restoration 
of  order  at  St.  Charles  rendering  their  services  there  unnecessary. 

The  volunteers  who  were  enlisted  for  the  emergency,  and  who 
have  so  handsomely  performed  service,  are  naturally  anxious  to  be 
relieved.  We  must  have  troops  at  call,  but  it  is  my  hope  and  ex- 
pectation that  the  early  re-organization  of  the  National  Guard, 
within  the  next  few  months,  will  justify  me  in  relieving  State 
troops  from  further  duty.  These  troops  during  the  period  of  re- 
construction hav-e  not  only  responded  promptly  to  every  call,  but 
they  have  been,  as  an  organized  force,  a  strong  power  for  the 
maintenance  of  order^ 

Since  the  Armistice,  National  Guardsmen  who  entered  the 
Federal  service  have  been  returned  to  their  civilian  status  and  not 
to  the  State  as  State  troops.  It  becomes  necessary  if  the  State  is  to 
preserve  order  without  having  to  call  upon  the  Federal  government 
to  intervene  in  its  local  affairs,  to  again  recruit  a  National  Guard, 
and  I  earnestly  urge  that  our  citizens,  having  young  men  in  their 
employment,  encourage  them  to  become  members  of  the  National 
Guard.  The  protection  afforded  the  community  in  its  life  and  prop- 
erty by  this  organization  should  cause  service  therein  to  be  held  in 
great  public  esteem ;  the  citizen  soldier  should  be  recognized  as  one 
who  at  personal  sacrifice  performs  a  distinct  duty  to  the  State,  and 
who  stands  as  a  ready  defender  of  society  in  law  enforcement. 

CONFEDERATE  VETERANS 

In  the  applause  with  which  we  receive  our  returning  soldiers 
from  the  war  now  about  to  end,  we  should  not  forget  our  Confeder- 
ate Veterans.  These  splendid  soldiers  defended  Virginia,  and 
though  the  cause  for  which  they  fought  was  lost,  the  valor  they  dis- 
played upon  the  battlefield,  and  the  sacrifices  that  they  made  for  us, 
have  made  for  them  a  place  in  the  affection  of  our  i)eople  that  is  as 
sacred  to  us  as  is  the  cause  for  which  they  fought.  As  a  small  ex- 
pression of  our  gratitude  to  them,  they  should  receive  an  increased 
pension,  which  I  have  recommended. 
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HIGH  COST  OF  LIVING 

The  period  of  readjustment  since  the  Armistice  has  brought 
to  our  people  great  hardship,  especially  among  those  who  have  fixed 
incomes.  There  is  much  discussion  of  the  high  cost  of  living.  To 
my  mind  the  abnormal  condititions  which  exist,  apart  from  the 
decreased  production  of  the  necessities  of  life,  arise  largely  from  the 
enormous  national  expenditures  and  from  an  inflated  currency. 
Money  is  a  commodity  though  a  medium  of  exchange,  and  is  sub- 
ject, just  as  are  other  commodities,  to  the  laws  of  supply  and  de- 
mand. Vast  national  expenditures  necessitate  their  equivalent  in 
taxation  to  supply  the  means  of  expenditure^  and  these  taxes  i]i  the 
form  of  excess  profit  taxes  in  the  case  of  corporations  or  super- 
taxes in  the  case  of  the  individual,  are  so  ordered  that  they  bear 
largely  upon  those  who  supply,  as  manufacturers  or  purveyors, 
the  necessities  of  life.  Unhappily  for  the  consumer,  who  seldom 
pays  an  income  tax,  these  charges  are  added  to  the  cost  of  the  pro- 
duction of  those  things  that  he  consumes  and  while  he  mils  at 
the  supposed  profiteer,  he  is  simply  assuming  the  burden  passed 
to  him,  rendered  necessary  by  national  expenditures.  The  average 
consumer  feels  no  concern  with  the  excess  profit  tax  or  the  super- 
tax, but  rather  feels  that  it  serves  right  the  profiteer ;  the  consumer 
fails  to  appreciate  that  after  all  the  burden  of  these  taxes  is  his. 
Much  of  our  national  expenditure  was  of  course  necessary  to  win 
the  war,  and  success  was  not  to  be  measured  in  money;  but  now 
that  the  war  is  over,  economy  and  efficiency  should  become  the  slo- 
gan of  our  governmental  activities  in  both  nation  and  in  State. 
Again,  the  enormous  necessary  expenditures  on  the  part  of  the 
government,  the  vast  extension  of  credit  and  the  re-discounts  of 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  have  cheapened  money  and  reduced 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  by  one-half.  In  the  effort  to 
secure  a  readjustment  of  relative  values  many  articles  have  been 
priced  much  beyond  their  real  value.  There  have  also  been  those 
who,  taking  advantage  of  unsettled  conditions,  have  sought  to  se- 
cure, at  the  expense  of  their  suffering  fellow  citizens,  exorbitant 
profits,  and  who  ofteu  under  the  guise  of  i^T'laimed  patriotism 
during  the  war,  have  really  been  profiteers.  Thrift,  economy,  self- 
denial,  greater  production.  National  and  State  economy,  and  a  de- 
flated currency  will  be  the  natural  forces  that  will  work  to  restore 
normal  conditions,  while  the  jail  and  scornful  public  opinion  should 
properly  account  for  conscienceless  profiteers.  At  the  special  session 
of  the  legislature,  1919,  anti-trust  and  cold  storage  laws  were  en- 
acted. These  should  be  strengthened  where  necessary  and  a  law 
punishing  profiteering  should  be  passed  by  this  General  Assembly. 
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In  the  budget  which  I  have  presented  to  you,  I  would  have 
like  the  honest  liousewife,  the  State  live  within  her  means.  I  have 
foregone  the  suggestions  of  extensive  building  because  of  the  low 
purchasing  price  of  the  dollar,  and  my  belief  that  from  now  on  the 
price  of  labor  and  building  will  begin  to  decrease  in  the  ratio  in 
which  the  necessities  of  life  become  more  abundant  and  command  a 
less  exorbitant  price,  and  as  the  spirit  of  economy  dominates  our 
State  and  National  government  expenditures. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

When  inaugurated  I  promised  a  business  administration  for 
the  State.  To  this  end  inspections  and  surveys  have  been  made 
by  me  and  for  me  by  experts  under  authority  of  the  law  providing 
for  the  preparation  of  the  budget,  and  by  public  spirited  citizens, 
who,  as  members  of  advisory  boards,  were  glad  to  give  of  their 
time  and  talent  to  the  study  of  State  problems.  The  effect  of 
these  studies,  and  of  the  more  efficient  management  of  the  State's 
affairs,  has  enabled  the  State,  with  the  dollar  decreased  by  one- 
half  in  its  purchasing  power,  to  live  within  an  income  fixed  when 
money  was  not  so  cheap.  The  more  closely  I  study  government 
the  more  I  am  impressed  with  the  need  of  the  application  thereto 
of  those  methods  which  obtain  in  legitimate  business  successfully 
conducted. 

I  have  prepared  and  will  submit  to  you  to-day,  as  prescribed 
by  law,  the  budget  as  well  as  the  budget  bill,  and  with  it  an  ex- 
tended analysis  of  the  State's  activities,  so  that  more  than  a  gen- 
eral reference  to  appropriations  here  is  imnecessary. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  you  to  know  that  what  is  known  as 
'^The  Virginia  Budget  Plan"  is  being  adopted  in  many  States,  and 
that  it  has  been  the  subject  of  most  favorable  comment  in  those 
scientific  journals  given  to  the  discussion  of  economics  as  applied 
to  government.  Not  only  are  these  tributes  to  Virginia's  progressive- 
ness  by  strangers  most  satisfying,  but  I  am  persuaded  that  with  the 
advent  of  the  budget  not  only  will  recklef^s  expenditures  be  checked 
for  the  future,  but  a  more  intelligent  interest  created  in  public 
affairs  which  will  be  highly  conducive  to  better  citizenship.  The 
enabling  of  the  General  Assembly — all  of  the  members  of  which 
will  have  the  proposed  budget  bill,  with  data  upon  which  it  is 
tentatively  based,  before  them — to  consider  calmly  even  in  a  session 
of  sixty  days  the  State's  appropriations,  will  tend  to  a  more  ma- 
ture consideration  of  State  endeavor.  There  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  misinformation  as  to  just  what  effect  the  budget  or  the  accom- 
panying budget  bill  has  upon  the  powers  of  the  General  Assembly. 
In  my  printed  platform,  distributed  throughout  the  State  when  I 
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offered  for  GoTernor,  I  said  in  discussing  the  budget  system :  ^'This 
tentative  appropriation  bill  (budget  bill)  would  be  persuasive, 
illuminating,  and  it  would  not  impinge  upon  the  constitutional 
powers  of  the  legislature.-'  No  legislative  act  can  possibly  impinge 
upon  the  constitutional  powers  of  succeeding  General  Assemblies 
to  initiate  and  control  appropriations;  the  budget  bill  is  purely 
illuminating  and  persuasive,  as  I  said  in  my  platform,  and  the  con- 
stitutional rights  of  the  General  Assembly  are  exactly,  as  regards 
appropriations,  what  they  were  before  the  budget  law  was  passed 
in  1918. 

The  budget  for  the  biennium  1920-1922  has  been  prepared, 
and  I  shall  submit  it  to  you  with  confidence,  to  be  discussed  upon 
its  merits,  and  I  am  sure  that  it  wnll  be  received  in  a  true  spirit  of 
co-operation.  If  the  budget  bill  be  passed  as  presented,  largely  in- 
creased provisions  for  schools  and  roads  and  other  State  activities 
will  be  cared  for  without  any  increase  of  taxation  whatever,  which 
is  at  this  time  of  enormous  importance — a  move  in  governmental 
efficiency  and  economy  well  worth  while  as  an  example  in  these 
days  of  individual  and  governmental  extravagance. 

EDUCATION 

In  my  inaugural  address,  in  which  I  blazed  the  path  for  my 

administration,  I  said: 

"The  chief  business  of  democracy  is  education;  education 
means  opportunity,  and  a  democracy  that  fails  of  opportunity 
is  a  sham.  My  travels  throughout  this  State  have  convinced 
me  that  our  future  is  to  be  moulded  in  our  primary  schools, 
a  small  proportion  of  the  children,  who  as  men  and  women 
will  direct  the  destiny  of  our  State,  ever  enjoy  higher  educa- 
tion, and  I  shall  not  rest  content  until  a  full  term  is  secured 
for  all  the  primary  schools,  and  competent,  adequately  paid 
teachers  lead  the  children  in  their  early  years  to  that  first 
knowledge  that  is  the  chief  boon  and  safeguard  of  democracy. 
The  high  schools  should  not  flourish  at  the » expense  of  the 
primary  schools.  If  we  would  build  surely,  we  must  build 
from  the  bottom  up.  I  believe  in  higher  education,  of  which 
in  a  measure,  I  have  been  the  beneficiary,  but  I  am  persuaded 
that  if  we  would  build  Virginia,  we  must  be  keenly  alive  to 
the  needs  of  the  half  million  of  children,  who  because  of  the 
exigencies  of  life  limit  their  education  to  that  which  is  to  be 
had  in  the  elementary  schools." 
So  much  for  what  I  promised,  and  now  what  I  would  propose 

to  do  in  fulfillment  thereof.    I  have  recommended  in  the  Budget  an 
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increase  of  $1,000,000  in  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support 
of  the  public  free  schools  of  the  Commonwealth,  including  an  in- 
crease of  $100,000  for  high  schools.  The  total  amount  recommended 
for  annual  appropriation  for  the  public  schools  out  of  the  general 
funds  of  the  treasury  is  $1,732,850,  as  compared  with  $732,850  for 
the  current  year.  In  addition  to  this  appropriation,  the  special 
taxes  collected  under  existing  laws  for  the  support  of  public  free 
schools  according  to  the  estimates  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts will  provide  approximately  $2,465,300  for  the  year  1920-21 
and  $2,696,320  for  1921-22,  including  in  the  latter  period  an  es- 
timated increase  of  $190,000  from  the  reassessment  of  real  estate. 
The  combined  appropriations  recommended  by  me  for  public  free 
schools  from  general  and  special  funds  amount  in  the  aggregate 
to  $4,198,150  for  1920-1921  and  $4,429,170  for  1921-1922  as  com- 
pared with  $3,239,609  for  1919-1920,  an  average  annual  increase  of 
more  than  33  per  cent. 

In  the  plan  that  I  propose  for  aiding  the  public  schools,  this 
increase  of  a  million  dollars  will  be  paid  out  of  the  general  funds 
of  the  treasury  and  will  not  involve  anj^  additional  taxes  nor  any 
change  in  the  present  tax  system  of  the  Commonwealth.  We  shall 
have,  therefore,  better  primary  schools  with  better  paid  teachers. 
This  is  the  beginning  of  the  building  for  Virginia  of  one  of  the 
best  school  systems  in  the  country. 

MEDICAL  SCHOOLS 

There  are  two  State-aided  medical  schools  in  Virginia.  There 
should  be,  as  in  other  States,  but  one.  The  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  receives  $70,000  each  year,  and  the  University  of  Virginia 
$96,175  each  year  for  the  biennium  period.  The  best  thought  to  be 
had  upon  the  subject  is  that  these  State-aided  institutions  operate 
to  their  own  detriment  in  the  same  sphere  of  usefulness,  and  appro- 
priations made  by  the  State  should  be  to  one  institution  rather  than 
be  divided  between  the  two. 

I  am  impressed,  from  the  standpoint  of  efficiency  and  econ- 
omy of  administration,  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  legislature  to 
take  cognizance  of  the  condition  to  which  I  have  referred,  and  that 
in  aid  of  the  adoption  by  the  State  of  a  broad  constructive  policy  in 
the  selection  of  a  single  medical  school,  which  will  alone  receive 
the  support  of  the  State,  a  committee  of  nine  be  authorized  to  in- 
vestigate the  advisability  of  having  one  State-aided  medical  school 
in  Virginia  rather  than  two,  and  assisted  by  trained  experts  in 
medical  education,  without  undue  expense  to  the  State,  to  study 
medical  education  in  Virginia  and  upon  the  basis  of  such  study 
and  after  all  the  facts  and  conditions  are  understood  to  make  to 
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the  Governor,  for  transmission  to  the  General  Assembly,  such 
recommendations  as  they  may  think  wise,  to  the  end  that  medical 
education  in  Virginia  be  uniified  and  the  whole  situation  be  made 
as  efficient  and  logical  as  possible. 

The  committee  to  consist  of  nine  members,  should  be  appointed 
— three  members  by  the  Senate,  three  by  the  House  of  Delegates, 
and  three  by  the  Governor,  all  to  serve  without  compensation. 

A  report  based  upon  scientiific  research  would  be  authoritative 
and  enable  the  General  Assembly  to  proceed  with  wisdom,  should 
the  institutions  not  act,  upon  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  ex- 
pert advice  secured  by  the  committee. 

STATE  HIGHWAYS 

In  1918  by  legislative  enactment  a  State  Highway  System  was 
adopted,  and  at  €he  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  self- 
convened  in  1919,  a  law  was  enacted  pro^ading  for  the  appointment 
by  the  Governor  of  a  State  Highway  Commissioner  and  of  a  State 
Highway  Commission,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  and  defining 
their  powers  and  duties.  The  members  of  the  commission  hare  been 
appointed.  In  order  to  continue  the  road  building  program,  I 
have  recommended  appropriations  for  roads  amounting  to  $9,246.- 
570  for  the  next  two  years.  Of  this  amount  $1,74.3,010  for  the  first 
year,  and  $1,514,810  for  the  second  year,  are  recommended  for  ap- 
propriation out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  State  treasury  and  the 
balance  out  of  special  funds  to  be  derived  from  special  taxes  seg- 
regated by  law  to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways, 
as  estimated  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts..  The  appropria- 
tions recommended  for  the  State  Highway  Department  to  be  made 
out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  treasury,  include  items  of  $686,750  for 
1902-21,  and  of  $504,500  for  1921-1922,  to  supplement  the  special 
taxes  levied  by  the  General  Assembly  at  the  extra  session  of  1919 
to  meet  federal  aid  for  road  construction  in  this  State.  These 
items  are  made  necessary  by  the  fact  that  while  legislation  was  en- 
acted at  the  special  session  to  provide  additional  revenues  for  this 
purpose,  no  appropriation  of  these  additional  funds  thus  raised 
was  made  by  the  General  Assembly.  Of  the  annual  appropriation 
of  $700,000  re<*oramended  for  construction  and  maintenance  of 
State  and  county  highways  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of 
the  treasury,  $400,000  represents  the  appropriation  made  for  this 
purpose  at  the  special  session  of  1919  for  each  year  of  the  two-year 
period  ending  September  5,  1921.  None  of  this  amount  will  be 
expended  before  March  1,  19120,  and  in  order  that  all  appropria- 
tions for  highway  construction  may  conform  to  the  regular  ap- 
propriation period,  March   1  to  February  28,  it  is  recommended 
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that  this  amount  of  $400,000  a  year  be  reappropriated  for  the  bi- 
ennial period  ending  February  28,  1922,  in  addition  to  the  annual 
appropriation  of  $300,000  heretofore  made  for  this  purpose. 

Under  the  present  system  of  federal  aid  to  State  road  build- 
ing, and  to  be  presumably  increased  in  the  future,  the  State  must 
provide  an  equal  sum  in  order  to  enjoy,  the  benefit  of  the  federal 
appropriation.  This  system  of  federal  appropriations,  while  if 
made  it  must  be  met  by  the  State,  is  fundamentally  wrong.  There 
is  no  money  tree  in  Washington.  All  national  revenue  is  derived 
from  taxation  and  the  provision  made  by  the  Federal  government 
in  aid  of  State  road  building  should  not  be  predicated  upon  the 
levying  of  additional  taxes  upon  our  people.  The  federal  govern- 
ment should  construct  the  main  highways  as  post  roads,  as  con- 
templated by  the  Constitution.  These  the  war  demonstrated  are 
necessary  to  the  mobile  action  of  armies,  and  are  essential  to  our 
prosperity  in  peace.  The  State  should  be  leffl  free  to  co-or- 
dinate with  the  Federal  roads,  subsiduary  roads  which  are  of 
such  tremendous  importance  to  our  people,  affording  them  access 
to  their  points  of  shipment  as  well  as  to  the  main  trunk  lines  con- 
structed by  the  government.  I  again  urge  the  General  Assembly 
to  memorialize  The  Congress  upon  this  important  subject.  Our  peo- 
ple demand  better  roads  in  Virginia,  and  with  whole-hearted  en- 
thusiasm I  purpose  to  lend  the  influence  of  my  office  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  great  work. 

The  building  of  the  Virginia  highway  system  will  entail  a 
vast  expenditure  of  money  which  must  be  secured  by  the  sale  of 
bonds  or  by  the  usual  methods  of  taxation,  and  it  is  well  in  a  matter 
of  such  importance  tliat  an  expression  of  the  will  of  the  people 
should  be  had. 

AGRICFLTURE 

The  basic  industry  of  Virginia  is  agriculture,  and  as  it  pros- 
pers, so  fares  the  State.  During  the  past  year  our  farmers  pro- 
duced four  hundred  and  ninety-five  millions  of  dollars  in  farm  pro- 
ducts, an  increase  of  125  per  cent  over  the  year  1910;  a  magni- 
ficent exhibiton  of  practical  patriotism  under  adverse  conditions 
of  labor  and  high  prices  for  all  articles  which  entered  into  their 
production. 

During  the  war  our  farmers  not  only  sent  their  sons  to  battle, 
as  did  other  patriotic  citizens  of  our  State,  but  with  the  price  of 
one  of  their  principal  products  fixed,  while  everything  that  entered 
into  agricultural  production  was  unregulated  as  to  jH-ice,  with  un- 
bated  zeal  and  nationalistic  enthusiasm,  they  made  every  sacrifice 
to  win  the  war.  Whatever  can  be  done  to  improve  living  conditions 
in  the  country,  and  to  keep  farm  boys  in  the  work  of  food  produc- 
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tion,  should  have  our  unqualified  support,  for  rural  life  is  the  nurs- 
ery of  the  cities  greatest  masters  of  industry  and  commerre,  and  as 
the  country  prospers  our  cities  flourish.  A  well  filled  granary 
means  a  well  sustained  urban  population.  I  have  promised  bettor 
roads  and  elementary  schools  and  better  paid  rural  teachers,  to 
improve  country  living  conditions,  and  the  budget  which  will  come 
before  you  will  show  what  my  effort  ha^  been,  an  effort  only  limited 
by  the  State's  ability  to  contribute  to  the  fulfilment  of  my  promise. 

LIME  (JRINDING  PLANT 

In  the  development  of  agriculture  in  Virginia  the  first  step  to 
be  taken  is  the  rebuilding  of  our  soil.  Large  areas  of  land,  long 
tenanted  under  a  one  crop  system,  once  considered  hopelessly  poor, 
only  require  for  their  restoration  deeper  ploughing  and  humus  adde4 
to  them-  to  secure  a  highly  productive  soil.  Usually  these  soils  in 
the  first  instance  are  acid  and  need  correction  in  order  that  the 
legumes,  nitrogenous  plants,  clover,  soja  beans  and  alfalfa  may 
flourish ;  where  the  clovers  are  found  and  where  nitrogenous  plants 
are  found,  there  is  always  fruitful  land.  Acid  soils  are  made  sweet 
by  .the  application  of  carbonate  of  lime,  which  is  to  be  had  in  its 
cheapest  and  most  desirable  form  for  agricultural  purposes  in 
ground  limestone  or  ground  oyster  shells.  Lime  brings  the  legumes, 
the  legumes  give  vegetable  matter,  humus,  to  soils,  and  humus  means 
fertility. 

The  State  with  convicts  grinds  limestone  near  Staunton,  at 
the  plant  which  also  crushes  stone  for  roads ;  and  shells  are  groimd 
near  Irvington  on  the  Rappahannock  river.  These  plants  are 
small  and  were  the  initial  step  in  the  education  of  the  farmer  to  the 
use  of  ground  limestone,  application  of  which  to  our  lands  will  al- 
most invariably  largely  aid  in  their  upbuilding  and  productiveness. 
In  order  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  ground  limestone,  and 
to  furnish  employment  for  desperate  convicts  who  cannot  be  well 
used  upon  the  roads,  but  who  can  be  worked  in  a  quarry,  I  am  recom- 
mending an  appropriation  of  $100,000  during  the  coming  biennial 
period  for  the  establishment  of  a  lime  grinding  and  rock  crushing 
plant  to  be  located  and  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lime 
Grinding  Board,  which  will  be  of  such  producing  capacity  as  to 
meet  the  increased  demand  of  our  farmers  for  ground  limestone. 
This  combination  of  lime  grinding  and  rock  crushing  will  keep  con- 
victs employed  all  the  while ;  crushed  stone  is  greatly  needed  in  our 
road  building  program;  ground  limestone  will  greatly  add  to  the 
value  of  our  agricultural  products. 
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STATE  PURCHASING  COMMISSION 

A  purchasing  commission  should  be  created.  It  should  con- 
sist of  the  Governor,  the  State  Treasurer  and  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts,  who  shall  each  serve  without  additional  compensation. 
The  Commissioner  of  State  Hospitals  should  be  its  executive  officer. 
The  purchasing  by  various  State  institutions  and  departments  of 
large  quantities  of  materials  and  supplies  without  any  special  co- 
ordination of  effort  to  secure,  by  purchasing  in  volume,  the  best 
material  at  the  lowest  price,  is  of  necessity  wasteful  and  extravagant. 
All  great  business  concerns  have  a  purchasing  agent,  who  buys  in 
quantities  in  those  markets  that  are  most  available.  I  am  persuaded 
that  an  enormous  saving  can  be  had  in  purchases  for  the  State  by 
adopting  this  plan,  which  obtains  and  is  successfully  conducted  in 
other  States.  As  an  example  of  what  may  be  accomplished  by 
this  method  of  purchasing,  I  am  citing  the  following  instance: 
In  the  early  part  of  last  winter  a  careful  survey  of  the  fuel  require- 
ments of  our  30  State  and  State  aided  institutions  was  made  by  the 
Governor's  Office.  It  was  learned  that  between  60,000  and  60,000 
tons  of  bituminous  coal  is  used  annually  by  these  institutions,  for 
which  last  year  prices  were  being  paid  f.  o.  b.  mines  all  the  way 
from  $2.&5  per  net  ton  to  $3.15;  and  that  the  total  cost  of  the  coal, 
delivered  the  institutions'  bins  ranged  from  $4.55  per  net  ton  to  as 
high  as  $8.50,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  million    dollars. 

To  assist  the  institutions  in  securing  coal  at  lower  prices  this 
year,  the  Governor's  Office  early  in  March,  1919,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Governor's  Board  of  Mechanical  Survey,  formulated  a 
minimum  standard  for  steam  coal,  and  asked  for  bids  for  supply- 
ing institutions  on  a  collective  basis.  The  result  of  this  effort  has 
been  that  approximately  sixty  per  cent  of  the. bituminous  coal  re- 
quired by  our  State  institutions  this  winter  has  been  secured  on 
the  open  market  and  stored  at  the  respective  institutions,  or  is  being 
furnished  under  annual  contracts,  at  a  net  saving  of  approximateh^ 
$10,000  below  the  pooled  price  fixed  by  the  coal  companies  at  the 
beginning  of  the  selling  season — which  has  been  advanced  steadily 
since.  Compared  with  the  prices  existing  before  the  coal  strike, 
the  saving  easily  amounts  to  more  than  $25,000  per  year. 

What  was  accomplished  in  the  purchase  of  coal  might  readily 
have  been  effected  in  other  commodities.  In  other  States  where  col- 
lective purchasing  obtains  great  benefit  has  accrued  to  them  thereby. 

In  the  spring  of  1915  the  legislature  of  California  created  a 
State  purchasing  department  with  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$25,000,  in  charge  of  a  State  purchasing  agent  appointed  by  the 
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Governor  at  an  annual  salary  of  $4,000,  which  has  saved  that  State 
more  than  $2,106,000,  or  53  per  cent  on  the  total  amount  of  pur- 
chases for  the  first  two  years  of  its  operation.  The  total  purchases 
made  by  the  California  purchasing  department  in  the  two  years 
1916-19i8  amounted  to  $8,3^0,385. 

In  Wisconsin  the  installation  of  a  mimeograph  and  multigraph 
department  by  the  Wisconsin  purchasing  agent,  used  by  all  State 
offices,  showed  a  saving  the  first  year  of  $97,000.  Buying  at  the 
right  time  and  at  right  prices,  with  goods  delivered  f.  o.  b.  Madi- 
son, saved  $7,695  in  cartage  charges  alone.  During  the  same 
period  automobile  license  plates  that  had  been  costing  the  State 
of  Wisconsin  28  to  46  cents  a  pair  were  bought  by  the  purchasing 
agent  at  from  9  to  14  cents  a  pair ;  and"  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  numbers  used  increased  nearly  five  times  in  four  years,  an 
annual  saving  of  over  $101,000  was  effected. 

The  creation  of  a  State  Purchasing  Commission  will  logically 
supplement  the  important  function  which  is  performed  by  the 
executive  budget  in  applying  business  principles  to  governmental 
activites. 

WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION  ACT 

The  general  principle  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law- 
enacted  in  1918,  has  met  a  long  felt  want  in  industrial  Virginia. 
As  compared  with  similar  laws  in  other  States,  its  rates  are  high, 
the  period  of  waiting  long,  and  the  benefits  small. 

This  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  make  it  comparably  favor- 
able with  the  compensation  laws  of  other  States. 

There  are  three  phases  of  service  that  should  be  rendered  by 
an  industrial  insurance  system;  the  one  preventive,  the  other  and 
most  conunon,  compensatory,  and  the  third  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  injured. 

This  is  an  age  of  pi'evention.  The  world  is  now  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  the  treaty  of  peace  and  its  covenants  that  future  war 
may  be  prevented — prevention  is  the  most  advanced  thought  of 
science  in  medicine,  and  man  power  saved  to  the  State  from  an 
economic  and  social  standpoint  is  far  more  important  than  the 
laudable  endeavor  to  compensate  for  injury,  or  than  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  injured. 

After  disabled  workers  have  been  paid  compensation  the  work 
of  rehabilitating  the  industrial  cripples  should  be  begun.  The 
scope  of  our  Industrial  Commission  should  be  broadened  to  include 
not  only  prevention  of  accidents  but  also  the  rehabilitation  of  in- 
dustrial cripples.  Massachusetts,  California,  Minnesota  and  Penn- 
sylvania have  undertaken  this  work,  and  Virginia  should  through 
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a  committee  of  investigation  inform  herself  as  to  her  duty  to  those 
of  her  citizens  who  are  fighting  or  have  fallen  in  her  struggle  for 
industrial  supremacy. 

TAXATION 

In  1915  the  State  adopted  as  its  system  of  taxation  that  known 
as  "partial  segregation."  Certain  revenues,  namely  taxable  real 
estate  and  taxable  tangible  personal  property,  and  the  tangible 
personal  property  of  public  service  corporations  were  segregated  to 
local  tajcation  only;  and  insurance  taxes  and  licenses  on  insurance 
companies,  taxable  intangible  personal  property,  rolling  stock  of  all 
corporations  operating  railroads  by  steam,  and  other  classes  of 
property  not  specifically  enumerated  in  the  segregation  act,  were 
segregated  to  State  taxation.  The  adoption  of  this  system  was 
based  upon  the  hope  that  inequalities  of  assessments  complained 
of  would  no  longer  be  worthy  of  consideration  in  that  the  locality 
makes  assessments,  and  that  as  assessments  are  low  rates  would  be 
high,  or  vice  versa,  without  affecting  other  i)olitical  units  of  the 
State.  The  constitutional  ten  cent  or  mill  general  property  tax 
was  retained  for  school  purposes,  but  this  was  considered  negligible. 
It  was  not  contemplated  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  system 
of  taxation  that  the  State  would  enter  upon  a  much  needed  and 
ambitious  scheme  of  road  building,  nor  that  the  righteous  demands 
of  the  schools  and  teachers  would  receive  in  such  large  fashion  the 
tardy  recognition  that  is  their  due,  so  she  finds  herself  again  with 
a  general  property  tax  of  twenty-five  cents,  fourteen  cents  for 
schools,  ten  cents  for  roads  and  one  cent  for  tuberculosis,  almost 
back  to  the  point  at  which  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  change  the 
system  of  taxation  in  order  that  inequalities  of  assessment  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  State  might  be  avoided. 

The  State  tax  is  always  small  as  compared  with  that  levied 
by  the  localities,  where  rates  are  fixed  by  local  authorities,  such  as 
boards  of  supervisors  of  counties  and  the  councils  of  cities,  and 
this  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  considering  the  subject  of  State 
taxation. 

The  general  property  tax,  save  the  constitutional  mill  school 
tax,  should  gradually  be  discontinued,  and  the  other  State  activi- 
ties now  cared  for  by  a  general  property  tax  should,  in  the  not  far 
future,  be  provided  for  out  of  the  revenue  segregated  for  State 
purposes,  thus  re-establishing  the  segregation  system  of  taxation 
as  earlier  conceived. 

As  between  a  central  tax  board  administering  the  t\\  laws, 
and  the  present  system,  I  prefer  the  latter  because  while  I  recog- 
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nize  that  in  centralization  is  perhaps  to  be  found  the  greater  effi- 
ciency, yet  in  government  there  are  political  factors  which  count 
for  a  people's  liberty  even  greater  than  does  efficiency  in  govern- 
ment, and  I  fear  that  a  central  board,  dealing  directly  with  the 
matter  of  assessments  of  land  and  with  commissioners  of  the 
revenue  or  similar  officers  of  its  own  appointment,  would  prove 
unacceptable  to  our  people,  and  that  strangers  from  different  parts 
of  the  State,  unacquainted  with  local  conditions — agents  of  a  central 
tax  board — would  prove  offensive  to  our  people.  In  order  to  have 
government  the  Stat«  must  have  revenue.  The  insistent  demand 
for  better  roads  and  schools  can  only  be  met  by  State  revenue,  and 
revenue  is  only  to  be  had  by  taxation.  It  is  assmned  that  all  of  us 
are  willing  to  bear  our  fair  burden  of  government  so  long  as  it 
is  equitably  shared  by  others  who  enjoy  the  benefits  of  our  social 
and  economic  life.  The  State  Tax  Board  at  its  last  meeting  sent  a 
letter  to  the  circuit  judges,  who  ha^e  the  appointment  of  the  asses- 
sors, asking  that  they  instruct  assessors  to  increase  assessments.  In 
using  in  that  letter  the  words  of  the  State  Constitution,  "fair  mar- 
ket value,"  in  connection  with  the  fixing  of  assessments,  it  was  pre- 
sumed that  assessors  would  have  in  mind,  when  fixing  the  "fair  mar- 
ket value"  for  five  years,  our  present  inflated  currency,  subject  to  a 
deflation  which  has  already  begim,  and  that  other  abnormal  condi- 
tions which  now  obtain  would  be  considered  by  them.  The  State  Tax 
Board  expects  a  reasonable  increase  in  assessed  values  that  will  be 
fair  to  the  land  owners  under  normal- conditions,  and  at  the  same 
time  produce  the  revenue  required  to  conduct  the  State  government. 
I  believe  all  of  our  people  wish  to  do  their  part  for  the  better- 
ment of  government,  and  that  if  the  assessors  be  brought  together 
in  conference,  and  each  assure  the  other  of  his  official  purpose  in  a 
spirit  of  co-operation,  to  reasonably  increase  assessments,  these  will 
become  throughout  the  State  the  more  uniform,  and  the  revenue 
necessary  to  meet  the  demands  of  government  will  be  readily  avail- 
able, and  our  present  system  of  taxation  based  upon  local  govern- 
ment will  be  perpetuated.  I  have  included  an  appropriation  in  the 
Budget  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  a  meeting  of  assessors,  which 
I  feel  sure  will  be  most  helpful  in  securing  not  only  more  uniform 
assessments,  but  a  better  understanding  between  localities,  of  the 
vexed  question  of  State  taxation.  The  compensation  of  those 
charged  with  the  making  of  assessments  should  be  increased  in 
order  to  secure  competent  and  reliable  men  to  do  the  work. 

PENITENTIARY. 

The  policy  of  the  State  toward  its  convicts  has  been  benign  in 
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its  purpose.  It  has  sought  to  do  away  with  the  letting  at  The  Peni- 
tentiary of  convicts  by  private  contract,  and  save  those  that  are 
deemed  incapacitated  or  dangerously  desperate,  they  have  been  dis- 
tributed among  road  building  camps  throughout  the  State.  The 
report  of  The  Penitentiary  Board  to  me  informs  me  that  a  number 
of  convicts,  larger  than  had  been  anticipated,  have  been  kept  at 
Eichmond  because  it  was  deemed  unsafe  to  permit  them  the  greater 
possibility  of  escape  which  the  camps  offer.  It  had  been  anticipated 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  do  away  entirely  with  the  contract  sys- 
tem at  The  Penitentiary,  but  the  war  period  with  its  enormous- 
ly increased  price  of  machinery  created  insuperable  difficulties — 
manufacturers  had  embarked  upon  war  activities;  the  War  Priori- 
ties Board  rendered  delivery  uncertain,  so  it  was  impossible  to  equip 
The  Penitentiary  for  strictly  State  service.  The  board  of  that 
institution,  with  my  approval,  as  a  temporary  expedient,  extended 
the  contract  with  The  Star  Clothing  Manufacturing  Company  in 
order  to  assure  work  for* the  convicts  which  was  necessary  for  their 
well  being  as  well  as  to  prevent  the  great  expense  which  would 
accrue  where  the  men  confined  were  without  employment. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  that  it  is  impossible  to  limit  the 
exact  number  of  convicts  that  may  be  kept  at  The  Penitentiary, 
as  the  fitness  for  road  work  must  be  determined  as  to  each  individual 
and  cannot  be  arbitrarily  limited  as  to  numbers.  Dangerously 
desperate  men  escaping  from  the  camps  would  prove  a  menace  to 
the  community,  while  other§  are  physically  unfit  for  the  rigors  of 
road  work.  I  recommend  that  the  law  governing  this  matter  be 
so  amended  as  to  leave  the  decision  of  whether  a  convict  shall  be 
sent  to  the  roads  or  held  in  The  Penitentiary,  to  the  discretion  of 
The  Penitentiary  Board.  The  question  of  the  kind  or  employment 
which  will  prove  suitable  for  men  confined  in  The  Penitentiary 
should  be  left  during  the  transitory  period  of  the  solution  of  the 
problem  of  how  to  employ  them  also  to  the  discretion  of  that  board. 
I  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the  installation  in  The 
Penitentiary  at  Richmond  of  a  unit  for  the  making  of  binder  twine 
which  is  to  be  sold  at  a  reasonable  price  to  our  farmers  for 
use  on  the  farm.  Twine  is  a  staple  article  ancj  any  of  the  product 
in  excess  of  our  State  needs  could,  without  difficulty,  be  sold  upon 
the  open  market.  This  would  be  a  boon  to  our  farmers  and  in  ac- 
cord with  a  policy  successfully  pursued  in  other  agricultural  States. 

Convict  camps  have  been  established  at  various  localities 
throughout  the  State  for  road  building.  In  the  administration  of 
State  penal  servitude  it  is  difficult  always  to  happily  blend  the  idea 
of  corrective  discipline  to  the  transgressor,  the  preventive  example 
for  society  and  the  kindlier  reforming  and  better  influences  which 
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tend  to  the  upbuilding  of  erring  manhood.  Recently  constructed, 
the  convict  camps  are  of  necessity  crude,  but  efforts  are  to  be  made 
to  improve  conditions  along  more  sanitary  and  recreational  lines. 
In  the  road  establishment,  convicts  should  be  confined  to  the  work 
of  maintenance,  or  where  construction  is  undertaken,  they  should 
be  employed  only  where  the  State  is  doing  its  own  work;  they 
should  not  be  used  on  contract  work  where  the  profit  of  the  con- 
tractor is  measured  by  the  labor  of  the  convict. 

The  entire  time  of  the  surgeon  at  The  Penitentiary  should  be 
devoted  to  work  among  the  convicts  and  he  should  have  medical 
supervision  over  all  of  the  camps  to  the  end  that  the  men  may  not 
at  any  time  be  lacking  in  medical  attention.  Such  an  arrangement 
would  enable  the  surgeon  to  appoint,  near  the  various  camps,  local 
physicians  who  would  be  paid  for  services  rendered,  but  would  be 
in  constant  touch  where  illness  existed,  with  a  central  supervising 
surgeon. 

I  have  been  surprised  that  in  these  times  when  the  uplift  of  the 
downcast  and  friendless  has  become  the  subject  of  public  solicita- 
tion, to  find  that  there  is  no  chaplain  at  The  Penitentiary 
charged  with  the  duty  of  administering  to  the  spiritual  needs  of 
these  unfortunates.  Though  one  may  be  a  criminal,  religious  thought 
and  devotion  aids  in  the  process  of  reformation  and  proves  a  solace 
during  the  long  penitential  hours.  I  suggest  that  by  statute  a 
chaplain  be  provided  for  this  institution,  to  be  chosen  alternately 
in  turns  from  each  of  the  religious  bodies,  so  that  the  religious 
spirit  may  be  encouraged  and  the  criminal  emerge  from  his  punish- 
ment a  better  man. 

PROHIBITION  DEPARTMENT 

Prohibition  is  now  embodied  in  the  Federal  Constitution  and 
will  be  rigidly  enforced  by  the  Federal  government  in  all  the 
States.  It  is  no  longer  properly  a  political  issue;  it  is  a  fixed 
policy  of  State  and  Nation.  I  am  mindful  of  my  pre-election 
pledge  to  enforce  the  prohibition  law  and  should  the  General 
Assembly  in  its  wisdom  retain  that  department,  a  reasonable  ap- 
propriation therefor  will  not  be  vetoed  by  me. 

Virginia  is  the  only  State  in  the  Union  having  a  special  de- 
partment whose  duties  relate  entirely  to  the  enforcement  of  pro- 
hibition laws.  In  West  Virginia  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  is 
e^'Officio  Commissioner  of  Prohibition.  All  other  States,  with  a 
few  modifications,  enforce  their  prohibition  laws  as  they  do  other 
laws.  The  people  of  Virginia  are  law  abiding  and  our  law  officers 
are  loyal  to  their  oaths  of  office:  they  may  be  trusted,  as  are  the 
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people  and  officers  of  other  States  where  the  enforcement  of  pro- 
hibition is  had  by  the  regular  constituted  authorities.  The  estab- 
lishment of  a  department  of  special  criminal  law  enforcement 
tends  to  create  a  feeling  of  resentment  among  officers  charged  with 
general  law  enforcement,  and  tends  to  relieve  them  of  the  feeling 
of  responsibility  which  is  necessary  to  the  successful  administra- 
tion of  law.  Again,  it  is  idle  to  speak  of  the  revenue  derived  from 
fines  and  forfeitures  by  the  Prohibition  Department,  for  the  sanne 
revenue  would  ,be  had  under  the  regular  administration  of  the  law 
in  Virginia  as  in  other  States;  indeed,  the  expense  of  an  additional 
department  lessens  the  net  receipts  by  the  amount  of  the  additional 
expenditure  involved. 

The  supervision  of  the  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  law  in 
Virginia  should  be  that  of  the  Attorney  General,  as  is  done  suc- 
cessfully in  many  other  prohibition  States.  I  append  a  statement 
of  prohibition  law  enforcement  in  other  States  that  havei  state- 
wide prohibition  as  distinguished  from  Federal  war-time  prohibi- 
tion, and  I  repeat  that  no  State  in  the  Union,  except  Virginia, 
has  a  Department  of  Prohibition  whose  duties  relate  entirely  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  law: 

Alabama: — ^By  regular  State  authorities.  Governor  has  ten  men 
under  his  direction  to  enforce  all  laws,  including  prohibition 
laws.    Appropriation  for  this  work,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Arizona: — Enforced  as  other  laws  b}^  peace  officers.  No  special 
appropriation. 

Arkansas: — No  special  enforcement  officer.  Laws  enforced  by 
regular  peace  officers.     No  appropriation. 

Colorado: — Governor  to  compel  enforcement  by  State,  district, 
county,  precinct  or  municipal  officers,  or  appointed  agents. 
Appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  annually. 

Florida: — Enforced  as  other  laws.    No  special  appropriation. 

Georgia: — Enforced  as  other  laws.    No  appropriation. 

Idaho: — Enforced  by  regular  peace  officers.  State  constabulary 
assists.    No  appropriation. 

Indiana: — Enforcement  through  attorney  general's  office,  who  may 
spend  fund  not  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  prohi- 
tion  law  enforcement. 

Iowa: — ^Laws  enforced  by  attorney  general  and  local  officers.  No 
special  fund  for  liquor  law  enforcement.  General  fund  for 
law  enforcement  amounting  to  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Kansas: — Enforced  through  local  officers  with  assistance  of  attor- 
ney general.  Additional  appropriation  to  contingent  fund  of 
attorney  general  for  this  purpose. 
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Maine: — Taken  care  of  by  the  ^several  counties  in  the  State  with- 
out much  assistance  from,  the  State.  No  special  appropria- 
tion. Attorney  general  given  fund  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
to  enforce  all  laws. 

Michigan: — ^Enforced  by  regular  oflScers.  Apparently  no  special 
appropriation.  Food  aiid  Drug  Commissioner  specially  charged 
with  enforcement. 

Mississippi: — Enforced  by  district,  municipal  and  county  officers. 
No  department  created  and  no  appropriation  made. 

Montana: — By  county  attorneys  and  sheriffs  under  supervision  of 
attorney  general.    No  special  appropriation. 

Nebraska: — State  legislature  appropriated  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  for  biennium  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  and 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  to  enforce  State  prohibitory 
law.    Governor  specially  charged  with  enforcement. 

New  Mexico: — Enforced  as  other  laws.    No  special  appropriation. 

North  Carolina: — Enforced  by  county  officers.  No  special  appro- 
priation. 

North  Dakota-, — Enforced  as  other  laws  in  State.  No  special  ap- 
propriation. 

Oklahoma: — Enforced  by  all  peace  officers.  Most  cities  in  State 
have  ordinance  providing  for  this  law,  under  which  police  of 
various  cities  act.    No  special  appropriation. 

Oregon: — Enforced  by  district  attorneys  of  the  various  counties 
and  expenses  incurred  in  i^  enforcement  borne  by  the  counties. 
Special  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  made  by  last  legislature  to 
governor  for  employment  of  special  agents  to  be  used  in  en- 
forcing the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  the  executive  may 
see  fit. 

South  Carolina: — Appropriation  of  $25,000.00  for  last  several  years 
by  legislature.  Fund  formerly  $50,000.00.  Fund  at  disposal 
of  governor. 

South  Dakota: — ^Enforced  by  State  sheriff  and  his  assistants.  State 
sheriff  has  supervision  over  local  public  officers.  Office  of  pro- 
hibition commissioner  formerly  created  now  abolished. 

Tennessee: — Enforced  by  district  attorneys.  Governor  has  power 
to  employ  assistants  for  a  district  attorney  and  may  use  appro- 
priation of  $5,000.00  per  annum  for  such  purpose. 

Texas: — Enforced  as  other  laws.  Legislature  has  appropriated 
$6,000.00  for  1920  for  prohibition  enforcement. 

Utah: — ^Enforced  by  peace  officers.    No  special  apiJropriation. 

Washington: — ^Enforced  by  county  officials.  No  special  appropria- 
tion. 

West  Virginia: — Enforced  by  State  tax  commissioner,  who  is  ex- 
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officio  State  prohibition  commissioner.  Legislature  has  made- 
appropriation  of  $40,000.00  for  each  of  the  years  of  1919  and 
1920. 
Virginia: — Enforced  by  Prohibition  Commissioner.  Appropria- 
tion for  1918-1919  $50,000,  1919-1920  $50,000;  asked  for  1920- 
1921  $74,284,  and  1921-1922  $56,054. 

I  am  pledged  to  efficiency  and  economy  in  government  and  I 
recommend  that  the  prohibition  department  be  abolished. 

CO-OPERATION  PLEDGED 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  express  the  keen  per- 
sonal pleasure  that  your  coming  gives  me,  as  well  as  the  hope  that 
our  joint  efforts  may  make  for  the  progress  and  prosperity  of  our 
people.  In  the  work  before  us,  I  promise  you  my  sympathetic  co- 
operation. 

We  are  passing  through  a  period  of  readjustment  which  always^ 
follows  war.  The  Congress  and  the  legislatures  of  many 
of  the  States  are  deeply  concerned  at  the  unrest  which  prevails  in 
many  of  the  States  and  drastic  legislation  is  proposed  by  them 
against  those  who  would  destroy  our  form  of  government  and  would 
create  disorder  where  order  now  prevails.  Happily  for  us  our  peo- 
ple are  as  patriotic  as  citizens  of  State  and  Nation,  now  that  peace 
has  come,  as  they  were  in  the  time  0  war,  and  we  can  address  our- 
selves in  a  spirit  of  true  Americanism  to  the  social  and  economic 
problems  that  confront  us. 

We  should  rejoice  that  we  have  lived  and  had  part  in  the-' 
titanic  struggle  now  about  to  end ;  and  if  the  spirit  of  sacrifice  and 
co-operation  engendered  among  our  citizens  by  the  great  war  prove 
the  basis  of  better  government,  and  of  higher  civic  ideals,  the 
treasure  spent  and  the  blood  shed  will  not  have  been  sacrificed  in? 
vain.

FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

Relative  to  Expenditures  For  Rent 
of  State  Offices 


January  20,  1«2(F- 

Grntlemen  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly: 

Upon  my  induction  in  office,  as  I  stated  in  my  communication  to  your 
honorable  body  of  February  16.  1918.  I  found  a  number  of  State  depart- 
ments quartered  in  wliat  is  known  as  the  old  Davis  building,  situated  at 
the  corner  of  Governor  and  Franklin  streets  in  the  city  of  Richmond.  This 
building  was  so  hazardous  as  a  fire  risk  and  so  unsuitable  for  a  public 
office  building  that  I  asked  the  General  Assembly  to  decide  whether  the 
State  offices  should  remain  there  or  be  moved  to  safer  quarters  more  con- 
ducive to  efficient  work  in  the  public  service.  Accordingly  an  item  of 
^10,000  was  included  in  the  general  appropriation  act  approved  March  26, 
1918,  for  each  year  of  the  1918-1920  biennium.  authorizing  the  Governor 
to  rent  ''suitable  quarters  for  State  departments."  and  requiring  him  ta 
"make  an  itemized  report  of  expenditures  to  the  General  Assembly." 

It  appears  from  the  records  that  Mrs.  Jennie  P.  Harrington,  the  owner 
of  the  Davis  property,  and  her  husband,  George  W.  Harrington,  on  Septem- 
ber 11,  1916.  executed  a  lease  with  an  option  to  purchase  to  one  J.  H. 
Chamberlayne.  who,  on  September  19.  1916,  assigned  the  lease  and  option 
to  the  "Governor  of  Virginia  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Vir- 
ginia" which  was  accepted  by  the  then  Governor,  Hon.  H.  C.  Stuart,  and  re- 
corded in  the  Court  of  Chancery  at  Richmond  on  September  20,  1916.  Under 
the  terms  of  this  lease  the  State  acquired  the  property  for  a  term  of  2  years 
from  October  1,  1916,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $2,000,  with  the  right  to  pur- 
chase, prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  lease  on  September  30,  1918,  at  a 
price  of  $39,000.  It  was  stipulated  that  the  lease  should  continue  after 
the  first  two  ^ears,  from  year  to  year  at  the  same  rate  without  notice; 
and  that  the  State  should  give  at  least  three  months  notice  in  order  to 
terminate  the  a^eement  at  the  end  of  the  term.  Right  was  reserved  to 
the  State  to  remove  from  the  building  at  the  end  of  the  lease  all  "electric 
fixtures  and  heating  radiators"  which  it  might  put  in  during  its  occupancy. 

After  calling  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  unsuitable- 
ness  of  this  property  for  State  office  purposes,  I  had  it  appraised  by  four 
uninterested  and  reputable  real  estate  firms  of  Richmond  with  the  result 
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that  one  of  these  firms  valued  the  property  at  127.500  while  the  other 
three  concurred  that  even  with  the  improvements  made  by  the  State 
valued  at  about  |8,000,  the  property  was  not  worth  more  than  $25,000. 
Fortunately,  the  pending  bill  to  have  the  State  purchase  the  property  at 
$39.000 — about  $14,000  more  than  it  was  worth — failed  of  passage,  and 
authority  and  funds  were  given  the  Governor  to  provide  suitable  quarters 
elsewhere. 

On  June  7,  1918,  I  requested  the  owners  of  the  Davis  property  to  allow 
a  notice  of  60  days  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  terminate  the  lease  In  place 
of  the  three  months  notice  required  under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  which 
was  agreed  to  on  condition  that  they  be  allowed  to  purchase  at  cost  the 
fixtures  and  heating  radiators  which  had  been  put  in  the  building  by 
the  State.  After  a  further  study  of  the  situation,  however,  I  gave  notice 
on  July  17  that  the  State  would  terminate  the  lease  on  September  30,  1918. 
The  building  was  unsuited  in  every  way  for  State  ofilce  purposes,  and  the 
danger  of  loss  of  life  and  of  valuable  records  from  fire  convinced  me  that 
at  even  a  little  more  expense  the  best  interests  of  the  State  would  be 
served  by  moving  to  other  quarters. 

Bearing  out  my  conclusion  in  the  matter,  in  the  latter  part  of  July 
I  received  a  letter  from  General  Crowder,  the  Provost  Marshal  General,  in 
which  he  said  in  part  as  follows: 

"Major  H.  W.  Adams  has  recently  returned  from  a  visit  to 
several  of  the  State  headquarters.  His  report  of  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Selective  Service  Act  in  Virginia  is  most  gratifying, 
both  as  to  the  officials  in  charge  of  the  administration  of  the 
draft  at  State  headquarters,  and  as  to  the  well-balanced  organiza- 
tion under  their  control. 

"I  am,  however,  much  disturbed  over  the  report  which  Major 
Adams  has  rendered  as  to  the  present  location  of  the  State  head- 
quarters organization.  He  feels  that  the  building  in  which  this 
organization  is  housed  is  a  fire  trap,  and  that  if  a  fire  ever  started, 
the  entire  building  would  burn  like  tinder.  This  condition  is  one 
which  naturally  causes  great  concern,  for  were  the  records  of 
State  headquarters  destroyed  by  fire,  the  administration  of  the 
Selective  Service  Act  in  Virginia  would  suffer  an  irreparable  loss 
and  would  receive  a  setback  from  which  it  could  with  difficulty 
recover. 

"It  is  trusted  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made  whereby 

this  department  may  be   transferred  to  safer  and  more  suitable 

quarters." 

Under  authority  of  the  general  appropriation  act,  I,  therefore,  leased 

from  The  Presbyterian  Committee  of  Publication  the  fourth  floor  of  the 

Presbyterian   building  on   North   sixth    street,   Richmond,   from   August    1. 

1918,  for  a  term  of  two  years  at  an  annual  rental  of  $2,200,  and  assigned 

the  State  Board  of  Education  and   the   Department   of  Game  and   Inland 

Fisheries  to  quarters  in  this  building.     Under  this  lease,  the  State  has  the 

privilege  of  an  extension  for  two  years  at  the  same  rate,  and  after  that 

for  four  years  by  two-year  periods  at  a  rental  to  be  agreed  upon  or  by 

arbitration. 

From  August  15,   1918.  a  portion  of  the  ninth   floor  of  the  Richmond 
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Hotel  building  was  leased  from  the  Hotel  Richmond  Corporation  for  a 
term  of  two  years  at  an  annual  rental  of  $2,600.  To  this  space  were  assigned 
the  Adjutant  General's  office,  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  and  the 
State  Headquarters  of  the  Selective  Service.  For  the  offices  occupied  by 
the  Selective  Service,  the  United  States  paid  the  State  a  monthly  rental 
of  1125  from  August  15,  1918,  to  May  31,  1919,  inclusive,  when  the  State 
headquarters  were  closed.  These  quarters  were  then  assigned  to  the 
State  Highway  Commission  for  its  drafting  department.  The  State  has 
the  privilege,  under  this  lease,  for  an  extension  of  one  or  two  years  addi- 
tional at  the  same  rate. 

Beginning  September  1,  1918,  fifteen  rooms,  or  approximately  3,178 
square  feet  of  office  space,  were  leased  from  the  Lyric  Renting  Company 
in  the  Lyric  office  building  for  a  period  of  two  years  at  an  annual  rental 
of  12,600,  with  the  privilege  of  a  two-years  renewal  at  the  same  rate. 
To  these  offices  were  assigned  the  engineering  department  of  the  State 
Highway  Commission,  the  engineering  department  of  the  State  Corpora- 
tion Commission,  and  the  Division  of  Markets.  The  State  Veterinarian 
rented  offices  in  the  Lyric  building  independently,  and  since  September  1, 
1918,  has  been  paying  a  monthly  rental  of  152.50. 

The  leases  for  the  space  In  the  Presbyterian  building,  the  Richmond 
Hotel  building  and  the  Lyric  office  building  were  submitted  to  the  Attorney 
General  of  Virginia  and  approved  by  him  as  properly  executed  and  in  good 
legal  form  on  August  28,  1918.

From  the  above  statement  it  is  seen  that  of  the  total  appropriation  of 
$20,000  for  rent  of  State  offices  for  the  two  years  ending  February  29, 
1920,  only  a  little  more  than  half,  or  $10,750.11,  will  have  been  used  at  the 
end  of  this  fiscal  year,  and  $9,249.89  will  be  returned  to  the  general  fund 
in  the  treasury. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  review  of  the  method 
by  which  the  rent  of  the  Davis  property  was  handled,  and  of  the  events 
incident  to  termination  of  the  lease  by  the  State  on  September  30,  1918. 
When  I  assumed  the  duties  of  Governor  on  February  1,  1918,  I  found  the 
following  State  departments  and  other  agencies  quartered  in  the  Davis 
building:

Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics. 

State  Corporation  Commission  (Engineering  Department).

Dairy  and  Food  Division  (storage  rooms). 

United  States  Food  Administrator  for  Virginia  (rent  paid 
by  the  United  States). 

State   Headquarters   Selective   Service   (rent  paid  by  the 
United  States). 

Co-operative  Education  Association  of  Virginia  (rent  paid 
by  State  Board  of  Education). 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Co-operative  Education  Association  of  Vir- 
ginia, which  occupied  rooms  paid  for  hy  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
all  of  these  other  agencies  had  been  assessed  varying  amounts  which 
they  were  required  to  pay  in  monthly  installments  to  the  Governor's 
office  to  defray  the  cost  of  rent  and  of  remodeling  the  Davis  property. 
Finding  no  other  means  of  paying  the  rent  and  the  outstanding  bills  against 
the  building,  I  continued  to  collect  these  monthly  payments  from  the 
several  departments  until  the  termination  of  the  lease. 

As  I  have  mentioned,  it  was  agreed  with  the  owners  of  the  property 
in  June  that  in  consideration  of  a  sixty-day  notice  instead  of  notice  of 
three  months  to  terminate  the  lease,  they  would  be  allowed  to  pui'chase 
at  cost  the  fixtures  and  heating  radiators  which  the  State  had  put  in  the 
building.  I  had  a  competent  real  estate  firm  value  the  fixtures,  etc.,  in  the 
.  building  and  advise  me  with  regard  to  their  disposal.  Acting  upon  their 
report,  I  offered  these  articles  to  the  owners  of  the  property  for  a  cash 
payment  of  $1,000,  which  proposal  was  accepted  by  them  and  the  money 
paid  to  me  on  September  14,  1918. 

At  first,  following  the  procedure  already  adopted,  these  collections 
on  account  of  the.Davis  building  were  sent  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Civil  Contingent  Fund,  and  pay 
ments  on  account  of  the  property  were  made  out  of  this  fund;  but  on 
May  21,  1918,  I  requested  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  to  open  a  separate 
account  for  them  to  be  known  as  the  "Davis  Building  Fund,"  to  which 
was  transferred  the  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Davis  building  in 
the  Civil  Contingent  Fund,  amounting  to  $591.05.  Upon  the  payment  of 
rent  for  the  month  of  September,  1918,  and  the  removal  of  the  State  de- 
partment from  the  Davis  building,  no  further  collections  were  made  on 
this  account.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  total  receipts,  including  all 
rentals  collected  from  State  departments  and  the  United  States  by  the 
Governor's  office  on  account  of  the  Davis  property,  together  with  an  item- 
ized statement  of  disbursements  made  out  of  these  funds,  set  forth  in 
accordance  with  the  budget  classifications,  from  February  1,  1918,  to  the 
close  of  this  fiscal  year  ending  February  29,  1920,  is  presented  below.  As 
the  accounts  have  been  closed,  and  no  more  collections  or  disbursements 
are  to  be  made,  the  statement  is  carried  forward  and  closed  as  of  the 
end  of  this  fiscal  year  to  insure  uniformity.

1  respectfully  submit  herewith  copy  of  a  letter  I  have  received  from 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  under  date  of  January  16,  1920,  with  at- 
tached statement,  requesting  an  additional  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  crim- 
inal charges,  to  be  expended  during  the  current  year  ending  February  29. 
1920,  which  I  recommend  be  allowed. 

In  the  budget  for  the  ensuing  biennium  which  was  submittel  to  you 
on  January  14th,  it  is  stated  that  the  balance  estimated  by  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  in  the  general  fund  of  the  State  treasury  on  March  1,  1920. 
would  amount  to  12,034,513.39.  and  that  if  the  appropriations  as  recom- 
mended in  the  budget  are  allowed,  that  the  estimated  balance  remaining 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  State  treasury  on  March  1,  1922,  would  amount 
to  $187,795.45. 

As  this  request  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  criminal  charges  was  not  brought  to  my  at- 
tention until  two  days  after  the  budget  had  been  submitted  to  your  honor- 
able body,  this  item  is  of  course  not  taken  into  account  in  the  budget. 
If  this  appropriation  is  allowed,  the  net  balance  in  the  general  fund  of 
the  State  treasury  on  March  1,  1920,  will  be  reduced  to  $1,984,513.39.  a.id 
the  estimated  balance  that  will  remain  in  the  general  fund  on  March  1, 
1922,  will  amount  to  $137,795.45  instead  of  $187,795.45.

By  reason  of  extraordinary  conditions.  I  am  compelled  to  ask  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  for  an  additional  appropriation  to  pay  criminal  charges  up 
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to  the  fir£t  of  March,  1920.  The  appropriation  of  ^350,000.00  made  by  the 
Legislature  at  its  session  of  1918,  in  the  general  appropriation  act,  and 
that  of  1100,000.00,  made  by  the  extra  session  of  1919,  by  special  act,  both 
of  which  appropriations  were  to  cover  the  period  beginning  March  1,  1919, 
and  ending  February  29,  1920,  have  been  consumed,  and  there  will  be  no 
money  available  until  the  first  of  March,  unless  it  is  obtained  by  a  special- 
act.  . 

I  do  not  desire  to  begin  payments  under  the  budget  schedule  with  the 
handicap  of  an  overdraft.  I,  therefore,  ask  that  you  will  have  presented 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  enclosed  bill,  and  request  its  passage. 

I  enclose,  for  your  information,  a  statement  showing  in  detail  what 
I  deem  to  be  the  causes  which  have  led  to  this  unusual  condition.

Below  will  be  found  the  reasons  assigned  by  me  for  this  extraordinary 
increase  in  these  expenditures.  By  enactments  made  at  its  1918  session, 
the  General  Assembly  materially  increased  the  fees  to  all  officers  in  con- 
nection with  their  services  in  criminal  cases,  and  your  attention  is  called 
to  the  following: 

A  Commonwkaf-th's  Attornkys. 

Old  law,  section  3528  Code,  amended  acts  1916,  page  118. 

New  laws,  section  3528  Code,  amended  acts  1918,  page  572  and  section 
65,  chapter  388,  acts  1918.     Prohibition  act. 

Under  the   old   law   a   Commonwealth's   attorney    received    a    fee    of 
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$10.00  for  each  person  tried  in  a  court  of  record  for  a  felony,  and  In  joint 
indictments  and  trials  $10.00  for  the  first  person  tried  and  $5.00  for  each 
other  person  tried.  The  new  laws  fix  his  compensation  at  $20.00  for  each 
person  tried  where  the  punishment  prescribed  may  be  death,  and  where 
two  or  more  persons  are  jointly  indicted  and  jointly  tried,  $20.00  for  the 
first  person  and  $10.00  for  each  other  person  so  tried.  $10.00  each  for 
other  felonies. 

Additional  fees  are  allowed  him  of  $5.00  for  each  person  prosecuted 
at  a  preliminary  hearing  before  any  court  of  justice,  and  a  similar  fee  for 
every  nolle  prosequi  entered  to  an  indictment,  provided  there  has  been  no 
trial  of  such  indictment;  only  one  fee  allowed,  however,  where  more  than 
one  nolle  presequi  is  entered  against  the  same  person. 

Under  the  old  law  he  was  allowed  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  every  case  of  mis- 
demeanor tried  in  any  circuit  or  corporation  court,  except  violations  of  the 
revenue  l&vf  and  offenses  under  Ck)de  sections  3815  to  3833  inclusive.  This 
fee  of  $5.00  was  allowed  for  each  case  of  misdemeanor  tried,  regardless  of 
the  number  of  parties  defendant.  Under  the  new  laws  he  receives  a  fee  of 
$5.00  for  each  person  tried  in  any  circuit  or  corporation  court,  and  for  each 
person  prosecuted  before  any  court  of  justice  which  he  is  required  by  law  to 
prosecute,  or  upon  an  indictment  found  by  a  grand  jury,  unless  such  fee  is. 
paid  by  the  defendant. 

Under  the  old  law  he  received  a  fee  of  not  exceeding  $5.00  for  each  case 
prosecuted  under  the  prohibition  act.  Under  the  new  laws,  he  receives  a 
fee  of  $10.0p  for  each  pe7'son  tried  for  violating  the  prohibition  act,  and  the 
same  fees  for  prosecutions  at  preliminary  hearings  and  for  entering  a  nolle 
prosequi  as  are  shown  above  with  reference  to  felony  cases. 

Under  tbe  old  law  the  aggregate  maximum  annual  allowances  payable 
out  of  the  State  treasury  were  $44,410.00.  By  the  act  of  1918,  above  referred 
to,  this  wa?  increased  to  $67,375.00.  Few  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorneys 
in  the  State,  however,  receive  as  much  from  the  State  treasury  in  any  one 
year  as  the  law  permits.

With  particular  reference  to  requisitions,  etc.,  attention  Is  called  to  the 
fact  that,  aithoueb  the  expense  of  travel  has  been  greatly  increased,  the 
amount  is  reduced  over  $2,000.00:  r

Under  the  old  law,  in  felony  cases,  these  officers  reeeii^ed  a  fee  of  thirty 
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cents  for  serving  a  warrant  or  summons,  other  than  on  a  witness  where  no 
arrest  was  made.  The  new  law  gives  them  a  fee  of  sixty  cents  in  both 
felony  and  misdemeanor  cases  for  this  service. 

Under  the  old  law,  a  fee  of  $1.00  was  paid  for  making  an  arrest  in  a 
felony  case  where  an  indictment  was  returned  by  a  grand  jury  and  fifty 
cents  where  no  indictment  was  returned.  The  new  law  fixes  a  fee  of 
$1.50  in  all  felony  cases,  whether  indicted  or  not. 

Under  the  old  law  these  officers  received  forty  cents  for  making  an 
arrest  in  a  misdemeanor  case.  The  new  law  gives  them  a  fee  of  11.00  for 
the  same  service. 

Under  the  old  law,  a  fee  of  not  more  than  fifty  cents  was  allowed  for 
executing  a  search  warrant.  The  new  law  fixed  this  fee  at  $1.00  in  all 
cases. 

Under  the  old  law,  twenty  cents  was  paid  for  summoning  a  witness  in 
a  felony  case,  where  an  indictment  was  returned,  and  one-half  that  amount 
where  no  indictment  returned.  The  new  law  fixes  this  fee  at  forty  cents 
in  all  felony  and  prohibition  cases. 

In  misdemeanor  casee,  the  old  law  prescribed  a  fee  of  fifteen  cents  for 
summoning  a  witness,  with  a  limitation  of  forty-five  cents  for  witnesses 
summoned  before  justices  of  the  peace.  The  new  law  fixes  this  fee  at 
fifty  cents,  with  a  limitation  of  seventy-five  cents  in  cases  before  justices 
of  the  peace. 

Mileage  for  officers  and  prisoners  under  the  old  law  was  four  cents  per 
mile,  and  under  the  new  law  is  eight  cents  per  mile. 

Under  the  old  law  guards  were  allowed  not  exceeding  75  cents  per  day 
in  felony  cases.  This  allowance  is  now  $1.00,  and  the  mileage  for  the 
guard  eight  cents  as  compared  with  four  cents. 

F — JrSTlCKS   OF  THK  PeACE. 

Under  the  old  law,  justi<:;es  were  allowed  fifty  cents  for  issuing  war- 
rants and  $1.00  for  examining  cases  of  felony  where  indictments  were  re- 
turned; one-half  these  amounts  where  no  indictments  returned.  The 
present  law  fixes  these  fees  at  fifty  cents  for  issuing  warrants  and  $1.00 
for  trying  cases,  regardless  of  indictments. 

The  old  law  prescribed  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  issuing  warrants, 
and  twenty-five  cents  for  trying  cases  of  misdemeanor.  The  new  law  fixes 
these  fees  at  fifty  cents  for  issuing  the  warrant  and  fifty  cents  for  trying 
the  case. 

G — Clerks  of  Courts. 

The  only  additional  fee  allowed  clerks  of  courts  under  the  new  law  is 
that  of  $2.50  for  each  case  of  violation  of  Prohibition  Act,  tried  in  his  court.

This,  it  will  be  seen,  is  an  increase  of  approximately  SZ'/r,  the  ex- 
penditures showing  about  the  same  percentage  of  increase. 

In  addition  to  the  amounts  allowed  jailors  for  board  of  prisoners,  all 
accounts  for  medicines,  clothing,  etc.,  have  been  greatly  increased  by 
reason  of  the  increased  cost  of  such  supplies. 

The  allowance  prescribed  by  section  4077  of  the  Code,  amended  acts 
1918,  page  302,  is  double  that  prescribed  by  the  old  law.  This  allowance 
is  for  guards  at  jails.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  net  increase  in  all  these  expenditures  for 
the  year  1918-1919,  as  compared  with  the  year  1916-1917,  amounts  to  $98,- 
022.78,  the  bulk  of  which  is  in  the  item  of  board  of  prisoners  in  jail,  which 
item  alone  amounts  to  an  increase  of  $89,371.97.  leaving  only  $8,650.81, 
net  increases  on  all  other  items.

Report  of  Commissioner  for  the  Promotion  of  Uniformity  of 
Legislation  in  the  United  States 

To  His  ExcUcncy,  Westmoreij^nd  Davis, 
Governor, 
And  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 
The  National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws  had 
its  origin  as  a  consequence  of  the   fact  that  growth  of  trade  and   inter- 
change of  commerce  among  the  States  demands  uiriformity  of  State  legisla- 
tion, for  no  business  can  comfortably  expand  when  obstructed  by  endless 
conflicts  of  rights  and  remedies.     There  is  only  one  alternative:     If  the 
States  do  not  provide  common  channels  for  the  flow  of  interstate  commerce, 
not  only  the  matter  of  transportation  but  every  other  matter  involvec'i  must 
be  regulated  by  Congress,  and  thus  the  functions  of  our  State  Legislatures 
will  be  rapidly  curtailed  and  eventually  lost.     It  is  no  exaggeration  there- 
fore to  say  that  The  National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uniform 
State  Laws  is  a  bulwark  for  the  preservation  of  State  Rights. 

The  National  Character  of  the  Conference  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
its  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  States  of  New  York,  Wisconsin,  Michigan* 
Ohio,  Colorado,  Virginia,  Missouri,  Rhode  Island,  Minnesota,  Maine,  Wash- 
ington, Tennessee,  Massachusetts,  Utah,  and   Illinois;   also  in  the  City  of 
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Washington,  and  once  in  Montreal,  Canada.  Its  oi^anization,  purposes, 
and  methods  of  work  have  been  officially  set  forth  as  follows: 

The  National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws 
is  composed  of  commissioners  appointed  by  legislative  or  executive  authority 
from  the  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Territory  of  Alaska  and  the 
island  possessions  of  the  United  States.  The  meetings  of  the  National  Con- 
ference have  been  regularly  held  immediately  preceding  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Bar  Association  on  the  dates  and  at  the  places  above 
stated. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization,  as  its  name  Imports,  is  to  promote 
uniformity  of  legislation  on  subjects  of  common  Interest  throughout  the 
United  States.  The  commissioners  are  selected  from  the  legal  profession, 
and  serve  without  compensation  or  emoluments  of  any  sort.  Many  of  them 
have  for  years  paid  their  own  expenses,  and  all  of  them  have  rendered  un- 
stinting services  for  the  public  welfare.  There  is  nothing  of  a  personal  or 
private  nature  about  any  of  the  aims  or  objects  of  the  National  Conference. 
Proposed  9*ts  are  carefully  drawn  by  a  special  committee  of  trained  lawyers, 
assisted  by  experts  in  many  Instances,  and  are  printed,  distributed,  and 
discussed  in  the  National  Conference  at  more  than  one  annual  session. 
When  finally  approved  by  the  Conference  the  Uniform  Acts  are  recom- 
mended for  general  enactment  throughout  the  jurisdictions  of  the  United 
States  and  are  submitted  to  the  American  Bar  Association  for  its  approval. 
Each  Uniform  Act  is  thus  the  fruit  of  more  than  one  tentative  draft  sub- 
mitted to  the  criticism,  correction  and  emendation  of  the  commissioners, 
and  represents  the  experience  and  the  judgment  of  a  select  body  of  lawyers 
chosen  from  every  part  of  the  United  States. 

The  iirst  meeting  of  the  Conference  was  held  in  August,  1892,  the 
second  in  November,  1892,  and  since  then  annual  meetings  have  been  held 
usually  in  August.  The  last  meeting  was  held  at  Boston,  August  27th,  to 
September  2nd,  1919,  inclusive,  thus  affording  six  working  days  for  the 
discussion  and  consideration  of  pending  measures. 

Since  1898,  Virginia  has  been  represented  in  the  National  Conference 
by  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Governor  under  legrislative  authority. 
(Acts  1S97-8,  p.  947;  Acts  1899-1900,  p.  1001;  Acts  1902-3-4,  p.  100.) 

An  Uniform  Act  for  the  appointment  of  Commissioners,  printed  as  an 
appendix  to  this  report,  has  been  put  forth  by  the  Conference  and  we  ask 
for  its  adoption  in  Virginia  by  the  General  Assembly. 

We  also  ask  that  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  shall  each  add  to 
their  Standing  Committees  a  Committee  on  Uniform  State  Laws,  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  eleven  members,  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  bills  concerning  Uniform   State  Laws. 

The  National  Conference  has  recommended  thirty-seven  Uniform  Acts, 
of  which: 

The  Uniform  Negotiable  Instruments  Act  of  1896  has  been  adopted  in 
fifty-one  jurisdictions,  including  every  State  in  the  Union,  except  Georgia, 
and  also  Alaska,  Hawaii,  District  of  Columbia,  and  Philippine  Islands. 

The  Uniform  Warehouse  Receipts  Act  of  1906  has  been  adopted  in  forty- 
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four  jurisdictions,  including  Virginia.  Alaska,  District  of  Columbia,  Philip- 
pine Islands  and  Porto  Rico. 

T/te  Uniform  Sales  Act  of  1906  has  been  adopted  In  twenty-four  juris- 
dictions, Including  Alaska. 

The  Uniform  Bills  of  Lading  Act  of  1909  has  been  adopted  in  twenty-three 
jurisdictions,  Including  Alaska. 

The  Uniform  Stock  Transfer  Act  of  1909  has  been  adopted  In  fourteen 
jurisdictions.  Including  Alaska. 

The  Uniform  Partnership  Act  of  1915.  has  been  adopted  In  twelve  juris- 
dictions. Including  Virginia  and  Alaska. 

The  Uniform  Limited  Partnership  Act  of  1916  has  been  adopted  In  eleven 
jurisdictions,  Including  Virginia  and  Alaska. 

The  Uniform  Fraudulent  Conveyance  Act  of  1918  has  been  adopted  in 
5  jurisdictions. 

The  Uniform  Conditional  Sales  Act  of  1918  has  been  adopted  in  six 
jurisdictions. 

These  are  known  as  the  uniform  commercial  acts,  of  which  Virginia 
has  only  adopted  four  as  shown  above,  namely  the  uniform  negotiable  in- 
struments act,  the  uniform  warehouse  receipts  act,  uniform  partner- 
ship act  and  the  uniform  limited  partnership  act.  We  recommend  that 
the  General  Assembly  of  1920  shall  place  Virginia  in  line  with  the  great 
progressive  States  with  which  she  has  commercial  dealings  by  adopting 
the  rest  of  these  uniform  commercial  acts. 

In  this  connection,  Virginia  should  be  credited  with  the  honor  of 
having  led  the  States  in  the  adoption  of  the  uniform  land  registration  act 
which  was  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  1916.  (Acts  1916,  p.  70.) 

And  here  it  should  also  be  noted  as  an  indication  of  the  increasing 
recognition  of  the  value  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  National  Confer- 
ence, that  In  1919  no  less  than  39  uniform  acts  were  adopted  by  the  States, 
Including  Porto  Rico. 

The  Virginia  commissioners  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  inade- 
quate appropriations  heretofore  made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  task  assigned  to  them.  They  ask  not  one  cent  of  pay 
for  their  services,  which  they  gladly  render  as  a  free  contribution  to  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  profession  to  which  they  have  dedicated  their 
lives.  But  they  respectfully  suggest  that  it  is  not  seemly  for  Virginia 
to  place  herself  in  the  position  of  calling  upon  busy  men  to  devote  their 
time  and  talents  to  her  service  and  to  pay  for  the  privilege  of  doing  so! 
Yet  this  has  been  the  case  in  this  Instance.  For  many  years  the  com- 
missioners have  had  to  pay  considerable  sums  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
their  office.  The  past  year  furnishes  an  example  which  may  be  cited  to 
illustrate  the  usual  experience.  Only  two  of  the  commissioners  attended 
the  Boston  Conference  and  their  expenses  exceeded  the  total  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  by  $111.03,  which  will  be  augmented  by  the  expense  of 
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attending  committee  meetings  In  distant  cities.  If  the  three  commissioners 
had  gone  to  Boston,  the  deficit  would  have  been  proportionately  larger: 
and  if  the  National  Conference  had  been  held  in  the  far  west,  as  it  has 
been  upon  other  occasions  and  may  be  next  time,  the  deficit  would  have 
been  still  greater. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  commissioners  have  felt  the  shame  and  con- 
fusion of  appearing  empty-handed  in  the  National  Conference  with  no 
contribution  from  Virginia  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  conference 
r.o  which  other  States  coRtribute.  It  Is  costly  to  print  the  proceedings  of 
the  annual  conferences,  to  distribute  its  literature,  and  to  preserve  an  or- 
ganization for  effective  presentation  of  the  uniform  acts  to  the  State 
Ipgislatures;  but  a  small  annual  contribution  from  each  State  would  create 
a  fund  sufiacient  for  all  charges. 

We  therefore  ask  that  an  annual  appropriation  of  not  less  than  six 
hundred  dollars  ($600.00)  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  pro- 
motion of  uniform  State  laws,  of  which  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
^1450.00)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  actually  expended  by  the  com- 
missioners for  their  traveling  expenses  each  year  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  be  paid  to  them,  for  such  expenses,  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  shall  be  paid  to  them  anfiually  for  the  support  of  the 
National  Conference.

(Uniform  State  Laws  Act.) 
A  BILL 

Concerning  the  appointment  of  commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws,  the 
payment  of  their  expenses,  the  support  of  the  National  Conference^ 
thereof,  and  to  make  uniform  the  law  with  reference  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

Section  1.  Appointment  -of  Commissioners. — The  Governor  shall  ap- 
point three  commissioners,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  bar  of 
this  State,  in  good  standing,  who  shall  constitute  and  be  known  as  the  Com- 
mission on  Uniform  State  Laws,  and  upon  the  death,  resignation  or  refusal 
to  serve  of  any  of  the  commissioners  so  appointed,  the  Governor  shall  make 
an  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  so  caused. 

Sec.  2.  Terms  of  Office. — Each  of  said  commissioners  shall  hold  office 
for  a  term  of  at  least  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  No  Compensation. — No  commissioner  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  his  services. 

Sec.  4.     Organization. — The  commissioners  shall  organize  by  the  elec- 
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tion  of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman  and  another  as  secretary,  who 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified. 

Sec.  5.  Duties. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  commissioners  to 
attended  the  meetings  of  the  National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uni- 
form State  Laws,  or  to  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  at  least  one  of  their 
number  at  such  National  Conferences,  and  both  in  and  out  of  such  National 
Conference  they  shall  do  all  in  their  power  to  promote  uniformity  in  State 
laws,  upon  all  subjects  where  uniformity  may  be  deemed  desirable  and  prac- 
ticable; said  commission  shall  report  to  the  legislature  at  its  next  session, 
and  from  time  to  time  thereafter  as  said  commission  may  deep  proper,  an 
account  of  its  transactions,  and  its  advice  and  recommendations  for  legis- 
lation. This  report  shall  be  printed  by  the  State  Printer  for  presentation 
to  each  legislature.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  bring 
about  as  far  as  practicable  the  uniform  judicial  interpretation  of  all  uniform 
laws,  and  generally,  to  devise  and  recommend  such  additional  legislation,  or 
other  or  further  course  of  action  as  shall  tend  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
of  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.^  Appropriation. — The  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  ($450.00) 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  annually  to  be  paid  to  the  order  of  said  com- 
missioners for  their  actual  disbursements  in  performing  the  duties  of  their 
office;  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150.00)  dollars  to  be  paid  to 
the  National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws  for  the 
purpose  of  furthering  the  enactment  of  Uniform  State  Laws  in  this  and  other 
states,  territories  and  possessions  of  the  United  States;  both  sums  to  be 
paid  annually  out  of  any  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  this  State 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  7.  Title  of  Act. — This  act  may  be  cited  as  the  Uniform  State  Laws 
Act. 

Sec.  8. — Former  Acts  Repealed. — All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9. — When  Act  Takes  Effect. — This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  September  5, 
1919  (Acts  of  Assembly,  1919,  extra  session,  chapter  31,  section  11,  pp.  58-59), 
I  herewith  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  first  report,  with  recommen- 
dations, of  the  State  Highway  Commission  for  such  action  as  may  be  had.

Pursuant  to  section  4,  chapter  31,  Acts  of  1919,  we,  the  State  Highway 
Commission,  have  the  honor  to  submit  out  first  report  and  recommendations: 

The  commission  met  November  1,  1919,  with  all  of  the  members  pre- 
sent, namely.  Wade  H.  Massie,  Henry  P.  Beck,  Frank  W.  Davie,  James  A. 
Mundy,  Jr.,  and  H.  Hardaway,  and  organized  by  electing  Wade  H.  Massie 
as  chairman  and  Henry  P.  Beck  as  secretary. 

The  Commission,  after  proper  notice,  held  its  first  public  hearings 
upon  the  allocation  of  funds  and  proposed  changes  in  The  State  Highway 
System,  commencing  with  December  15th  and  continuing  intermittently 
until  the  27th. 

In  regard  to  proposed  changes  in  routes  and  additions  thereto  your 
Commission  recommends  as  follows: 

Route  1. 
(a)  That  from  this  route  the  word  "Lorton"  be  eliminated  so  that  the 
Commission    can    consider   and    pass    upon    certain    suggested    changes    in 
the  route  between  Washington  and  Dumfries. 
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(6)  Your  Commission  heard  extensive  arguments  for  and  against 
changes  in  Route  1  between  Solomon's  Store  and  ft  point  where  the  Tele- 
graph Road  intersects  the  Richmond- Washington  Highway  south  of  Freder- 
icksburg and  also  from  Solomon's  Store  to  the  Gum  Tree,  and  thence  via  the 
Ridge  Road  to  the  same  point,  but  we  cannot  recommend  any  immediate 
changes  from  the  route  as  located,  as  there  are  no  funds  available  at  pre- 
sent for  new  construction;  such  funds  as  are  allocated  to  this  route  be- 
tween the  points  designated  being  required  for  maintenance  so  as  to  keep 
this  route  open  for  traffic.  When  the  State  has  provided  sufficient  funds 
for  the  construction  of  this  route,  by  a  bond  issue  or  otherwise,  your  Com- 
mission proposes  to  go  over  the  present  location  and  the  suggested  changes 
and  make  such  recommendations  as  the  conditions  justify. 

(c)  That  the  word  "Warfield"  be  eliminated  from  this  route  so  that 
the  Commission  can  consider  and  pass  upon  a  certain  suggested  change 
from  Dinwiddle  to  Lawrenceville. 

Route  8. 
That  the  word   "Mathews"  be  stricken  out  and   "Twiggs  Ferry"  sub- 
stituted in  its  stead;  as  this  Commission  recommends  a  change  in  Route 
9  which  takes  the  place  of  the  present  location. 

Route  9. 

(a)  After  the  word  "Williamsburg"  in  line  1,  insert  the  words  "Provi- 
dence Forge."  This  change  is  recommended  as  it  is  the  shorter  and  better 
route,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Commission,  and  is  necessary  since  Ihe  liigh- 
way  Commissioner  has  designated  the  route  through  Charles  City  and 
spent   some  funds   thereon. 

(6)  After  the  words  "Gloucester  Court  House,"  line  5,  insert  "Mathews 
Court  House  and  from  Gloucester  Court  House"  as  a  substitute  for  the 
section  in  Route  8  from  Mathews  Court  House  to  Twiggs  Ferry,  which 
we  have  recommended  be  eliminated. 

Route  11. 
After  the  word  "Clintwood,"  line  5,  strike  out  the  words  "to  Grundy" 
and  insert  "Freemont,  and  from  Grundy  to  Raven,"  to  give  Buchanan  an 
outlet  to  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad. 

Route  16. 

Strike  out  the  word  "Stanley"  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  word 
"Sperryville,"  as  this  Commission  believes  this  change  will  best  serve  the 
interests  of  the  State. 

Aside  from  the  changes  hereinbefore  recommended,  we  do  not  believe 
that  any  further  additions  to  the  State  Highway  System  should  be  made 
at  this  time;  as  the  available  funds  are  sadly  Inadequate  to  construct  and 
maintain  the  mileage  already  adopted. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  Highway  Commissioner  be  authorized 
to  take  over  for  maintenance  the  entire  State  Highway  System,  and  that 
the  necessary  funds  be  appropriated  therefor. 

We  recommend  that  necessary  study  should  be  made  leading  to  the 
systematic  elimination  of  all  possible  grade  crossings. 
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Tbe  Commission  cannot  too  strongrly  recommend  that  sufficient  funds 
be  provided  promptly  to  complete  the  State  Highway  System  and  furnish 
adequate  funds  for  its  maintenance,  including  additions  thereto;  and  urge 
that  these  funds  be  secured  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  bond  issue.

ADDRESS  BY  SENATOR  GARRETT. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Commit  lee: 

This  joint  session  of  the  committees  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  of 
the  Senate  in  charge  of  appropriation  measures  is  held  In  pursuance  of 
the  requirements  of  the  act  approved  February  19,  1918.  known  as  the  Vir- 
ginia budget  law,  which,  by  the  provisions  of  section  9,  requires  that  "The 
standing  committees  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  of  the  Senate  being  in 
charge  of  appropriation  measures  shall  sit  Jointly  in  open  sessions  wWle 
considering  the  budget,  and  shall  begin  such  joint  meetings  within  five 
days  after  the  budget  has  teen  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by 
the  Governor.  This  joint  committee  may  cause  the  attendance  of  heads  or 
responsible  representatives  of  the  departments,  institutions  and  all  other 
agencies  of  the  State  to  furnish  such  information  and  answer  such  ques- 
tions as  the  joint  committee  shall  require,  and  to  these  sessions  shall  be 
admitted,  with  the  right  to  be  heard,  all  persons  interested  in  the  estimates 
under  consideration.  The  Governor,  or  his  representative,  and  the  Governor- 
elect,  shall  have  the  right  to  sit  at  these  public  hearings  and  be  heard  on 
all  matters  coming  before  the  joint  committee.'*' 

The  budget  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by  Gover- 
nor Davis  has  been  most  carefully  prepared,  and,  in  the  language  of  the 
Norfolk  Virginian-Pilot,  is  "a  document  fairly  conceived  and  carefully 
executed.**  Further  still,  the  items  of  the  Govemor*s  several  recommenda- 
tions were  reviewed  by  the  chairmen  of  these  two  committees,  with  other 
members  of  both  the  House  of  Delegates  and  Senate,  before  they  were  sub- 
mitted, and  it  would  seem  hardly  necessary  to  reopen  the  whole  of  the  bud- 
get requests.  At  these  public  hearings,  therefore,  the  committees,  sitting 
jointly,  desire  to  hear  the  accredited  representatives  of  those  State  de- 
partments and  institutions  which  consider  that  the  appropriations  recom- 
mended in  the  budget  by  the  Governor  are  inadequate  properly  to  take  care 
of  their  respective  needs.  It  is  the  desire  also  of  the  committees  to  hear 
State  departments  and  institutions  that  desire  to  have  errors  or  omissions 
in  their  budget  allowances  corrected.  Other  agencies,  as  well  as  State 
departments  and  institutions,  desiring  to  have  items  included  in  the  appro- 
priation bill,  which  are  not  included  in  the  budget,  nor  in  the  Governor's 
tentative  budget  bill,  also  will  be  heard. 

The  departments  and  institutions  that  are  satisfied  with  the  allowances 
recommended  by  the  Governor,  therefore,  should  net  attempt  to  consume  the 
time  of  the  committees  by  re-opening  their  requests.  It  is  the  desire  of 
the  committees,  however,  to  hear  all  who  have  a  legitimate  reason  for 
-N'-aritirg  lo  be  heard,  ard  a  courteous  hearing  will  be  accorded  all  such  per- 
sons, but  I  feel  sure  that  the  best  interests  of  the  State  will  be  conserved 
if  these  hearings  are  entered  upon  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  assistance  and  co- 
operation, and  are  pitched  from  the  very  start  on  a  strictly  business  b>*j»i3 
in  an  earnest  attempt  to  do  what  is  best  for  all  the  people  of  the  Old  Do- 
minion. 

Virginia  now  has  the  most  progressive  budget  system  of  any  State  in 
the  Union — a  system  that  already  has  been  copied  by  seven  other  States 
during  the  past  year,   ificluding  North  Carolina,   South  Carolina,  Arizona, 
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Colorado^  Idaho,  Oklahoma  and  Wyoming.  It  is  a  good  system,  however, 
that  will  render  good  results  just  to  that  extent  that  the  General  Assembly 
and  the  several  State  departments  and  institutions  co-operate  each  with  the 
other  and  with  the  executive  in  Its  operation.  "No  lover  of  system,  no  busi- 
ness man,  no  economist,"  as  the  Richmond  Netm  Leader  has  said,  "can  read 
the  budget,  or  even  turn  its  pages,  without  distinct  feelings  of  pride.  It  is 
not  perfect,  of  course,  either  in  arrangement  or  in  recommendations.  Im- 
provements can  doubtless  be  made  in  the  future.  But  it  is,"  as  the  News 
Leader-  says,  "the  most  comprehensive  budget  ever  prepared  for  the  guidance 
of  a  government,"  and  I  am  proud  for  one  of  the  part  I  personally  had  in  its 
preparation,  in  my  capacity  as  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Advisory  Board 
on  the  budget  along  with  my  fellow  committeeman,  Senator  Drewry,  and  my 
House  colleagues — Chairman  Brown,  Speaker  Brewer,  and  Mr.  Norris. 

To  review  just  briefly  the  history  of  the  budget  in  Virginia,  the  Com- 
mission 0:1  Economy  and  Efficiency  created  in  1916,  composed  of  Senator 
Drewry  and  Colonel  LeRoy  Hodges  here,  and  R.  E.  Byrd,  George  L.  Browning 
and  J.  Calvin  Moss,  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  on  January  9,  1918, 
that  "The  one  thing  that  wx)uld  do  more  than  anything  else  to  place  the 
State  government  of  Virginia  on  a  more  business-like  basis,  .would  be  the 
Introduction  of  a  modern  budget  system.  The  commission  accompanied  its 
report  with  a  bill  to  establish  an  executive  budget  system  for  the  State, 
which  had  the  approval  of  Governor  Westmoreland  Davis  as  fulfilling  his 
campaign  pledge  to  give  the  people  of  Virginia  a  budget  system  by  which 
the  finances  of  the  State  could  be  scientifically  administered. 

The  Commission  on  Economy  and  Efficiency  had  this  bill  introduced 
simultaneously  In  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly.  It  was  passed  with- 
out amendment  by  the  Senate  on  F'^bniarv  IT.  1918,  with  but  two  dissenting 
votes.  A  week  later  it  was  passed  by  the  House  without  amendment  and 
without  a  single  dissenting  vote.  The  bill  was  approved  by  Governor  Davis 
on  February  19,  and  became  a  law  on  June  21,  1918. 

This  prompt  response  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  demand  for  a 
more  scientific  system  of  handling  the  State's  finances  Indicated  that  the 
members  of  both  houses  realized  that  by  providing  for  a  budget  they  were 
creating  an  Instrument  as  well  as  a  process  of  good  government. 

As  an  Instrument  of  good  government.  It  has  been  said  that  the  budget 
is  a  means  of  getting  before  the  legislative  body,  which  has  the  control  of 
the  treasury,  a  well-considered  plan  with  all  the  Information  needed  to 
determine  whether  the  plan  should  be  approved  before  the  funds  are  made 
available  for  Its  execution.  On  the  other  hand,  the  budget,  as  a  process  of 
government.  Is  a  procedure  for  'insuring  complete  accountability  for  past 
grants,  and  for  requiring  those  whose  future  acts  are  to  be  controlled  to 
assume  full  responsibility  for  preparing,  explaining  and  defending  their 
plans  and  proposals  for  future  grants. 

An  analysis  of  the  Virginia  budget  law  shows  that  definite  responsi- 
bility Is  placed  on  the  Governor,  who  Is  constituted  "chief  budget  officer  of 
the  State,"  to  frame  an  intelligent  financial  policy  for  the  conduct  of  the 
State's  business.  Every  two  years  all  State  agencies  are  required  to  report 
their  itemized  financial  needs  to  him  before  the  first  of  November  prececUng 
the  regular  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  in  January. 
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These  estimates  are  required  to  be  filed  with  the  Governor  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  him.  On  July  1,  1919,  Governor  Davis  issued  two  scheduIeB 
to  be  used  by  all  State  departments  and  institutions  in  reporting  their  needs 
to  him  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  One  of  these  forms  was  used  for  maklns 
the  requests  and  the  other  one  for  reporting  the  estimated  revenues  during 
the  same  period  which  do  not  pass  through  the  State  treasury. 

For  inclusion  in  the  budget  without  revision  by  the  Governor,  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  required  to  furnish  him  with  an  estimate  of 
the  financial  needs  of  the  General  Assembly,  for  each  year  of  the  ensuing 
biennial  period;  and  a  like  estimate  of  the  financial  needs  of  the  judiciary, 
as  provided  by  law.  These  estimates  from  the  Auditor  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  full  and  detailed  explanation  of  all  increases  and  decreases.  At  the 
time  these  estimates  are  filed  with  the  Governor,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts also  is  required  to  furnish  him  with  certain  specified  information 
regarding  expenditures,  revenues  and  cash  balances,  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  budget  classifications  adopted  by  the  executive. 

When  these  data  have  been  received,  the  Governor  is  required  to  hold 
public  hearings,  during  the  month  of  November  preceding  the  meeting  of 
the  legislature,  on  all  estimates  to  be  included  in  the  budget.  Within  five 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Governor 
must  submit  his  budget  with  the  proposed  expenditures  for  each  departxhent 
and  institution  itemized  and  ''classified  by  function,  character  and  object," 
accompanied  by  specified  supplementary  financial  statements,  together  with 
a  general  survey  of  the  State's  financial  and  natural  resources  and  a  review 
of  the  general  economic,  industrial  and  commercial  conditions  of,  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  Virginia  law,  however,  divides  the  •'budget"  into  two  separate  and 
distinct  parts,  viz: 

(1)  The  budget  proper,  which  consists  of  a  complete  and  itemized  plan 
of  all  proposed  expenditures  and  estimated  revenues  based  on  the  estimates 
of  needs  furnished  the  Governor  by  each  State  department  and  institution 
and  other  agencies  asking  for  State  appropriations  and  which  is  compiled  by 
the  Governor  as  a  book  of  estimates  of  which  printed  copies  must  be  sub- 
mitted by  him  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly 
within  five  days  after  the  beginning  of  each  regular  session. 

(2)  The  appropriation  act,  which  is  passed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
and  which  is  based  on  the  estimates  furnished  by  the  Governor.  At  the  time 
the  Governor  submits  his  budget  to  the  General  Assembly,  he  Is  required 
under  the  law  also  to  submit  "a  tentative  bill  for  all  proposed  jippropriations 
of  the  budget"  which  is  designated  as  "The  Budget  Bill." 

It  is  mandatory  that  the  Governor  shall  accompany  his  budget  estimates 
with  the  tentative  budget  bill. 

These  committees  are  here  this  morning  to  consider  in  Joint  session  the 
Governor's  recommendations,  and  to  obtain  the  data  desired  by  each  com- 
mittee before  reporting  the  bill  to  Its  respective  body.  I  sincerely  hope, 
therefore,  that  we  can,  by  all  working  together  for  the  Old  Dominion,  speedily 
report  out  and  pass  a  satisfactory  appropriation  bill  in  keeping  with  the 
highest  traditions  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  accord  with  the  progrressive 
spirit  of  our  most  excellent  budget  law.

Majority  Report  of  Joint  Legislative  Commit- 
tee on  Insurance  Under  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act 


To  the  Geniral  Assembly  of  Virf^inia: 

At  the  1918  session  of  the  Legii'tlature,  the  undersigned  were  appointed 
as  a  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House,  in  pursuance  of  a  joint 
resolution  directing  us  "to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  General  As- 
sembly upon  the  advisability  of  the  establishment  and  operation  Of  a  State 
administered  insurance  tiystem  to  secure  the  payment  of  compensation 
under  the  workmen's  compensation  law,  and  as  to  whether  such  a  system 
should  be  exclusive  or  be  operated  along  with  other  designated  Insurance 
systems,  to  the  end  that  the  best  interests  of  both  the  employers  and  em- 
ployees be  provided  for.  And  said  committee  shall  file  as  a  part  of  its 
report  a  draft  of  such  legislation  as  will  make  such  system  as  may  be 
recommended  eftectlve." 

At  the  second  meeting  of  our  committee,  held  In  Richmond  In  May» 
1919,  it  was  decided  to  hold  public  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
the  views  of  those  Interested,  and  In  October,  after  giving  publicity  to  the 
time  and  place  of  meetings,  we  sat  In  Roanoke  for  one  full  day  and  heard 
the  views  of  employers  from  there  west.  Including  employers  who  had 
operations  both  In  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  (a  State  Fund  Insurance 
State);  the  two  days  following  we  held  similar  hearings  In  Richmond, 
and  Invited  and  heard  employers  from  the  other  sections  of  the  State,  rep- 
resentatives of  employees  and  of  the  Insurance  companies. 

As  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  had  stood  since  Its  enactment 
In  this  State,  the  insurance  for  the  benefit  of  all  injured  employees  which 
employers  are  required  without  choice  to  carry,  has  been  carried  In  three 
ways:  It  has  been  written  by  the  insurance  companies  and  by  mutual 
companies,  and  those  employers  whose  financial  standing  justifies  it,  have 
been  allowed  to  carry  what  is  termed  self-Insurance. 

We  have  given  the  matter  under  consideration  considerable  study,  in 
addition  to  hearing  the  opposing  views  from  a  practical  and  theoretical 
standpoint,  and  without  further  preliminaries,  proceed  to  state  our  recom- 
mendations as  to  Insurance  under  the  act,  adding  briefly  our  reasons 
therefor. 

STATE  INSURANCE: 

We  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  State  administered  insur- 
ance   fund      that    will    require    all    employers    under    the    act    to    Insure 
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tlierein,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  old  line,  reciprocal  and  mutual  in- 
surance companies,  and  which  shall  be  the  exclusive  means  of  insuring, 
except  the  mutual  (hereinafter  explained)  and  self  insurance  plans.  It  is 
an  admitted  fact  that  the  cost  to  the  Insurance  companies  of  getting  the 
compensation  business  which  they  write,  office  and  other  expenses  in 
acquisition,  supervision  and  administration,  totals  around  40  per  cent  of 
the  grosa  premiums  paid  them  for  such  business.  Of  this  amount  the  agents' 
commissions  alone  are  about  17  per  cent  of  total  premiums.  The  em- 
ployers being  compelled  to  carry  insurance,  the  plain  result  is  that  they 
contribute  around  forty  cents  on  each  dollar  paid  to  the  insurance  car- 
riers, in  addition  to  any  profit  earned.  Experience  has  shown  that  5  per 
cent  of  the  amount  of  premiums  is  sufficient  to  administer  a  State  Fund, 
all  expense  of  acquiring  the  business  being  eliminated  and  the  administra- 
tion expense  being  largely  reduced  by  reason  of  the  State  Fund  being  the 
only  one  in  the  field. 

Under  these  conditions,  the  State  having  compelled  all  employers 
affected  by  the  Compensation  Act  to  take  out  insurance,  we  feel  that  it  is 
the  posiftve  duty  of  the  State  to  see  that  such  insurance  is  furnished  on 
the  cheapest  available  safe  basis. 

To  the  objection  of  the  principal  benefactors  under  the  law  as  at 
preseiit  written,  —  the  companies  writing  in&urance  —  that  such  a  system 
of  insurance  is  socialistic  or  paternalistic,  we  suggest  that  it  is  no  more 
SQ  th^n  requiring  all  employers  to  carry  such  insurance  as  will  enable 
ey^ry  injured  employee  to  be  compensated,  whether  hij  employer  was 
at  fault  or  not.  Certain  it  is  that  such  companies  did  not  make  that  claim 
in  opposition  to  a  Workmen's  Compensation  Law,  when  the  certainty  of 
substantial  profits  from  premiums  to  be  paid  by  an  overwhelming  increase 
in  nuniber  of  employers  over  the  old  liability  Insurance  plan  was  present, 
^f  thia^  Objection  was  to  be  made,  it  should  have  been  done  then,  and  comes 
tbo  late  now,  and  comes  under  such  circumstances  as  to  lose  its  effectiveness, 
ir  it  ever  had  any.  ' 

..  If  the  plea  that  such  companies  will  lose  a  part  of  their  business  is 
to  be  cohsidered,  it  is  no  more  worthy  than  would  have  been  the  claim 
of  the  lawyers  of  the  State  had  they  opposed  a  Workmen's  Compensation 
Law,  because  it  would  lose  to  them  fees  in  damage  suits.  Besides,  this 
^fl|36  bl  business  has  not  been  in  the  field  in  Virginia  until  less  than  two 
•yeatrsago,  when  it  was  given  to  the  companies.  It  is  not  a  part  of  their 
'butfnesa  worked-  up  after  years  of  labor  and  campaigns  of  education,  and 
the  fact  of  excluding  them  from  that  one  branch  of  the  Insurance  field  is 
not  lO' be- considered,  in  our  judgment. 

*r?ife  only  other  real  objection,  that  the  administration  of  such  fund  by 
the  State  will  not  be  as  efficiently  done  as  by  the  stock  insurance  car- 
riers, does  not  appeal  to  us  as  controlling,  in  view  of  the  experience  of 
other  States  and  of  our  own  State  in  other  departments.  In  view  of  the 
tremendous  savings  to  be  accomplished  by  such  a  system  as  we  propose, 
we  feel  that  the  employers  should  be  given  the  privilege  of  a  trial. 

Again,  it  is  possible  for  the  insurance  carriers  to  refuse  to  write  in- 
surance on  a  given  class  of  risks,  or  at  a  rate  below  their  ideas  of  fair 
returns,  although  adopted   and  approved   by  the  State  Insurance  Commls- 
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sioner.  In  either  case  the  employers  affected  would  be  placed  in  the  anom- 
alous position  of  being  compelled  to  insure  and  yet  having  no  one  to 
write  it. 

SELF  INSURANCE: 

Under  the  present  law  an  employer  may  carry  his  own  Insurance  by 
giving  a  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Industrial  Commission,  or  by  deposit- 
ing approved  securities.  Under  this  system  such  employer  pays  his  em- 
ployees for  injuries  according  to  the  schedule  paid  by  other  employers, 
and  pays  to  the  Industrial  Commission  his  proportionate  part  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  commission,  and  makes  reports  of  accidents  and  settlements 
to  the  commisBion  just  as  other  employers,  the  difference  being  that  he 
carries  his  own  risks  instead  of  paying  an  insurance  company  to  do  so. 
While  we  believe  that  under  the  greatly  reduced  premiums  which  will  fol- 
lows the  adoption  of  a  State  Insurance  Fund  many  who  now  self  insure 
will  elect  to  come  into  the  State  Fund,  we  favor  continuing  the  self  in- 
suralice  provision  of  the  present  act.  The  reason  for  that  provision  as 
now  written  is  to  afford  the  opportunity  of  cheaper  insurance  than  is  pro- 
vided by  the  old  line  companies,  and  that  being  the  principal  object  to  be 
accomplished  by  a  State  Fund,  we  see  every  reason  for  continuing  this 
provision.     Your  committee  is  unanimous  on  this  recommendation. 

MUTUAL  ASSOCIATIONS: 

This  is  a  plan  of  self  insurance  for  the  benefit  of  employers  not  finan- 
cially able  to  carry  their  own  insurance  alone,  and  contemplates  that  two 
or  more  employers  in  the  same  line  or  class  of  business  may  agree  to 
guarantee  payment  of  the  losses  sustained  by  each  member  of  such  asso- 
ciation. 

Here  again  the  object  is  to  eliminate  profit  and  get  insurance  at  cost. 
This  privilege  should  be  extended  to  employers  doing  business  in  the 
State,  under  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Industrial  Commission. 

BILL  RECOMMENDED: 

As  required  by  the  resolution  under  which  we  are  acting,  the  ma- 
jority members  of  your  committee  attach  as  a  part  of  this  report  a  draft 
of  a  bill  amending  various  sections  of  the  Compensation  Act,  and  repealing 
certain  sections  thereof,  so  as  to  put  into  effect  the  system  of  insurance 
recommended  herein.

Commissioner  of  Prohibition  in  Response  to  a 
Resolution  Passed  By  the  Senate 


Richmond,  Va.,  February  6,  1920. 
Hon.  B.  p.  Buchanan,  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  President 

of  the  Senate  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia, 
Senate  Chamber,  Richmond,  Va. 
Honorable  and  Dear  Sir: 

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Senate  upon  the  30th  day  of 
January,  1920,  directing  that  the  Commissioner  of  Prohibition  submit  a  full 
itemized  report  showing  how  much  of  the  public  funds  under  his  control 
have  been  expended,  or  contracted  to  be  spent,  by  him  in  defending  the 
employees  of  his  department  from  criminal  or  other  proceedings,  the  amount 
of  fines  and  costs  paid  by  him  in  such  cases,  and  also  all  sums  expended  or 
contracted  to  be  spent  for  legal  opinions  other  than  those  obtained  from 
regular  employees  or  State  oflScers,  the  following  report  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted : 

There  is  only  one  fund  out  of  which  the  Commissioner  of  Prohibition 
can  pay  such  expenses;  that  is  from  the  appropriation  made  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  department,  as  provided  by  Section  75  of  Chapter  388  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Assembly  of  1918.  While  the  department  collects  certain  rev- 
enues for  the  State  these  receipts  are  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section 
67  of  the  above  act  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State.  The  amounts 
expended  out  of  the  appropriation  by  warrants  upon  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  are  listed  below  under  the  case  to  which  they  relate  in  chrono- 
logical order,  showing  the  warrant  number,  the  date,  to  whom  paid,  and  for 
what  purpose.  In  instances  where  the  warrant  covers  several  items  a  de- 
tailed statement  is  appended,  marked  Exhibit  "A,"  **B,"  "C,"  etc.  Each 
case  is  listed  in  the  order  of  its  occurrence  and  numbered  serially. 
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CASE  NO.  1. 

CJOMMON WEALTH  VS.  E.  C.  PaYNE  AND  A.  L.  HaNCOCK. 

This  case  arose  in  the  city  of  Norfolk  and  was  disposed  of  in  September, 
1917. 

The  two  defendants  were  officers  in  the  employ  of  the  department.  In 
the  discharge  of  their  duty  they  testified  before  the  police  justice  of  the 
city  of  Norfolk  relative  to  violations  of  the  prohibition  law.  A  warrant  was 
sworn  out  against  the  officers  by  one  of  the  friends  of  the  parties  against 
whom  they  had  given  evidence  charging  them  with  perjury.  They  were 
tried  by  the  police  justice  and  one  of  them  was  found  guilty,  an.  appeal  was 
taken  to  the  corporation  court  wtiere,  after  a  full  and  lengthy  trial,  he  was 
acquitted  by  a  jury — ^thus  vindicating  both  of  them.  The  expenses  were  as 
follows:

CASE  No.  2. 

Commonwealth  vs.  C.  L.  Ford  and  Guy  T.  Hobneb. 

This  case  also  arose  in  the  city  of  Norfolk  and  was  disposed  of  in  Febru- 
ary, 1918.  One  of  the  defendants  was  at  the  time  an  inspector  of  drug  stores, 
the  other  an  attorney  for  the  department.  In  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
they  conducted  a  search  under  a  search  warrant  of  certain  premises  in  the 
city  of  Norfolk  for  ardent  spirits.  One  of  the  occupants  of  the  premises 
which  were  searched  swore  out  a  warrant  charging  them  with  the  larceny 
of  a  diamond  ring.  This  case  was  .tried  before  the  police  Justice  of  Norfolk 
city  and  both  were  acquitted.  There  were  no  expenses  in  connection  with 
these  two  cases.  Hon.  Guy  T.  Horner,  attorney  for  the  department,  appear- 
ing for  the  two  defendants. 

CASE  NO.  3. 

Commonwealth  vs.  Wm.  E.  Payne  and  A.  L.  Bbicker. 

This  case  arose  in  Prince  William  county.    The  defendants,  both  inspec- 
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tors  of  the  department,  engaged  in  the  Inspection  of  trains  coming  into  Vir- 
Sinia  for  the  unlawful  transportation  of  ardent  spirits  became  inyolved  in 
an  altercation  with  a  passenger.  Warrants  were  sworn  out  charging  the 
officers  with  assault  and  with  being  disorderly  on  a  train.  A  preliminary 
hearing  was  held  before  a  magistrate  at  Woodbridge,  Prince  William  county, 
Va.  No  evidence  was  produced  at  the  hearing  by  the  defendants.  The  mag- 
istrate found  them  guilty.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Prince  William  cir- 
cuit court.  Before  the  case  was  tried,  one  of  the  defendants,  Mr.  Wm.  E. 
Payne,  was  murdered  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  In  the  case  of  the  other 
inspector  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  was  entered.    The  fines  and  costs  follow:

CASE  NO.  4. 

Commonwealth  vs.  Wm.  E.  Payne. 

This  case  arose  in  the  city  of  Richmond  as  the  result  of  the  arrest  of  a 
party  charged  with  unlawfully  transporting  ardent  spirits.  The  party  pro- 
cured a  cross  warrant  alleging  a  felonious  assault  by  the  inspector.  The 
case  was  tried  November  30,  1918,  by  the  police  justice  of  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond and  the  charge  against  the  officer  dismissed.    Below  are  the  costs:

Commonwealth  vs.  W.  C.  Hall.  H.  P.  Sweet,  J.  H.  Sullivan  and  W.  B. 

DUNLAVET. 

This  case  arose  at  Fisher's  Hill,  Shenandoah  county,  March  26,  1919,  as 
a  result  of  the  attempt  of  the  above  named  defendants,  all  of  whom  were  at 
that  time  inspectors  of  the  department,  to  arrest  two  persons  who  were 
attempting  to  bring  an  automobile  load  of  ardent  spirits  into  Virginia  in 
▼iolation  of  law.  The  parties  in  the  automobile  resisted  arrest  and  at- 
tempted to  kill  the  officers,  who  Were  thereupon  obliged  to  fire  In  self  de- 
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fense,  killing  both  of  the  occupants  of  the  automobile.  The  officers  were 
arrested  charged  with  murder.  Feeling  was  intense,  necessitating  a  change 
of  venue.  The  cases  were  removed  to  the  circuit  court  of  Prince  William 
county,  where  the  Commonwealth  twice  elected  to  try  W.  C.  Hall.  In  both 
insftances  a  hung  jury  resulted.  At  the  last  trial  the  indictment  against 
the  other  defendants  was  nolle  proseguied.  The  case  against  W.  C.  Hall  is 
still  pending.

CASE  NO.  7. 

Commonwealth  vs.  S.  L.  Chase  and  J.  J.  Oli\'eii. 

This  case  arose  in  Amelia  county,  in  October,  1919.  The  officers  were 
arrested*  charged  with  highway  robbery.  They  were  found  guilty  by  the 
ihagistrates  before  whom  the  preliminary  hearing  was  held  and  an  appeal 
noted  to  the  circuit  court.    The  charge  is  a  technical  one,  involving  a  ques- 
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tion  of  law.  There  have  been  no  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  this 
case  and  none  contracted  for — the  regular  attorneys  of  the  department  rep- 
resenting the  defendants.  The  case  is  still  pending.  It  is  estimated  that  if 
the  case  is  concluded  at  one  trial  the  expense  ¥rill  probably  not  exceed  |156. 

CASE  NO.  8. 

Commonwealth  vs.  S.  L.  Chase  and  J.  J.  Oliveb. 

This  case  arose  in  Bruns¥rick  county  in  November,  1919,  and  involves  an 
alleged  violation  of  the  prohibition  law.  The  case  is  still  pending.  No  ex- 
pense has  been  contracted  for,  and  none  expended,  the  regular  attorney  for 
the  department  representing  the  defendants.  It  is  estimated  that  if  the 
case  is  concluded  at  one  trial  the  expense  will  not  exceed  |150. 

CASE  NO.  9. 

Boyd  vs.  J.  Sidney  Peters,  Wm.  E.  Payne  and  P.  D.  Beattie. 

This  was  a  civil  action,  alleging  false  arrest,  against  the  above  named 
defendants  in  the  circuit  court  of  Mecklenburg  county.  The  outgrowth  of  a 
raid  conducted  by  the  department  in  which  an  illicit  distillery  was  seized 
in  full  operation,  in  the  capture  of  which  the  two  inspectors  above  named 
were  shot  but  succeeded  in  arresting  two  of  the  parties  present.  The  suit 
was  terminated  at  the  December,  1919,  term  of  the  Mecklenburg  circuit  court 
at  which  time  a  jury  returne^i  a  verdict  for  the  defendants.  There  have  been 
no  expenditures  in  connection  with  this  case.  There  is  anticipated  a  fee  of 
$50  to  Mr.  Chas.  T.  Reeks  and  a  fee  of  |300  to  Mr.  E.  W.  Hudgins  for  profes- 
sional services  as  attorneys  in  defending  the  action. 

CASE  NO.  10. 

C.  H.  CoAKLEY  vs.  J.  Sidney  Peters,  W.  C.  Hall,  J.  H.  Sullivan. 

This  is  a  civil  action  pending  in  the  circuit  court  of  Hanover  county 
against  the  above  named  defendants  in  which  the  plaintiff  alleges  that  his 
property  was  damaged  by  a  fire  caused  by  the  officers  of  the  department. 
No  expense  has  been  incurred  and  none  contracted  for.  It  is  estimated  that 
$150  will  cover  the  expenses. 

There  has  been  only  one  expenditure  for  legal  opinions,  other  than  those 
procured  from  regular  counsel  or  the  Attorney  General.  This  was  paid  to 
Mr.  Wyndham  R.  Meredith,  attorney  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  for  an  opinion 
concerning  the  rights  of  inspectors  and  deputies  of  the  Prohibition  Commis- 
sioner to  search  trains  operated  by  the  United  States  Railroad  Administra- 
tion on  which  ardent  spirits  were  being  unlawfully  transported,  as  follows:

The  cases  above  enumerated  constitute  all  of  the  prosecutions  sFhd  suits 
instituted  against  members  oC  the  Prohibition  Department  since  its  creation, 
November  1,  1918,  to  the  date  of  this  report,  with  the  amounts  expended.

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every  instance  the  prosecutions  or  suits  arose  in  connection  with  the  dis- 
charge of  duty  imposed  upon  these  officers  by  law  and  I  have  defended  them 
only  after  a  thorough  investigation  had  convinced  me  of  their  innocence.

I  respectfully  submit  herewith  to  your  honorable  body  a  copy  of  the  report 
prepared  in  connection  with  the  budget  and  administrative  studies,  which  were 
conducted  under  my  supervision  during  1918  and  1919,  as  required  by  the 
Virginia  budget  law,  relative  to  the  need  for  a  State  office  building  at  Richmond. 
It  had  been  my  desire  and  hope  to  be  able  to  include  a  request  for  a  suitable 
appropriation  for  a  State  office  building  in  the  Budget  submitted  to  your  honor- 
able body  on  January  14,  1920,  but  I  found,  in  view  of  the  high  cost  of  labor 
and  building  materials,  that  the  available  revenues  of  the  State,  as  reported  to 
me  at  that  time  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  would  not  justify  the 
inclusion  of  such  an  item  in  the  Budget  for  the  ensuing  biennium. 

I  have  thought  that  the  information  contained  in  this  report  should  be 
placed  before  the  General  Assembly,  and  I  earnestly  urge  that  this  question  of 
providing  a  special  appropriation  for  the  much  needed  State  office  building  at 
Richmond  be  given  most  careful  consideration  by  your  honorable  body  at 
this  session.

NEED  FOR  STATE  OFFICE  BUILDING 


Survey  Report  to  Hon.  Westmoreland  Davis 
Governor  of  Virginia 

By  LeRoy  Hodges  and  J.  H.  Bradford 
June  28,  1919 
A  modern  office  building  erected  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  would 
obviate  the  necessity  for  spending  thousands  of  dollars  of  public  funds  annually 
to  house  State  departments  in  private  buildings  at  the  seat  of  government  at- 
Richmond.    During  the  past  year  the  State  was  compelled  to  spend  $15,000  in 
order  to  provide  less  than  half  the  additional  floor  space  needed  for  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  State  departments.    In  order  to  expand  this  space  sufficiently 
to  meet  even  minimum  requirements,  the  Commonwealth  would  have  to  spend 
at  least  $25,000  annually,  or  the  equivalent  of  interest  at  five  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  an  investment  of  $500  000.     This  is  a*  sum  sufficient  to  build  and 
equip  a  State  office  building  of  ample  space  for  all  departments  which  cannot 
be  conveniently  quartered  in   the  Capitol  and  State  Library  building.     In 
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addition  to  the  saving  in  office  rent,  the  resultant  gain  to  the  State  in- increased 
departmental  efficiency  would  materially  offiset  the  cost  of  constructing  a  new 
building.  The  most  practicable  as  well  as  the  most  appropriate  way,  therefore, 
to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  Capitol  is  for  the  State  to  build  its  own  office 
building. 

An  investigation  made  under  direction  of  the  Governor  shows,  as  of  April  1, 
1919,  that  75,000  additional  square  feet  of  floor  space  is  necessary  in  order  to 
provide  sufficient  office  and  storage  space  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  State 
departments  located  at  Richmond.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  increase  of  about 
seventy-five  per  cent,  in  the  space  now  in  use,  which  amounts  to  103,404  square 
feet,  including  59,736  feet  used  for  office  and  43,668  feet  for  storage  purposes. 

Among  the  departmental  estimates  of  additional  floor  space  needed  are 
requests  for  25,000  square  feet  for  the  State  Library,  4,000  for  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts,  7,000  for  the  Adjutant  General,,  11,000  for  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Immigration,  2,700  for  the  State  Corporation  Commission,  3,500 
for  the  State  Highway  Commission,  and  2,400  for  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
Of  the  twenty-eight  State,  departments  at 'Richmond  there  are  ten  which  have 
been  compelled  to  rent  office  space  in  private  buildings  and  of  this  number  three 
have  rented  storage  space  also.  Three  other  departments  are  renting  storage 
space  but  not  office  space.  Of  the  twenty-eight  departments  only  five  reported 
that  no  additional  floor  space  was  needed. 

An  example  of  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  the  lack  of  adequate  floor 
space  for  the  departments  is  afforded  by  the  State  Corporation  Commission 
which  has  its  main  office  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Capitol  building  with  the 
office  of  its  counsel  on  the  first  floor,  the  Bureau  of  Insurance  on  the  basement 
floor,  the  Banking  Division  in  the  Travelers'  building  and  the  Engineering 
Division  in  the  Lyric  building.  The  State  Highway  Conmiission  is  somewhat 
similarly  situated,  having  its  main  office  in  the  Library  building,  its  engi- 
neering department  in  the  Lyric  building,  and  drafting  department  in  the 
Richmond  Hotel  building. 

Table  A  which  follows  shows  that  the  Commonwealth  is  now  disbursing 
about  $15,000  annually  in  providing  inadequate  office  and  storage  space  for 
departments  which  cannot  be  quartered  in  th6  Capitol  or  Library  buildings. 
This  e3q)enditure  is  equivalent  to  interest  for  one  year  at  five  per  cent,  on 
$300,000,  a  sum  which  would  go  far  toward  paying  the  entire  cost  of  building 
and  equipping  a  State  office,  building  of  suitable  dimensions  for  housing  the 
State  government.

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In  considering  additional  floor  space  for  the  State  departments,  the  require- 
ments of  the  Commission  of  Fisheries  have  been  included  in  the  estimates.  At 
present  the  office  of  the  Commission  of  Fisheries  is  located  at  Norfolk.  It  is 
thought  that  eventually  the  Commission  of  Fisheries  and  the  Department  of 
Game  and  Inland  Fbheries  will  be  consolidated  with  a  main  office  at  Richmond. 

Table  B,  which  follows,  shows  the  amount  of  rent  paid  annually  by  each 
State  department  at  the  seat  of  government  for  office  space  and  storage  space ; 
the  amount  of  floor  space  now  occupied  by  these  departments  for  both  office 
and  storage  purposes,  and  the  floor  space  for  each  of  these  purposes  which  is 
required  properly  to  house  the  several  departments  of  the  State  government  at 
Richmond.

INSURANCE  OF  STATE  PROPERTY 

Survey  Report  to  Hon.  Westmoreland  Davis 
Governor  of  Virginia 

By  LeRoy  Hodges  and  J.  H.  Bradford 
June  30,  1919 

Assumption  of  the  fire  risk  on  its  insurable  property  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia  would  enable  the  State  to  save  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  now  disbursed  each  year  in  fire  insurance  premiums.  On  the  basis  of 
the  insurance  in  force  on  January  1,  1919,  the  annual  cost  to  the  Conunonwealth 
of  policies  representing  less  than  half  the  value  of  the  State's  insurable  property' 
is  more  than  double  its  estimated  yearly  fire  losses.  Under  State  insurance 
this  excess  disbursement,  which  is  now  applied  to  the  payment  of  operating 
expenses  and  dividends  of  insurance  companies,  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  tax-payers. 

During  the  five-year  period,  1913-1917,  out  of  every  dollar  in  fire  insurance 
premiums  collected  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  only  49.5  cents  was  required  to 
compensate  fire  losses.  More  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  premiums  collected,  or 
50.5  cents  out  of  every  dollar,  was  retained  to  pay  operating  expenses  of  the 
insurance  companies  and  for  distribution  to  their  stockholders.  As  the  cost  of 
insuring  the  State's  property  at  its  full  value  would  amount  at  the  present  fire 
insurance  rates  to  approximately  $50,000  per  year,  the  annual  saving  to  the 
State  by  assuming  this  risk  would  amount  to  $25,000,  if  the  loss  ratio  was  the 
same  on  State  property  as  on  all  insured  property  in  the  State.    According  to 
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the  best  available  data,  however,  the  average  yearly  fire  loss  to  State  property 
does  not  exceed  $10,000,  which  would  mean  that  the  cost  of  State  insurance 
would  be  $40,000  less  per  annum  than  the  amount  required  to  insure  the  prop- 
erty at  its  full  value  with  private  corporations. 

During  the  year  1918,  the  actual  cost  to  the  State  of  insurance  policies 
representing  less  than  half  the  value  of  the  State's  insurable  property  was 
$24,737,  or  more  than  double  the  estimated  yearly  fire  loss  to  State  property. 

In  order  that  definite  information  might  be  available  as  to  the  value  of 
all  State  property,  and  the  extent  to  which  it  is  now  insured  with  private  cor- 
porations against  loss  from  fire,  a  report  was  obtained  by  the  Governor  in 
January,  1919,  from  the  head  of  each  department  and  institution  in  charge  of 
the  insurable  property  controlled  by  the  State.  As  a  result  of  the  information 
furnished  in  these  reports  it  is  possible  to  show  in  Table  A  which  follows,  as 
of  January  1,  1919,  the  estimated  value  of  all  State  buildings,  fixtures,  and 
equipment,  the  amount  of  fire,  boiler  explosion,  elevator  and  other  insurance 
carried,  the  annual  cost  of  such  insurance,  and  its  distribution  between  the 
various  companies  transacting  business  in  Virginia.

As  set  forth  in  the  table  above,  the  estimated  value  on  January  1st  of 
insurable  property  controlled  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  amounted  in 
buildings  to  $9,101,943,  and  in  fixtures  and  equipment  to  $1,890,256,  a  total  of 
^10,992,199.  This  property  value  is  represented  by  thirty-two  separate  units  or 
groups  of  buildings,  which  are  so  widely  scattered  as  to  preclude  the  possibility 
of  a  single  fire  involving  more  than  a  small  percentage  of  the  total  value.  As 
is  characteristic  of  public  institutions,  these  buildings  moreover  are  largely 
•constructed  of  non-inflammable  material,  such  as  brick  and  stone,  and  are 
located  at  such  a  distance  from  other  structures  as  to  present  a  relatively  low 
fire  risk.  It  is  entirely  practicable  and  eminently  desirable  for  the  State  to 
assume  this  entire  risk,  as  the  same  factors  which  now  make  the  business 
profitable  for  insurance  companies  would,  under  State  insurance,  inure  to  the 
l>enefit  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  form  of  a  reduction  of  fifty  per  cent,  or 
more  in  insurance  costs. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  that  the  State  is  already  carrying  the  fire 
risk  on  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  insurable  property,  the  total  fire  insurance 
in  effect  on  January  1,  1919,  amounting  to  only  $5,285,271,  leaving  assets  of 
^,706,928,  which  are  not  protected  by  policies  issued  by  insurance  companies. 
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The  annual  cost  of  the  various  policies  as  shown  in  Table  B  which  follows  is 
124,724,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  rate  of  46.8  cents  for  each  $100  of 
fire  insurance  carried.  The  State  is  also  insured  against  sundry  incidental 
hazards  including  boiler  explosion,  elevator,  burglary  and  live  stock  lif^,  in  the 
amount  of  $310,924  at  an  annual  cost  of  $1,354,  making  a  grand  total  of  $5,59Q,- 
194  of  insurance  in  force  on  January  Ist.  The  average  cost  per  $100  of  fire  and 
all  other  insurance  combined  is  46.6  cents.

In  view  of  the  fact  as  shown  by  the  above  table,  that  annual  disbursements 
on  the  part  of  the  State  of  approximately  $25,000  are  required  under  the  present 
system  for  fire  insurance  policies  representing  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
value  of  the  State's  property,  it  is  apparent  that  an  expenditure  of  approximately 
$50,000  annually  would  be  necessary  in  order  to  insure  the  property  of  the  State 
'  at  its  full  value  with  the  private  insurance  companies. 

While  no  definite  information  is  available  at  the  present  time  as  to  average 
yearly  fire  losses  to  State  property.  State  officials  who  are  in  touch  with  the 
different  institutions  and  departments  estimate  that  the  annual  loss  is  less  than 
$10,000.  It  is  possible  also  to  draw  some  conclusions  in  this  respect  from  the 
per  cent,  of  fire  losses  incurred  to  premiums  received  on  all  policies  written  by 
fire  insurance  companies  on  property  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 

This  ratio  is  shown  in  Table  C  which  follows.  The  figures  in  the  table  are 
taken  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  Commission  of  Insurance  of  Virginia  for 
the  five  years  1913-1917,  inclusive.

During  the  five-year  period  1913-1917,  the  losses  incurred  to  premiums 
received  on  fire  insurance  policies  issued  on  property  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
considered  in  the  aggregate,  were  49.5  per  cent.    If  it  is  assumed  that  the  leas 
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ratio  on  State  property  has  been  approximately  the  same  as  for  all  property 
covered  by  insurance  it  would  follow  that  the  State  is  receiving  in  return  for 
its  annual  disbursement  of  $25,000  in  fire  insurance  premiums,  less  than  $12,500 
annually  for  fire  losses.  Accurate  data  as  to  fire  losses  on  State  property  if 
£^vailable  would  not  improbably  show  that  the  average  loss  from  year  to  yeAr 
is  materially  less  than  $12,500.  It  is  highly  improbable  that  the  annual  lo^s 
exceeds  $10,000.  li- 

lt is  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  the  per  cent,  of  fire  losses 
to  premiums  in  the  United  States  as  a  whole  during  the  several  five-year  periods 
beginning  with  1894  and  ending  with  1913  varied  from  45.2  to  54.9.

For  the  whole  United  States  during  the  period  1887-1907,  which  included 
both  the  Baltimore  and  San  Francisco  fires,  for  every  dollar  paid  into  the 
insurance  companies  56  cents  was  burned  and  44  cents  was  retained  by  the 
companies.  According  to  the  report  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York  published  in  1911,  the  44  cents  was  divided 
up  as  follows :

The  net  underwriting  profit  it  should  be  observed  is  a  net  saving  out  of 
every  dollar  received  in  premiums. 

Under  State  insurance  disbursements  from  the  State  Treasury  would  be 
confined  to  the  amounts  necessary  to  replace  property  destroyed  by  fire.  It 
would  not  be  necessary  to  include  in  such  disbursements  as  is  now  the  case,  an 
additional  sum  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  operating  expenses  and  dividends 
of  insurance  companies. 

If  the  State's  annual  disbursement  in  fire  insurance  premiums,  amounting 
in  round  number  to  $25,000,  is  set  aside  in  a  reserve  fund  each  year  fot'ien 
years,  beginning  March  1,  1920,  and  allowed  to  accumulate  at  five  per  cent, 
interest  compounded  semi-annually,  and  if  the  annual  fire  loss  which  for  con- 
servatism may  be  estimated  at  $12,500  is  deducted  from  this  fund,  the  St^le 
after-paying  this  estimated  loss  will  have:  ;^..  >

INSURANCE    RATES    IN    THE    UNITED    STATES    COMPARED   WITH 
RATES  IN  EUROPEAN  COUNTRIES 

Some  indication  of  the  reductions  possible  in  insurance  costs  is  afforded  by 
a  comparison  between  the  rates  in  force  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign 
e6untries. 

The  following  data  relative  to  comparative  conditions  in  this  country  and 
in  Europe  are  quoted  from  a  report  made  to  Governor  Edward  F.  Dunne  on 
iilvestigation  of  fire  insurance  conditions  and  rates  in  Illinois,  by  Rufus  M< 
Potts,  Insurance  Commissioner,  in  1914: 

'*In  Norway  the  average  State  insurance  premium  in  the  rural  dis- 
,  tricts  for  the  period  of  1895  to  1897,  inclusive,  was  6.9  cents  per  $100 ; 

in  the  cities,  13.8  cents  per  $100.  Taking  both  the  city  and  country 
districts  together,  the  average  premium  for  the  period  was  11.7  cents 
per  $100.  The  rate  average  in  the  United  States  for  the  period  including 
these  years  was  103.7  cents  per  $100. 

"In  Switzerland  similarly  low  rates  prevail.     The  latest  year  for 
'  which  figures  are  available  is  1899   {Assurance  conlre  Ulncendie  par 

'  UEtat  oil  les  Cantons,  en  Suisse  &  Daus  les  pays  scandinaves,  Algave, 

1902  P.  6S)  in  which  the  sum  insured  was  6,320,561,515  francs  so  that 
,       the  premium  rate  in  American  money  would  amount  to  10.1  cents  per 
$100.     In  the  same  year  4,061,088  francs  were  returned  to  the  policy- 
holders for  fire  losses,  so  that  the  loss  ratio  was  59.2  per  cent,     The 
)  •  amount  of  the  surplus  for  the  year  is  not  given,  so  that  it  is  impossible 

».  to  calculate  what  the  expense  percentage  was  in  Switzerland  for  the 

year.     For  the  year  1897,  the  premium  rate  calculated  in  American 
money  was  11.5  cents  per  $100  and  the  loss  ratio  was  56.4  per  cent. 
'  •  For  the  same  reason  as  in  the  previous  year  it  is  impossible  to  get  the 

actual  expense  percentage.  For  the  United  States  the  premium  rates 
are  not  available  for  those  years  separately,  but  for  the  period  1891  to  • 
1900  the  average  rate  was  103.7  pe    $100. 

"On  the  authority  of  Das  Deutsche  Feuerversicherungswesen  Bieder- 
man,  et  al.,  1913,  Vol.  2,  p.  559,  the  average  premium  rate  for  the  public 
(State,  provincial,  city,  etc.)  insurance  institutions  throughout  the 
entire  Grerman  empire  for  1911  was  13.4  cents  per  $100.  This  is  approxi- 
mately one-ninth  of  the  average  rate  in  the  United  States  which  for 
those  periods  were  106.1  cei;its  per  $100  and  110.1  cents  per  $100,  respec- 
tively (Spectator  Year  Book  1914,  p.  20).  In  1911  these  German  State 
Insurance  Institutions  returned  as  losses  paid  to  the  premium  payers 
84.3  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  collected  from  them,  and  at  the  same 
time  added  to  their  reserve  2,292,113  marks,  consequently  the  entire 
expense  of  administration  was  only  13  per  cent.     For  the  five-year 
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period  1907  to  1911,  calculated  in  the  same  way,  the  expense  of  adminis- 
tration was  13.7  per  cent.  These  figures  may  be  contrasted  with  the 
average  of  about  46  per  cent,  expense  and  profit  in  American  eidtlL 
company  insurance. '^ 

As  no  comparison  of  rates  prevailing  in  the  United  States  and  foreign 
countries  is  of  practical  importance  unless  taken  in  connection  with  fire  losses, 
the  following  table  which  shows  the  fire  loss  per  capita  for  cities  of  the  same 
size  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  is  presented :

An  examination  of  the  foregoing  data  indicates  that  the  per  capita  fire  loss 
in  European  cities  is  about  one- third  as  great  as  the  per  capita  loss  in  cities  o£ 
the  same  size  in  the  United  States.  The  average  premium  per  $100  on  the 
other  hand  in  representative  European  countries  as  noted  above  is  less  than 
one-tenth  of  the  premium  charged  in  this  country. 

"Report  on  Fire  Influrance  Rates  in  Illinois,"  by  Maurice  H.  Robinson,  Ph.  D.,  prepared  for  tlie 
Economy  and  Efficiency  Committee  created  under  the  authority  of  the  Forty-eighth  General  Ainembly 
of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

On  January  1,  1919,  fire  insurance  in  effect  on  State  property  was  dis- 
tributed among  ninety-four  companies  of  which  the  Aetna  Insurance  Company 
was  first  in  importance  in  the  amount  of  fire  insurance  carried,  having  a  total 
of  $334)254.  Next  in  importance  tp  the  Aetna  in  the  order  mentioned  were  the 
Hartford  Fire  Insurance  Company  with  $325,016;  the  Girard  Fire  and  Marine 
Insurance  Company  with  $300,046;  the  National  Fire  Insurance  Company  with 
$276,930 ;  the  Insurance  Company  of  North  America  with  $267,421 ;  the  Virginia 
Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company  with  $215,133,  and  the  Great  American 
with  $214,692.  These  companies  have  issued  policies  which  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  $1,933,492,  or  more  than  thirty-six  per  cent,  of  the  total  fire  insur- 
ance carried  on  the  State's  property. 

Table  D  which  follows  shows  the  estimated  value  of  the  State's  insurable 
property,  the  amount  of  fire  and  other  specified  insurance  carried 
and  the  annual  cost  of  such  insurance,  by  State  departments  and  institutions. 

Table  E  shows  the  companies  which  have  issued  fire  and  other  specified 
kinds  of  insurance  policies  on  State  property,  and  the  total  amount  of  the 
specified  kind  of  insurance  carried  by  each  company. 

Table  F  which  is  then  presented,  shows  the  distribution  of  the  insurance 
policies  issued  by  each  company  among  the  various  State  departments  and 
institutions,  by  specified  kinds  of  insurance.

Minority  Report  of  Joint  Legislative  Commit- 
tee on  Insurance  Under  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act 


To  The  General  Assembly  Of  Virginia: 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  the  1918  session  o£  the  General 

Assembly  of  Virginia: 

"Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia  (the  Senate 
concurring),  That  a  committee,  composed  of  two  members  of  the 
Senate  and  three  members  of  the  House  be  appointed  by  the  respec- 
tive presiding  officers  thereof  to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly  upon  the  advisability  of  the  establishment  and  opera- 
tion of  a  State  administered  insurance  system  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  compensation  under  the  workmen's  compensation  law.  and 
as  to  whether  such  a  system  should  be  exclusive  or  be  operated  along 
with  other  designated  insurance  systems,  to  the  end  that  the  best 
interest  of  both  the  employers  and  employees  be  provided  for.  And 
said  committee  shall  file  as  a  part  of  its  report  a  draft  of  such  legis- 
lation as  will  make  such  system  as  may  be  recommended  effective." 

The  committee  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  resolution  held  two 
meetings  for  purposes  of  organization  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  when  it  was 
decided  to  hold  public  hearings,  just  as  the  resolution  appointing  the  com- 
mittee, seemed  to  suggest,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  views  of  those 
interested,  and  hearings  were  held  in  the  city  of  Roanoke,  Va..  on  Novem- 
ber 17th,  and  In  Richmond,  Va.,  on  November  18th,  19th  and  20th.  These 
hearings  were  well  attended  by  both   employers  and  employees. 

Our  conception  of  the  duties  of  this  comm'ttee  was  not  to  give  our 
personal  views,  but  rather  the  views  reflected  by  the  different  interests  in- 
volved at  these  hearings,  coupled  with  our  investigations  and  observations 
of  the  different  State  funds  of  other  States.  For  these  reasons,  we  can- 
not agree  with  the  majority  report  of  this  committee,  who,  without  giv- 
ing any  facts  to  base  their  conclusions  upon,  simply  say,  "We  have  given 
the  matter  under  consideration  considerable  study,  in  addition  to  hearing 
the  opposing  views  from  a  practical  and  theoretical  standpoint,  and  with- 
out further  preliminaries,  proceed  to  state  our  recommendations  as  to  In- 
surance under  the  act,  add'ng  briefly  our  reasons  therefor." 

It  is  earnestly  submitted  that  the  results  of  these  hearings  were  over- 
whelmingly against  the  idea  of  State  insurance,  as  viewed  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  State  as  a  whole.  At  the  Roanoke  meeting,  but  three  mem- 
bers of  the  employing  public  were  willing  to  go  so  far  as  to  advocate  State 
monopolistic  insurance.  Several  employers  representing  coal  companies  and 
lumber   companies,   expressed   a  willingness  to   see   the   experiment   tried. 
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but  they  were  unwilling  to  pledge  themselves  to  the  principle.  Their  at- 
titude was  very  frankly  stated  to  be  that  they  preferred  a  wide  open  field, 
but  that  if  "in  the  wisdom  of  the  committee,"  a  State  insurance  fund  should 
be  recommended,  that  they  would  not  be  averse  to  seeing  the  experiment 
tried,  provided  self-insurance  would  be  permitted. 

The  whole  agitation  in  th  s  matter,  was  confined  to  representatives  of 
but  seven  per  cent  of  the  entire  pay  roll  of  the  State,  namely,  the  lum- 
ber interests  composing  two  per  cent,  and  the  coal  Interests,  five  per  cent 
It  has  been  stated  publicly,  that  both  the  majority  of  the  companies  and 
the  majority  of  the  stock  in  the  Goal  Operators  A-sisociation  of  Virginia, 
in  meeting  assembled,  voted  against  State  insurance,  which  leaves  the 
whole  agitation,  so  far  as»  your  committee  is  concerned,  to  but  two  per  cent 
of  the  entire  pay  roll  of  the  State,  and  affecting  principally  the  lumber 
interests.  We  are  reliably  informed  that  the  bill  which  is  now  before 
the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  was  prepared  by  the  paid  legal  repre- 
sentatives of  the  lumber  Interests  of  Virgina,  which,  as  before  stated, 
represents  but  two  per  cent  of  the  entire  pay  roll  of  this  Commonwealth. 
Representatives  of  two  of  the  largest  coal  operations  in  Southwest  Vir- 
ginia, stated  emphatically  before  the  committee  in  Roanoke,  that  they 
were  opposed  to  State  insurance,  and  that  they  preferred  a  wide  open  field. 

At  the  R'chmond  hearings  of  the  committee,  the  sentiment  was.  unan- 
imously against  State  Insurance .  from  the  standpoint  of  the  employing 
public.  Prominent  business  men  of  this  section  of  Virginia,  appeared 
in  lar«:e  numbers  before  the  committee,  and  the  Chambers  of  Commerce 
of  both  Norfolk  and  Richmond,  emphatically  opposed  any  movement  of 
this  charartcer.  The  Newport  News  Shipbuilding  and  Dry  Dock  Company, 
one  of  the  largest  employers  of  labor  in  this  section,  stated  to  the  com- 
mittee that  they  preferred  a  wide  open  field,  though  they  carried  their 
own  insurance. 

Repre^ntatives  of  some  of  the  labor  organizations  appeared  in  favor 
of  State  insurance,  but  it  is  understood  that  they  have,  for  the  greater  part, 
since  that  time,  declared  themselves  in  favor  of  strengthening  the  pres- 
ent Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

It  was  stated  before  the  committee  several  times,  and  not  success- 
fully refuted,  that  the  State  insurance  funds  of  other  Stlites  had  not  been 
successful,  and  it  was  admitted  that  their  service  is  inefiicient;  that  delays 
were  the  rule  and  not  the  exception;  that  inspections  and  safety  methods 
were  practically  ignored,  and  that  the  insurance  companies  rendered  a  ser- 
vice that  was  not  approached  in  any  State  in  the  Union  having  State  in- 
surance. 

It  is  earnestly  submitted  that  nothing  developed  at  any  of  these  hear- 
ings that  justifies  the  majority  report  submitted  by  this  committee. 

It  was  also  brought  out  at  these  hear.ngs,  that  several  States  had  recent- 
ly appointed  committees  to  investigate  this  same  subject,  among  the  prin- 
cipal of  which  were  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  and  all  of  them 
had  reported  against  State  insurance  funds. 

STATE  INSURANCE. 
As  has  heretofore  been  suggested  to  this  committee,  the  subject  of 
Staie  ia8iura&«e^aa  been  thoroughly  canvassed  4fi  a  4arf(e  Bumbm*  of  Btates. 
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Since  January  1,  1915,  compensation  laws  have  gone  into  effect  in 
nineteen  States,  and  put  two  of  these  namely,  Wyoming  and  North  Dakota, 
have  adopted  monopolistic  State  insurance.  The  latter  State  is  under  the 
complete  domination  of  the  so-called  "Non-Partisan  League."  Nine  other 
States,  namely,  Californ'a,  Colorado,  Montana,  Utah,  Idaho,  Mictiigan, 
Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Maryland,  five  of  which  are  in  that  section 
of  the  country  in  which  radical  legislation  is  more  expected,  have  pro- 
vided for  funds  In  competition  with  other  insurance  carriers,  while  twelve 
States,  including  Indiana,  Maine,  Oklahoma,  Vermont,  Kentucky,  South 
Dakota,  Delaware,  Virginia,  New  Mexico,  Tennessee,  M'ssouri  and  Alabama, 
have   rejected   State   insurance. 

The  able  commission  which  drafted  the  compensation  laws  of  Vir- 
ginia, after  careful  investigation,  decided  against  State  insurance  of  any 
sort,  believing  that  the  State  should  confine  its  activities  to  regulating 
and  governing  the  public  affairs  of  people,  but  that  It  should  not  engage 
in  any  kind  of  business  which  is  highly  specialized,  or  made  up  of  ex- 
pert activities. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  conditions  In  Virginia  have  not  chang- 
ed since  this  commission  made  its  report  and  the  feeling  has  even  become 
stronger,  that  it  would  be  unwise  and  exceedingly  dangerou^i  to  launch  in- 
to a  highly  specialized  enterprise  Ike  the  insurance  business. 

In  only  seven  States,  namely,  Nevada,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Washington,  West 
Virginia,  Wyoming  and  North  Dakota,  is  there  exclusive  State  insurance. 
The  experience  in  these  States,  taken  as  a  whole,  has  been  far  from  sat- 
isfactory. 

We  are  impressed  with  another  feature  which  we  feel  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  namely,  that  the  part  es 
who  are  primarily  interested  in  furthering  State  insurance  at  this  time,  are, 
and  always  have  been,  opposed  to  the  principles  of  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation, and  we  feel  that  we  are  not  divulging  any  confidence,  when  we 
state  that  the  majority  of  this  committee  expressed  serious  doubts  as 
to  whether  the  State  should  at  this  time  launch  into  the  insurance  business, 
and,  they  also  gave  expression  to  sentiments)  which  were  not  altogether 
favorable  to  the  basic  idea  of  workmen's  compensation.  We  refer,  in  this 
connection,  to  that  section  of  their  report  in  which  special  emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  sacrifice  which  lawyers  have  been  obliged  to  make  on  ac- 
count of  the  adoption  of  the  principle  of  compensation. 

In  short,  we  are  convinced  that  the  question  is  simply  one  of  rates, 
which  time  will  properly  adjust,  and  we  fall  to  see  the  wisdom  of  dis- 
rupting the  whole  system  of  workmen's  compensation,  and  bringing  it 
into  discredit  and  disrepute,  for  the  satisfaction  of  so  small  a  percentage 
of  the  employing  public  of  the  State  of  Virginia. 

SELF   INSURANCE. 

While  the  majority  report  of  this  committee  seems  to  be  directed  at 
the  insurance  carriers  who  are  doing  a  proper  and  legitimate  business  in 
the  State  of  Virginia,  the  real  purpose  of  the  proponents  of  State  in- 
surance Is  to  impose  upon  the  State  of  Virginia  the  burden  of  carrying 
the  extra  hazardous,  and  to  some  extent,  a  large  percentage  of  the  irre-

sponsible  risks  of  this  State.  The  ultimate  goal  of  any  sort  of  State  n- 
surance  is  monopolistic  State  insurance,  and  Mr.  R.  J.  Hoage,  a  federal 
office  holder  from  Washington,  who  was  present  at  both  the-  Roanoke  and 
Richmond  hearings,  stated  very  frankly  that  the  success  of  any  State  fund, 
in  his  opinion,  depended  upon  its  being  made  absolutely  monopolistic. 
Mr.  Hoage  gave  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  committee,  both  In  Roanoke  and 
in  Richmond,  trying  to  j^mpress  upon  It,  the  advantages  of  the  so-called 
"German  System"  of  the  State  of  Washington,  with  which  he  is  more  or 
less  familiar,  and  we  have  since  learned  that  he  expects  to  appear  before 
the  committees  of  this  General  Assembly;  but  w^  feel  that  we  are  safe 
in  saying  that  his  very  advanced  views  on  State  insurance  will  never 
appeal  to  conservative  Virginians. 

We  feel  constrained  to  say  to  the  employers  of  Virginia  who  are  prin- 
cipally interested  in  self  insurance,  that  the  present  bill  1«  simply  a  sub- 
terfuge, and  that,  at  the  succeeding  sessions  of  the  legislature,  they  will 
be  forced  to  become  a  part  of  the  State  monopolistic  plan.  If  the  system 
is  to  succed  at  all,  the  strong  must  support  the  weak,  and  this  is  the 
basic  idea  of  the  whole  system  or  scheme.  There  is  no  State  fund  In 
the  United  States,  whatever  may  be  said  to  the  contrary,  under  which  the 
strong  does  not  contribute  to  the  weak,  and  the  burdens  of  the  extra 
hazardous  are  shared  by  the  less  hazardous  occupations  of  the  State. 

GENERAL   OBSERVATION. 

Governor  Burnquist  of  Minnesota,  in  which  State  there  was  waged 
a  bitter  struggles  for  State  insurance,  saya, 

"The  workman  is  entitled  to  laws  which  will  furnish  him  cer- 
tain and  prompt  payment  of  claims  arising  under  the  State  Com- 
pensation Act.  Employers  should  be  compelled  to  insure  in  com- 
panies approved  and  regulated  by  State  authority  or  furnish  suf- 
ficient bonds  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  compensation  to  which 
employes  are  entitled  under  the  law.  Self-insurance,  on  the  part 
of  employers,  should  be  permitted  only  under  safe  guarantees.  The 
State  can  best  protect  its  wage-earnerg  through  proper  regulation 
of  employers  and  those  who  insure  them.  In  this  matter,  as  in  all 
other  legislative  matters,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  application  of  that 
princinle  of  legislation  which  will  not  destroy  the  free  and  fair 
exercise  of  individual  initiative  in  any  enterprise  that  can  be  as 
well  or  better  conducted  by  private  management." 

Col.  Henry  W.  Anderson,  who  recently  addressed  the  Housb  of  Dele- 
gates of  Virginia,  stated  that  there  was  less  individual  liberty  in  business 
in  the  United  States,  than  in  any  country  in  the  world,  and  we  feel  that 
State  insurance  is  so  clearly  paternalistic,  that  it  will  not  appeal  to  the 
conservative  business  people  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Hon.  Frank  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Insurance  in  New  Jersey,  says, 

"So  far  as  my  attitude  toward  this  question  is  concerned,  I  can 
only  say  that  I  am  opposed  to  a  monopolistic  State  fund,  for  the 
reason  that  I  believe  insurance  is  a  science  and  the  best  results 
can  be  obtained  by  having  the  business  conducted  by  those  who  are 
trained  in  that  line  of  endeavor.  I  believe  that  the  Government 
either  Federal  or  State,  should  not  engage  in  business  unless  It  is 
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-  deariy   demonstrated    that    that    particular    business   cannot    be    as 
well  conducted  by  others."^ 

Hon.  J.  S.  Phillips,  Superintendent  of  Insurance  in  New  York,  speak- 
ing of  State  insurance,  says, 

"In  no  respect  does  the  proposal  tend  to  better  the  condition  of 
the  workers,  while  it  does  threaten  to  involve  the  State  in  an  end- 
less complexity  of  administrative  duties  which  is  entirely  foreign  to 
the  proper  functions  of  our  governmental  system." 

Hon.  T.  H.  McGregor  of  Austin,  Texas,  for  two  years  Chairman  of 
the  Texas  Industrial  Accident  Board,  says, 

"State  insurance  means  that  the  State,  through  certain  consti- 
tuted"  officers,  acts  as.  and  performs  the  functions  of  an  insurance 
company  in  the  administration  of  that  branch  of  a  given  compensa- 
tion act.  It  is  Immaterial  whether  such  insurance  be  competitive 
or  monopolistic,  as  I  regard  the  principle  imderlying  State  insur- 
ance as  wrong  theoretically,  practically  and  politically,  and  as  in- 
defensible economically  when  considered  as  a  function  of  govern- 
ment. The  State  in  either  case  has  the  management  as  contra-dis- 
tinguished from  the  control  of  the  risks,  rates,  rules,  business,  etc., 
covering  the  entire  field  of  such  insurance. 

"Insurance  is  both  a  technical  and  scientific  business  and  chal- 
lenges a  skill,  energy,  knowledge  and  efficiency  not  found,  as  a  rule, 
in  the  public  service. 

"Whenever  this  scheme  (State  insurance)  is  pressed  on  the 
theory  of  economy  it  must,  to  challenge  attention,  come  either  from 
the  people  at  large  who  ultimately  pay,  or  from  the  employers  who 
primarily  pay  the  premiums.  Every  State  department  seems  to  be 
created  with  the  primary  purpose  of  making  positions  with  salaries. 
We  are  the  most  wasteful  and  extravagant  of  all  nations.  Retrench- 
ment and  economy  has  long  been  the  slogan  in  political  campaigns, 
both  State  and  National,  while  the  tax  rate  has  continued  to  climb 
higher  and  hgher  until  we  are  now  becoming  a  taxridden  people. 
We  are  taxed  to  run  our  government,  and  any  man  whom  you  meet 
will  tell  you,  and  truthfully,  that  we  waste  enormous  sums  of  money 
in  every  department  of  the  government,  city,  county.  State  and  Na- 
tional. Yet  new  offices  are  created,  new  departments  are  established, 
new  bureaus  are  opened,  new  avenues  to  the  people*s  treasury  are 
explored  and  exploited,  and  the  people  pay  the  bills  until  we  are  in 
the  midst  of  a  veritable  saturnalia  of  taxation. 

"The  waste  in  the  public  service  is  greater  than  it  is  in  private 
enterprise.  The  quantum  of  work  per  individual  in  private  business 
is  more  than  it  is  in  public  service,  as  everbody  knows.  I  deny 
that  the  State  can  reduce  the  cost  of  insurance  and  at  the  same  t-me 
give  either  a  satisfactory  or  an  adequate  service.  I  believe  and  as- 
sert that  private  individuals  can  give  a  better  service  than  can  the 
State.  If  the  State  can't  run  its  own  business  except  with  extra- 
vagance and  waste,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  it  wll  run  some- 
body  else's   business   with   profitable   economy." 

We  could  quote  any  number  of  authorities  who  are  among  the  lead- 
ing thinkers  on  this  sub  jet  throughout  this  country,  who  are  violently  op- 
posed to  the  principle  of  State  insurance,  but  in  a  report  of  this  character, 
we  do  not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  dwell  upon  this  at  any  great  length. 

We  feel  that  we  should  say  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  that 
the  Insurance  Department  of  the  State  of  Virginia  is  opposed  to  launching 
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the  State  into  an  enterprise  of  this  character,  and  it  is  respectfully  -€ub- 
mitted  that  the  judgment  of  this  department  ts  the  most  valuable  ex- 
pression on  the  subject  that  we  can  bring  to  your  consideration. 

Especially  significant,  also,  is  the  following  resolution,  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  National  Convention  of  Insurance  Commissioners,  held  in 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  April,  1919. 

"Whereas,  There  appears  to  be  a  wide-spread  desire  on  the  part 
of  many  leaders  among  working  men  to  confine  the  insurance  on 
industrial  accidents  to  monrpolistic  State  funds,  and 

"Whereas,  This  desire  seems  to  arise  from  a  belief  that  such 
State  Insurance  will  open  the  way  for  a  higher  scale  of  benefits  to 
injured  workmen  and  to  a  more  speedy  settlement  of  claims  if  the 
insurance  is  carried  in  State  funds. 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  this  convention  go  on  record  as 
to  the  following  facts: 

"1.  That  the  scale  of  benefits  to  the  injured  workmen  depends 
only  on  the  terms  of  the  compensation  law,  which  in  turn  reflects 
the  sense  of  social  justice  in  the  community. 

"2.  There  is  no  assurance  of  speedier  settlements  from  State 
funds,  but  on  the  contrary,  prompt  settlements  will  be  better  se- 
cured by  leaving  the  field  of  insurance  open  to  competition. 

"3.  That  competition  between  all  forms  of  insurance  not  only 
gives  the  employer  full  liberty  of  choice  in  insurance  protection  to 
which  he  is  entitled,  but  it  also  develops  the  science  of  accident 
prevention  and  educates  the  employers  to  full  utilization  thereof,  be- 
cause the  self-interest  of  the  insureers  forces  them  to  be  active  in 
accident  prevention. 

"Therefore  be  it  further  resolved.  That  this  convention  express 
its  conviction  that  the  permanent  interests  of  the  employer  and  the 
employee  are  better  served  by  competitive  insurance  rather  than 
by  State  monopolistic  funds  in  respect  to  safety  of  coverage,  prompt- 
ness of  settlements  and  progress  in  accident  prevention  which  is 
one  of  the  main  benefits  to  the  employee." 

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  certain  material  amend- 
ments to  the  present  workmen's  compensation  law,  so  that  it  may  be  made 
more  effective  in  its  operation.  Bills  covering  these  amendments  will 
be  submitted,  and  we  feel  that  this  isf  the  real  service  that  the  General 
As&embly  of  Virginia  can  render  the  employing  public,  as  well  as  the 
employees  of  this  Commonwealth  at  this  time. 

The  act  has  been  in  operation  for  a  period  of  one  year,  during  which 
time  it  has  given  general  satisfaction,  and  the  only  evidence  of  dissatis- 
faction comes  from,  we  may  .say,  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  pay  roll 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  this  is  a  matter  of  rates,  purely  and  simply. 
The  insurance  commissioner  frankly  tells  this  General  Assembly,  that  the 
experience  of  Virginia  Is  not  yet  sufficient  to  definitely  and  properly  ad- 
just rates.  The  indU'Strial  commission  has  given  entire  satisfaction,  and 
the  whole  outlook  is  promising,  and  we  feel  that  if  the  act  can  be  permit- 
ted to  operate  in  its  amended  form  for  two  years,  that  all  of  our  problems 
will  be  solved. 

The  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  his  message  to  the  General 
Assembly,   pays   a  very   high   compl*ment   to   the   principle   of  workmen's 
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compenflation,  and  make  certain  recommendations  which  have  our  hearty 
approval,  but  which  are  absolutely  impossible  of  accomplishment  under 
State  insurance: 

"The  general  principle  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law  en- 
acted in  1918,  has  met  a  long  felt  want  in  industrial  Virginia.  As 
compared  with  similar  laws  in  other  States,  its  rates  are  high,  the 
period  of  wating  long,  and  the  benefits  small. 

"This  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  make  it  comparably  favor- 
able with  the  compensation  laws  of  other  States. 

"There  are  three  phases  of  service  that  should  be  rendered  by 
an  industrial  insurance  system;  the  one  preventive,  the  other  and 
most  common,  compensatory,  and  the  third  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
injured. 

"This  is  an  age  of  prevention.  The  world  is  now  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  the  treaty  of  peace  and  its  convenants  that  future  war 
may  be  prevented,  prevention  is  the  most  advanced  thought  of  science 
In  medicine,  and  man  power  saved  to  the  State  from  an  economic 
and  social  standpoint  is  far  more  important  than  the  laudable  en- 
deavor to  compensate  for  injury,  or  than  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
injured. 

"After  disabled  workers  have  been  paid  compensation  the  work 
of  rehabilitating  the  industrial  cripples  eliould  be  begun.  The  scope 
of  our  industrial  commission  should  be  broadened  to  include  not  only 
prevention  of  accidents  but  also  the  rehabilitation  of  industrial  crip- 
ples. Massachusetts,  California,  Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania  have 
undertaken  this  work,  and  '^Mrginia  £hould  through  a  committee  of 
Investigation  inform  herself  as  to  her  duty  to  those  of  her  citizens 
who  are  fighting  or  have  been  fallen  in  her  struggle  for  industrial 
supremacy." 

We  wish  to  say  in  closing,  that  we  are  most  emphatically  opposed  to 
launching  the  State  of  Virginia  into  any  commercial  enterprise.  We  feel 
that  the  State  of  Virginia  might  as  well  legislate  on  the  subject  of  coal 
or  any  necessity  of  life,  and  we  feel  that  it  could  do  so  with  a  great  deal 
more  justification.  We  do  not  feel  that  it  is  fair  to  insurance  companies 
who  have  paid  their  taxes  without  complaint,  whose  agents  are  among 
our  very  best  citizens,  to  deprive  them  of  an  opportunity  to  pursue  their 
legitimate  business  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 

Summed  up  briefly,  we  are  opposed  to  State  insurance  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1.  Governmental  control  and  supervision  has  proven  up  to  this  time, 
an  absolute  failure,  and  we  would  be  loath  to  see  Virgin!a  launch  upon  a 
paternalistic  enterprise  of  this  character. 

2.  It  tends  to  throw  the  whole  system  of  workmen's  compensation 
into  the  political  field,  where  inefflc'.ency,  extravagance  and  official  posi- 
tions are  the  outstanding  characteristics. 

a  The  system  is  inefficient,  and  the  only  recommendation  that  has 
been  advanced  in  its  favor  is  the  question  of  cheapness,  which  in  Itself, 
is  a  question. 

4.  The  principle  is  absolutely  unsound,  and  the  State  is  utterly  help- 
less in  coping  with  the  intricacies  of  a  technical  business. 

5.  It  was  admitted  time  and  again  befare  the  committee,  that  acci- 
dent pFevention,  safety  methods  €um}  Inspecttons  were  practically  worth- 
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less  under  State  insurance.    These  are  among  the  most  desirable  things  to 
be  accomplished  under  workmen's  compensation. 

6.  It  was  admitted  time  and  again  that  the  services  in  settlement  of 
claims,  reporting  accidents  and  other  matters  under  State  Insurance,  are 
absolutely  inefficient.

Joint  Committee  Appointed  To  Investigate 
the  Department  of  Prohibition 


Resolution  Authorizing  the  Investigation. 

Whereas,  it  is  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  citizens  of  Virginia  and  more 
especially  to  the  Ceneral  Assembly  to  know  the  exact  revenue  seizures 
and  receipts  accruing  to  the  State  through  the  instrumentality  and  activities 
of  the  Department  of  Prohibit  on  and  to  know  the  exact  disbursements 
made  by  said  department;  and, 

Whereas,  the  report  of  the  Prohibition  Department  fails  to  show  this: 
and. 

Whereas,  information  has  been  requested  of  the  said  department,  which 
the  Prohibition  Commissioner  hvis  declared  himself  unable  to  give. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia,  the 
Senate  concurring. 

First:  That  a  comrlete  investigation  be  had  of  the  said  Department  of 
Prohibition  and  especially  the  accounts. 

Second:  That  for  this  purpose  there  is  hereby  created  a  committee  of 
four,  consisting  of  two  from  the  House  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker, 
and  two  from  the  Senate  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. 

Third:  That  the  State  Accountant  is  hereby  directed  and  authorized 
to  pioceed  to  carry  out  the    ntents  and  p-irroses  of  this  resolution. 

Fourth:  That  the  aforesaid  committee  is  directed  to  proceed  upon  it,s 
duties  immediately  upon  appointment,  and  ie  hereby  directed,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  examine  all  records,  books  and  accounts  of  the  afore- 
said department,  and  to  summon  witnesses  if  in  their  opinion  necessary, 
and  they  shall  report  as  soon  as  possible  their  findings  and  recommenda 
tions  under  this  reFolution  to  the  General  Assembly  before  the  end  of  the 
r  resent  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Report  of  the  Committee. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

We  the  undersigned  Joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General 
Assembly  appointed  pursuant  to  the  Hpuse  Joint  Resolution  adopted  on  thct 
2nd  day  of  March,  1920,  to  investigatef  ;t'he  pefartmeiit  of  Prohibition  bej^ 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report :"   ■  .....    v  v.  • 
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1.  That  pursuant  to  said  resolution  the  undersigned  committee  met  on 
the  5th  day  of  March  and  organized  by  electing  Senator  Morgan  R,  Mills 
chairman,  and  as  directed  by  the  third  paragraph  of  the  Joint  Resolution 
instructed  the  State  Accountant  to  make  a  complete  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Prohibition  Department  covering  the  period  to  March  1,  1920.  A  re- 
port of  the  organization  of  the  committee  was  transmitted  to  both  branches 
of  the  General  Assembly  jointly  announcing  that  the  committee  would  hold 
a  public  hearing  in  the  Corporation  Commission  Court  Room,  Capitol  Build- 
ing, on  Monday  night,  March  8,  1920,  at  eight  o'clock  P.  M.,  at  which  time 
and  place  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  citizens  would  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  prefer  charges  against  the  Prohibition  Department. 

2.  The  committee  met  at  the  appointed  place  and  time,  all  members  be- 
ing present. 

3.  A  statement  was  presented  to  the  committee  by  Hon.  W.  L.  Joyce 
of  Patrick  county,  and  Hon.  Wilbur  C.  Hall  of  Loudoun,  two  of  the  patrons 
of  the  resolution,  asking  for  the  investigation  of  the  department,  which 
stated  to  the  effect,  that  the  Joint  Resolution  upon  which  the  committer> 
was  acting  had  been  delayed  so  long  in  the  Senate,  that  its  object  had  in 
part  been  accomplished  by  the  selection  of  a  Prohibition  Commissioner,  and 
that  they  had  no  desire  to  appear  before  the  committee. 

4.  Senator  Deal  of  Norfolk  city,  filed,  by  request,  with  the  committee 
a  petition  signed  by  certain  Norfolk  citizens,  and  to  this  petition  there  was 
attached  a  newspaper  clipping  which  stated  that  a  .negro  man  had  been 
placed  under  arrest  in  Richmond  charged  with  transporting  liquor,  and  that 
in  his  defense  the  negro  had  presented  a  permit  from  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Prohibition,  and  that  the  police  justice  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
had  dismissed  the  case.  Senator  Deal  stated  that  he  had  no  charges  to 
prefer  and  explained  that  he  was  submitting  the  petition  to  the  committee 
by  the  request  of  the  signers. 

5.  Hon.  T.  L.  Felts,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  from  the  coun- 
ty of  Carroll,  appeared  and  filed  certain  aflidavits  criticising  the  depart- 
ment for  not  co-operating  with  the  local  officials  of  the  town  of  Pocahontas 
and  for  not  co-operating  with  an  employee  of  his  who  had  also  qualified 
as  a  deputy  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Tazewell  and  located  at  Pocahontas, 
and  of  alleged  misconduct  of  two  of  the  inspectors  of  the  Department  of 
Prohibition,,  while  making  certain  investigations  in  the  town  of  Pocahon 
tas.  Mr.  Felts  stated  that  it  was  not  his  purpose  to  make  charges  against 
the  Prohibition  Department,  but  in  a  manner  of  criticism  he  might  help 
the  department.  Mr.  Felts  suggested  that  the  annual  report  of  the  de- 
partment had  failed  to  give  proper  credit  to  the  officers  of  the  localities  in 
the  totals  published  in  the  report  of  arrests  made,  convictions  and  fines 
collected.  Mr.  Felts  disclaimed  making  any  charges  against  the  depart- 
ment whatever,  rtating  that  he  came  to  criticise  and  to  help.  Mr.  Felts 
also  criticised  the  department  for  not  differentiating  in  its  annual  report 
between  arrests  made,  convictions  had  and  fines  collected  by  local  officers 
and  officers  of  the  Prohibition  Department. 

6.  After  having  fully  heard  the  complaints  above  enumerated,  the  com- 
mittee again  called  for  such  other  charges  or  complaints  as  any  one  present 
might  desire  to  make  against  the  department  or  against  the  Prohibition 
Commissioner,  and  no  further  complaints  being  made  and  no  charges  being 
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preferred,  the  committee  then  called  on  Dr.  J.  Sidney  Peters,  Commissioner 
of  Prohibition,  for  a  statement  in  relation  to  the  newspaper  article  appear- 
ing in  the  Norfolk  paper,  and  also  the  statement  of  Mr.  Felts.  Dr.  Peters 
stated  as  follows:  That  the  permit  referred  to  in  the  newspaper  article 
attached  to  the  petition  presented  by  Senator  Deal  had  been  issued  by  the 
Department  to  a  highly  reputable  citizen  of  Richmond  city,  under  full  au- 
thority of  law,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to  the  city  whiskey  for  medicinal 
purposes  for  his  son,  who  was  suffering  with  tuberculosis;  and  that  the 
negro  was  the  messenger  of  said  citizen  who  had  been  sent  after  the  whis- 
key. Dr.  Peters  further  stated  that  there  was  strong  suspicion  that  the 
negro  had  abused  the  privilege  of  the  permit,  but  that  after  investigation 
he  was  unable  to  obtain  sufficient  evidence  to  prove  this. 

Prior  to  this  the  negro  had  been  Investigated  by  the  police  Justice  of 
the  city  of  Richmond,  before  whom  he  was  arraigned  by  police  officers, 
and  dismissed. 

The  Commissioner  of  Prohibition  in  reply  to  criticisms  of  Delegate  Felts 
stated  that  it  was  almost  the  invariable  rule  of  the  department  to  co-operate 
with  local  officers,  but  that  in  the  Pocahontas  instance  he  had  not  done 
this  for  the  reason  that  he  had  been  requested  by  some  local  citizens  to 
investigate  the  conduct  of  some  of  the  local  officers  themselves,  for  which 
purpose  he  had  sent  to  the  town  of  Pocahontas  two  of  his  most  reliable 
inspectors,  said  inspectors  while  making  these  investigations  and  before 
making  any  arrests,  as  a  result  thereof,  were  in  turn  arrested  by  the  local 
officers  on  the  charge  of  carrying  concealed  weapons,  which  charge  was  dis- 
missed after  their  identity  and  official  position  was  disclosed,  thereby  hin- 
dering them  in  the  further  discharge  of  their  duties  at  that  place.  One  of 
these  inspectors  was  Mr.  E.  H.  Staley,  who  is  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
United  States  Revenue  Department,  who  was  not  present.  The  other  in- 
spector was  Mr.  S.  L.  Chase,  who  was  at  the  committee  meeting  and  who 
substantiated  the  statement  of  the  commissioner,  and  indignantly  denied 
any  allegation  of  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  himself  and  associate  in- 
spector, Mr.  Staley. 

Commissioner  Peters  further  explained  in  reply  to  the  criticisms  of 
Delegate  Felts  that  the  report  did  not  differentiate  between  the  activities 
of  local  and  department  officials,  that  the  laws  did  not  require  such  differ- 
entiation and  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  attempt  to  make  it  and  that  in  many 
instances  arrests  and  convictions  would  be  the  result  of  the  Joint  action  of 
local  officers  and  representatives  of  his  department  and  that  an  effort  to 
divide  the  credit  for  arrests,  convictions  and  fines  would  have  resulted  in 
confusion  and  jealousies  injurious  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

Senator  G.  Walter  Mapp  made  a  statement  before  the  committee  giving 
in  detail  the  history  of  the  investigating  resolution  from  the  time  it  ap- 
peared in  the  Senate,  in  which  he  stated  that  on  the  23rd  day  of  February 
the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  which  he  was  chairman, 
he  called  a  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Moral  and  Social  Welfare 
for  the  following  day  to  consider  it,  giving  notice  in  person  to  Delegate 
Norris,  first  patron  appearing  on  the  resolution,  with  directions  for  him  to 
notify  the  others,  which  he  was  advised  by  Delegate  Norris  had  been  done. 
That  before  a  largely  attended  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Moral  and 
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Social  Welfare,  the  resolution  at  this  special  meeting,  called  solely  for  this 
purpose,  was  fully  and  carefully  considered  and  that  after  hearing  the 
statement  of  Delegate  Norris.  the  first  patron  on  the  resolution,  who  stated 
he  had  no  charges  to  prefer  and  no  leasons  other  than  those  contained  in 
the  preamble  of  the  resolut  on,  and  after  hearing  statements  from  the  State 
Auditor,  Hon.  C.  Lee  Moore  and  the  State  Accountant,  Hon.  F.  M.  Smyth, 
both  of  whom  had  been  invited  by  Senator  Mapp  to  be  present  at  the  said 
special  meeting,  that  on  his  (Mapp's)  motion  tlie  resolution  had  been  refer- 
red back  to  the  Senate  "with  the  recommendation  that  it  do  not  pass.'*  The 
vote  on  this  recommendation  being  six  to  four;  that  it  went  at  once  on 
the  calendar  and  that  no  effort  was  made  to  call  it  up  until  Monday,  March 
1st,  when  the  Senator  from  Page  asked  to  have  it  advanced  to  which  Senator 
Mapp  made  no  objection,  but  when  asked  if  he  would  object  to  a  suspension 
of  the  constitutional  reading  of  the  resolution  stated  that  in  the  absence  of 
many  of  the  "dry"  Senators,  who  wished  to  vote  on  the  resolution  that  he 
would,  but  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  call  it  up  on  the  following  morn- 
ing; that  on  the  following  morning  he  did  call  up  the  resolution  and  that 
over  opposition  on  the  part  of  certain  Senators,  opposed  to  prohibition, 
succeeded  in  having  special  order  postponed  long  enough  to  have  it  con- 
sidered; that  without  having  changed  his  personal  or  re,:resentative  view 
in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  an  investigation  he  had  stated  that  at  the 
request  of  the  Commissioner  of  Prohibition  he  was  willing  to  withdraw 
his  opposition  to  the  resolution  and  on  his  (Senator  Mapp's)  motion  the 
resolution  had  been  adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

Hon.  Prank  M.  Smyth,  State  Accountant,  reported  to  the  committee 
that  he  had  made  a  complete  audit  of  the  Prohibition  Department;  and 
that  the  method  of  accounting  for  the  sale  of  ardent  spirits  had  been  ap- 
proved by  him  and  that  the  method  of  accounting  for  the  appropriations  to 
the  department  had  been  devised  and  approved  by  him;  and  that  he  had 
examined  all  of  the  vouchers  and  that  accounts  of  the  department  checked 
out  with  absolute  accuracy. 

7.  Your  committee  therefore  reports  their  findings  as  follows: 

(a)  That  the  accounts  of  the  department  have  been  accurately  kept 
according  to  the  methods  devised  and  approved  by  the  State  Accountant. 

*(b)  That  the  law  does  not  require  the  department  to  keep  a  separate 
account  of  the  arrests,  convictions  and  fines  instigated  by  local  ofllcers  and 
by  the  officers  of  the  Department  of  Prohibition. 

(c)  That  no  charges  were  preferred  against  the  Prohibition  Department 
before  the  committee. 

(d)  That  the  criticisms  of  the  department  tliat  were  presented  have 
been  satisfactorily  answered. 

(e)  That  no  charge  or  criticism  was  made  before  the  committee  affect- 
ing the  personal  integrity,  business  capacity  or  Christian  character  of  the 

head  of  the  Department  of  Prohibition,  Dr.  J.  Sidney  Peters.

Gentlemen: 

As  two  of  the  patrons  of  the  resolution  calling  for  an  Investigation  of 
the  State  Prohibition  Department,  under  which  you  have  been  appointed, 
desire  to  advise  that  after  an  informal  conference  with  the  patrons  of  this 
resolution,  that  we  are  of  the  decided  opinion,  that  any  investigation  at 
this  late  day  in  the  session  cannot  be  as  thorough  as  we  would  desire,  and 
that  therefore  we  shall  not  appear  before  your  committee. 

Frankly,  the  resolution  was  held  up  in  the  Senate,  and  passed  during 
the  dying  days  of  the  session  when  it  was  too  late  to  conduct  the  thorough 
and  complete  Investigation  for  which  it  provided.  Briefly,  the  facts  are  these: 
The  resolution,  carrying  the  names  of  twenty-eight  patrons,  passed  the 
House  and  was  transmitted  to  the  Senate  on  February  20th.  There  it  re- 
mained buried  until  it  was  finally  resurrected  and  passed  with  amend- 
ments on  March  2nd.  It  was  then  transmitted  to  the  House  ^nd  on  the  fol- 
lowing (hiy  this  body  agreed  to  the  Senate  amendments.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  more  than  two  weeks  have  passed  since  the  passage  of  this  resolu- 
tion by  the  House,  during  the  greater  portion  of  which  time  it  was  held  up 
in  the  Senate  by  friends  of  the  department,  and  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  only  five  days  remain  within  which  to  conduct  and  make  a  report 
of  the  investigation,  we^feel  that  it  is  impossible  to  conduct  the  thorough  in- 
vestigation for  which  the  resolution  provided.  We  feel  that  we  have  been 
vindicated  to  some  extent  through  the  nomination  by  the  caucus  of  an- 
other than  the  present  head  of  the  department,  and  not  desiring  to  further 
press  the  matter  under  such  conditions  it  shall  be  closed  as  far  as  our  ap- 
pearance before  your  committee  is  concerned.
